Mr.  Sclater,  President  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assist- 
ants', and  Apprentices'  Association,  read  the  second  part  of  his 
essay  on  "  Pharmacy  in  Literature  "  as  a  valedictory  address.  It 
is  abstracted  on  p.  737. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  in  quitting  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  made  an 
interesting  speech  on  spirit- drawback  and  the  use  of  duty-free 
alcohol  in  chemical  manufactures  (p.  750). 

The  principal  changes  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets  include 
advances  in  sal  ammoniac,  sublimed  sulphur,  sulphate  of  ammonia, 
and  a  reduction  in  nitrate  of  soda.  Cream  of  tartar  is  firmer,  and 
quinine  in  the  speculative  market  has  slightly  improved  (p.  744). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  has  taken  proceedings 
against  several  Dublin  druggists  for  compounding,  and  Mr.  Swifte 
is  taking  time  to  consider  his  decision,  doubt  being  expressed 
whether  compounding  per  se  is  an  offence  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1875  (p.  726). 

The  Privy  Council's  letter  of  1886  in  regard  to  the  compu"coiy 
curriculum  in  pharmacy  wag  read  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
meeting  on  Wednesday.  It  shows  that  the  Privy  Council  did  not 
object  to  the  division  of  the  Minor  examination ;  also  that  by-laws 
may  be  put  one  by  one  (p.  723\ 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Smith  has  been  appointed  chemist  and  druggist 
to  the  S.vindon  and  District  Hospital. 

In  his  annual  report  to  the  Norwich  Town  Council  the 
medical  officer  states  that  so  far  as  drugs  are  concerned  the 
Fcod  and  Drugs  Act  is  t  till  a  dead  letter  in  that  town. 

The  Brigg  Magistrates  on  April  22  fined  a  farm-servant 
named  Walter  Mettam  20*.  and  9s.  6d.  costs  for  giving  wheat 
which  had  been  dressed  with  poison  to  his  employer's  horses. 

Messrs.  Wirjgfield  &  Co.,  Great  Clowes  Street,  Manchester, 
have  secured  the  contract  for  twelve  months'  supply  of 
druggists'  sundries  to  the  electricity  department  of  the 
Salford  Corporation. 

At  Belper  County  Court  on  May  1,  Mr.  Chas.  Win. 
Southern,  chemist  and  druggist,  Belper,  obtained  judgment 
against  Dr.  E.  J.  H.  Hoskyns  for  19/.  16.?.  for  goods  supplied. 
The  debt  is  to  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  5/.  a  month. 

At  Daventry  on  April  23,  James  Beattie,  of  Ashby  St. 
Ledgers,  was  summoned  for  illegally  putting  strych- 
nine on  worms  and  placing  it  in  mole-ruDs  in  order  to 
destroy  moles.  For  the  defence  it  was  contended  that 
worms  were  not  "  llesb,"  and  the  Bench  dismissed  the  case. 

The  Tonbridge  Board  of  Guardians,  on  May  2,  are  exer- 
cised about  the  amount  of  their  drug-bill,  which  during  the 
year  totalled  205/.  lis.  3d.  for  drugs  used  in  the  workhouse. 
The  Board  requested  the  medical  officer  and  the  master  to 
see  what  economies  could  be  effected  during  the  next  half 
year. 

The  driver  of  a  motor-tricycle  lost  control  of  his  machine 
while  riding  in  Coul.-ton  Street,  Sheffield,  on  May  1,  and  ran 
into  the  window  of  the  store-room  of  Boots  (Limited), 
breakirjg  two  large  squares  of  plate-glass,  valued  at  20/. 
The  machine  was  badly  damaged,  but  the  rider  escaped 
unhurt. 

By-and-by  Londoners  will  have  an  atmospheric  novelty 
to  arrest  their  attention.  It  is  an  airship  which  Messrs. 
Spencer,  of  Highbury,  are  constiuctiDg  for  Mellin's  Food 
(Limited),  who  will  float  it  as  an  advertisement  during  the 
summer  months.  It  is  to  be  ready  in  three  weeks,  and  the 
aeronauts  will  make  tiial  tiips  over  London  a  la  Dumont. 

At  Bow  Street  on  May  1,  William  Prendergast,  alias 
Edward  Barrow,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  conspiring 
with  Charles  Frederick  Way  to  obtain  money  by  fraud.  The 
prisoner  and  Way  carried  on  business  as  drvsalters  at 
190  High  Holborn,  under  the  style  of  Barrow  &  Way.  Way 
has  been  sentenced  to  a  term  of  imprisonment,  but  Barrow 
eluded  all  attempts  at  arrest  until  April  30. 

The  smoking  concert  arranged  in  connection  with  the 
Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association  last  week  passed  off 
satisfactorily.  The  attendance  was  not  so  large  as  had  been 
hoped,  but  a  very  cordial  feeling  pervaded  the  gathering. 
The  President  (Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw)  guided  the  proceedings. 
The  ex-President  of  the  Dewsbury  Association  (Mr.  W. 
Stead)  was  present,  and  contiibuted  to  the  evening's  enjoy- 
ment. 

Three  chemical-works  fatalities  are  reported.  A  labourer 
■was  suffocated  in  an  acid  well  at  the  works  of  the  United 
Alkali  Company,  Hebburn  ;  two  men  were  suffocated  in  the 
"  still  "  at  the  Blackshaw  Beck  Tar  Distillery,  Buttershaw, 
near  Bradford,  and  a  man  died  in  Halifax  Infirmary  from 
injuries  sustained  through  falling  into  a  vat  containing 
vitriol  at  the  dye-works  of  Messrs.  W.  H.  Hellawell  &  Co., 
Sowerby  Bridge. 

New  Royal  Society  Fellows. 

The  following  candidates  have  been  selected  by  the 
Council  of  the  Koyal  Society  to  be  recommended  for  election 
as  Fellows:— Mr.  H.  Brereton  Baker,  Professor  Henry  T. 
Bovey,  Professor  R.  Boyce,  Mr.  John  Brown,  Mr.  William 


Bate  Hardy,  Mr.  Alfred  Harker,  Mr.  Sydney  S.  Hough,  Mr. 
Robert  Kidston,  Mr.  Thomas  Mather,  Mr.  John  Henry 
Michell,  Mr.  Hugh  Frank  Newall,  Professor  William  Matthew 
Flinders  Petrie,  Mr.  William  Jackson  Pope,  Mr.  Edward 
Saunders,  and  Dr.  Arthur  Willey.  Of  these  Mr.  Baker  and 
Mr.  Pope  are  the  chemists.  Both  are  young  men,  and  well 
entitled  to  the  honour.  Mr.  Baker  is  head-master  of  Alleyn's 
School,  Dulwich,  and  M.A.Oxon.,  formerly  a  fellow  of 
Balliol.  His  chemical  investigations  have  been  directed  to- 
prove  that  the  presence  of  water-vapour  is  essential  in  some 
familiar  chemical  reactions,  such  as  the  darkening  of 
i-ilver  chloride  on  exposure  to  light,  and  the  explosion  of  a 
mixture  of  hydrogen  and  oxygen  when  heated.  Some  of 
these  experiments  have  necessitated  dryiDg  the  gases  for 
six  months.  Mr.  Pope  was  a  pupil  of  Prof.  Armstrong,  and 
his  early  contributions  to  the  Chemical  Society  were  on 
crystallographic  subjects,  but  lately  he  has  done  for  the 
nitrogen  and  sulphur  atoms  what  van 't  Huff  did  for  carbon, 
and  he  was  marked  out  for  the  F.R.S.  while  he  was  Lecturer 
on  Chemistry  at  the  Goldsmiths'  Institute,  New  Cross.  He 
is  now  at  the  Municipal  Technical  School,  Manchester. 

Determined  to  Have  Him. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  having  declined  to  ratify  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  E.  Wightman  Bell,  chemist,  of  Spalding, 
as  district  agricultural  analyst  under  the  Holland  County 
Council,  that  authority  further  discussed  the  question  at  its- 
meeting  at  Spalding  last  week.  The  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee brought  up  a  recommendation  that  the  Board  should 
be  approached  once  more  with  a  request  for  its  approval  of 
the  appointment  on  the  ground  that  the  County  Council  felt 
the  greatest  confidence  in  Mr.  Bell's  competence  to  carry  out 
the  duties.  Councillor  Hall  said  if  the  department  was  not 
prepared  to  move  in  this  matter,  which  had  been  so  long 
delayed,  their  member  was  prepared  to  raise  the  question  in 
the  House  of  Commons.  The  Committee's  recommendation 
was  adopted,  and  it  was  agreed  that  in  order  to  get  the 
sanction  the  appointment  should  in  the  first  instance  be  for 
twelve  months. 

L  C.C.  Items. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on  May  6  the 
estimates  for  the  expenditure  during  the  year  1902-3  were 
agreed  to.  The  salaries  in  the  Chemist's  Department  were 
passed,  showing  the  estimated  expenditure  to  be  4,355/.  16s. 
under  that  head,  made  up  as  follows  :  The  chemist,  1,000/. ; 
two  senior  assistants  at  475/.  and  400/.  ;  five  assistants,  first- 
class  (ranging  from  215/  to  260/ ) ;  four  assistants,  second- 
class  (ranging  from  162/.  10.?.  to  200/ )  ;  two  assistants, 
third-class,  at  110/.  and  130/. ;  one  assistant  at  50.?. ;  one 
laboratory  attendant  at  30.?. ;  one  messenger  at  28.?.  Amongst 
the  receipts  to  be  set  against  this  was  100/.  from  the  Asylums 
Committee  for  the  services  of  the  chemist  in  the  analyses  of 
food. 

The  Main  Drainage  Committee  estimated  that  at  Barking 
16,590/.  would  be  required  for  chemicals  and  lime.  Last 
year  the  sum  spent  was  13,747/.  At  Crossness  the  estimate 
for  the  same  item  was  9,285/.,  against  7,755/.  spent  last  year. 

Emergency  Medicines. 

The  Blean  (Kent)  Board  of  Guardians,  on  April  30,  dis- 
cussed an  account  from  Messrs.  Bing  &  Son,  chemists, 
Canterbury,  for  5/.  0s.  Id.,  due  for  drugs  to  the  infirmary. 
There  was  no  entry  in  the  medical  officer'3  book  authorising 
the  supply,  but  the  medical  officer  (Dr.  Salt)  said  the  articles 
were  required  in  cases  of  emergency.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  they  should  have  been  entered  in  the  order-book,  and  it 
was  suggested  that  the  medical  officer  should  be  allowed  to 
do  that,  in  order  that  the  Board  might  make  the  payment, 
but  this  suggestion  was  opposed,  and  by  a  large  majority  it 
was  decided  not  to  pass  the  account,  the  Chairman  informing 
the  medical  officer  that  he  could  appeal  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board. 

A  "Procrustean"  Device. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Board  of  Guardians  on  May  3, 
a  communication  was  read  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  asking  for  the  observations  of  the  Guardians  on  a 
letter  received  from  the  five  medical  officers  of  the  district 
protesting  against  the  institution  of  new  prescription  forms 
for  the  old  card  system.  "  These  forms,"  the  letter  said, 
"  though  taking  many  times  as  long  to  write  as  the  cards, 
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have  no  value  as  a  record  to  the  medical  man.  The  Guardians 
suggested  the  use  of  a  code  for  prescriptions,  but  the  medical 
officers  do  not  think  it  right  to  adopt  such  a  procrustean 
device  without  at  least  a  protest  in  the  interests  of  the  sick." 
Mr.  Ames  said  the  change  arose  out  of  a  return  showing  that 
though  the  number  of  patients  to  whom  medicine  was 
dispensed  was  the  same  in  1895-96  as  in  1900  the  bill  for 
the  medicines  had  gone  up  from  135/.  to  over  300/.  The 
Mayor  (Mr.  Beavan)  said  it  seemed  absurd  that  the 
dispenser  should  give  out  medicine  and  have  nothing  to 
show  for  it.  Supposing  he  were  to  give  wrong  medicine 
by  mistake,  what  was  to  show  that  the  prescription  was  the 
same  as  that  given  by  the  doctor?  After  some  discussion, 
the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Dispensary  Committee. 

All  Genuine. 

Oat  of  151  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
in  the  county  of  Durham  last  quarter,  only  one  was  of 
drugs,  and  that  was  pure. 

Amongst  the  samples  analysed  in  the  borough  of  Hastings 
last  quarter  were  two  of  sal  volatile  and  three  of  milk  of 
sulphur,  all  being  genuine. 

Fire. 

A  disastrous  fire  occurred  on  May  1  at  Crag  Mills,  Shipley, 
occupied  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Baker,  soap-manufacturer,  damage  to 
the  extent  of  about  1,000/.  being  done. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  county-court  Judge  held  last  week  that  "  on  or  about 
June  1  "  was  not  unreasonably  translated  "  the  6th." 

Under  the  heading  "Matrimonial,"  Van  Birmingham  Daily 
Post  has  the  following  :—"  Lady-chemist  (with  means)  to 
assist  to  develop  good,  sound,  progressive  business ;  excel- 
lent prospects.    Address  :  D  339,  Daily  Post." 

An  Auricula  show  is  being  held  at  the  Botanical  Gardens, 
to  encourage  the  growth  of  this  primula.  It  is  understood 
that  this  succession  of  displays  is  in  great  part  due  to 
Professor  Hillhouse,  who  is  well  kuown  to  local  pharmacists. 

An  ancient  trouble  has  been  revived  in  our  midst.  "  Do 
you  sell  [a  certain  chemical  preparation  of  a  crystalline 
form]?"^  "Yes;  certainly,  sir."  But  the  potassium  salt  is 
supplied  in  place  of  the  sodium  variety.  Lawyer's  letter ; 
much  worry ;  guinea  unearthed. 

It  appears,  after  all,  that  several  pharmacists  have  fallen 
foul  of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  in  connection  with 
the  stamping  of  proprietary  articles  and  the  use  of  the  pos- 
sessive case.  Names  cannot  yet  be  mentioned,  but  one 
would  have  thought  that  Alpe  might  have  taught  some  of 
the  recalcitrants  wisdom,  especially  seeing  the  majority  are 
by  no  means  back-street  traders. 

The  constant  change  in  managements  and  assistantships 
in  pharmacies  is  still  noteworthy.  Be  it  suburban  or 
central  business,  high  class  or  medium,  there  appears  the 
same  spirit  of  unrest— the  young  man  snapping  eagerly  at  a 
post  which  promises  a  fraption  more  salary  or  a  concession 
in  time.  To  meet  this  it  is  rumoured  that  one  pharmacist 
has  started  a  method  of  paying  his  hands  at  so  much  per 
hour;  but  Rumour  is  an  unreliable  jade. 

An  excellent  feature  of  the  Wolverhampton  Exhibition  is 
that,  after  organised  parties  have  visited  any  section  in 
which  they  are  specially  interested,  they  are  invited  to  spend 
an  hour  at  the  different  factories  round  about.  Such  a  thing 
might  fill  in  a  pleasant  afternoon  if  the  Birmingham  phar- 
maceutical brotherhood  would  meet  their  Wolverhampton 
friends  and  inspect  the  show  together,  with  tea  afterwards. 
It  is  only  a  matter  of  getting  the  officers  of  both  Associa- 
tions together  for  a  few  minutes  to  formulate  plans. 

The  Birmingham  Mail  has  been  investigating  an  alleged 
slackness  in  labelling,  &c,  at  the  Birmingham  Dispensary. 
Their  representative  has  allayed  public  uneasiness,  how- 
ever, for  he  found  few  irregularities  in  the  labelliDg  of  the 
130  prescriptions  that  were  dispensed  on  the  morning  of  his 
visit  to  Union  Street.  It  was  discovered  that  great  care  was 
exercised  with  poisonous  medicines,  the  labelling  being 
carefully  attended  to.  Sometimes  loquacious  ladies  did  get 
their  medicines  mixed  up,  necessitating  an  inquiry  at  the 


window  as  to  "  which  was  mine  and  which  '  hern.'  "  "  People 
are  always  leaving  pills  behind  them  and  saying  they  have 
never  had  them,"  was  the  dispenser's  complaint. 

"John  Islip." 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Charles  Cater  Islip,  M.P.S. 
(Messrs.  Warrick  Brothers),  who  has  no  connection  with 
"John  Islip,"  for  an  order  which  Messrs.  Warrick  Fieres,  of 
Grasse,  have  received  from  "  J.  Islip,  23  Redgrave  Road, 
Putney,  London.  S.W.,"  for  "  une  littre  white  rose  and  one 
of  your  price-lists."  The  man  enclosed  a  card,  "  Captain 
Islip,  late  T.  H,  Battalion,  R.E  ,"  and  gave  as  reference 
"  Mr.  C.  J.  Bennett,  29  Longridge  Road,  Earl's  Court, 
London,  S.W.,"  at  which  address  there  is  in  the  London 
Directory  a  Mrs.  Bennett.  Mr.  Charles  C.  Islip  would  be 
pleased  to  hear  that  the  undesirable  person  with  the  same 
surname  had  been  laid  by  the  heels  again.  "  It  really 
seems,"  he  adds,  "a  kind  of  long-firm  swindle  on  a  small 
scale."  What  is  wanted  is  someone  to  give  the  "  Captain  " 
20/.  worth  of  goods  on  credit,  then  to  take  proceedings 
against  him. 

A  Burglary  Charge. 

On  May  7,  at  the  Brentford  Police  Court,  William 
Hammerton  and  Arthur  Russell  were  charged  with  breaking 
and  entering  the  shop  of  Thomas  Lewis  Salter,  chemist  and 
druggist,  at  2  Bradninch  Place,  Southall,  and  stealing  3s.  Id. 
in  money,  four  bottles  of  perfume,  a  cake  of  soap,  a  nail- 
brush, and  twelve  sulphur-tablets,  value  7.s\  6d.  A  jeweller 
who  lives  next  door  to  Mr.  Salter's  shop  heard  noises  during 
the  night,  and  called  Mr.  Salter,  who  does  not  live  on  the 
premises.  Another  friend  was  called  and  the  three  gentlemen 
entered  the  shop,  captured  the  men  red-handed,  and  handed 
them  over  to  the  police.    The  prisoners  were  remanded. 

Female  Pills. 

At  an  inquest  opened  on  the  body  of  a  married  woman 
named  Tippetts,  by  the  Manchester  Coroner  on  May  7,  the 
husband  stated  that  at  his  wife's  request  he  obtained  a  box 
of  "  Female  pills  "  from  Mr.  Mellor,  a  neighbouring  grocer. 
His  wife  bad  told  him  him  two  months  before  that  she  was 
pregnant,  and  he  had  an  idea  when  he  bought  the  pills  that 
they  would  prevent  her  having  any  more  children.  There 
was  a  card  in  the  shop-window  stating  that  the  pills  con- 
tained "steel  and  pennyroyal,"  and  the  shop-keeper  told 
him  they  were  very  good  pills,  and  that  he  sold  a  lot  of 
them.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  Sidney  Smelt)  told  witness  that 
he  would  find  himself  in  a  very  awkward  fix,  if,  after  these 
confessions,  it  was  found  that  the  pills  had  killed  deceased. 
A  post-mortem  examination  is  to  be  made. 

Cricket. 

Boots'  CO.,  Sheffield  v.  Trinity  Wesleyan  C.C.  — This 
match,  in  connection  with  the  Sheffield  Shop  Assistants' 
Association  Cricket  League,  was  played  at  Millhouses  on 
May  1,  and  resulted  in  a  very  easy  win  for  Boots'  by  8 
wickets. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 
The  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have  occurred  since  our 
last  report  include  five  (out  of  a  total  of  fifteen)  that  were 
caused  by  unscheduled  poisons.  Hydrochloric  acid  and 
ammonia  were  each  responsible  for  two  and  phosphorus 
caused  the  fifth.  A  peculiarity  in  connection  with  one  of  the 
ammonia  poisonings  is  the  fact  that  the  victim,  Miss  Florence 
Louise  Bacon  (28),  of  Fittleworth,  had  a  strange  habit  of 
drinking  diluted  ammonia  as  a  tonic  beverage.  Daniel  Bacon, 
a  gentleman  of  independent  means,  said  deceased  knew  that 
he  took  ammonia  at  times  as  a  drink,  and  she  possibly 
imitated  him,  thinking  it  would  do  her  good,  but  he  always 
took  it  very  much  diluted.  The  scheduled  list  comprises 
3  carbolic  acid  and  3  laudanum  victims ;  two  persons  died 
from  the  effects  of  oxalic-acid  poisoning,  one  from  cyanide 
of  potassium  and  another  from  chlorodyne.  In  one  of  the 
laudanum  cases  a  Grantham  woman  consumed  a  bottle  of 
opium  and  opodeldoc  ;  a  Sunderland  general  dealer  succeeded 
in  getting  a  shilling's-worth  of  laudanum  from  Mr.  G.  Ritson, 
chemist  and  druggist  (to  whom  he  was  well  known)  on  the 
pretence  that  it  was  for  a  lotion  for  a  horse.  He  took  the 
lot  and  died.  The  remaining  laudanum  suicide  was  a  trades- 
man at  Stratford.  An  old  couple  poisoned  themselves  with 
carbolic  acid  at  Heaton  Norris,  the  same  poison  being  taken 
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by  a  young  wife  at  Norwich  who  had  lost  her  baby. — At 
St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  on  April  3,  an  inquiry  was  held 
into  the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  John  McDonnell. 
Evidence  was  given  by  deceased's  son,  John  McDonnell,  a 
druggist's  assistant,  who  said  his  father  resided  alone. 
Deceased  appeared  as  usual  on  the  day  of  his  death,  but  was 
found  writhing  in  apparently  the  most  awful  pain,  and 
unable  to  speak.  He  died  two  hours  later.  The  Coroner's 
officer  said  that  a  most  minute  search  had  been  made  of  the 
deceased's  room,  but  no  paper,  phial,  bottle,  or  glass  that 
had  contained  poison  could  be  found.  Dr.  A.  W.  Thrawl 
stated  that  the  post-mortem  examination  showed  that  the 
cause  of  death  was  either  oxalic  or  hydrochloric  acid 
poisoning.

Dublin  I'nion  Miss  Christina  M.  Jessop.  L.P.S.T.,  was  elected 
apothecary  to  the  Union  at  a  salary  of  80/.  per  annum. 

Personal. 

Dr.  H.  F.  Conyngham,  son  of  Mr.  Henry  Conyngham, 
M.P.S.I.,  Dublin,  has  returned  from  British  North  Borneo  for 
a  few  months'  rest.  He  has  recovered  from  the  wound  which 
he  received  in  the  engagement  with  a  native  tribe. 

Mr.  C.  S.  O'Hare,  L.P.S.I.,  Mayobridge,  Newry,  who  was 
returned  unopposed  as  Warrenpoint  representative  on  the 
Down  County  Council,  had  half-a-dozen  nomination-papers 
sent  in  from  the  different  electoral  divisions  on  his  behalf. 

An  Apprentice's  Death. 

At  Tralee,  County  Kerry,  on  May  4,  Jeremiah  Gleeson, 
aged  19  years,  chemist's  apprentice,  belonging  to  Ballybrack, 
near  Killarney,  was  found  in  the  lavatory  at  the  rear  of  Mr. 
Dowling's  medical  hall  with  symptoms  of  strychnine- 
poisoning.  A  medical  man  was  summoned,  but  Gleeson 
succumbed  in  a  few  minutes.  The  deceased  had  only  been 
five  months  apprenticed  to  Mr.  Dowling. 

Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Governor  and  Company 
of  Apothecaries'  Hall,  held  on  May  1,  it  was  proposed  by 
Dr.  J.  C  MacWalter,  M.A  ,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  J.  Evans : 
"  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Company,  the  action  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  in  examining  candidates  in  thera- 
peutics and  issuing  certificates  of  qualification  in  that 
subject,  constitutes  an  infringement  on  the  rights  of  the 
medical  profession,  and  that  our  representative  on  the 
General  Medical  Council  be  requested  to  ascertain  the 
legality  of  the  practice."    The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  Murray's  Estate. 

On  April  29  in  the  Chancery  Division,  Dublin,  before  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  the  estate  of  Wm.  Bloomfield  Murray, 
deceased,  Evans  &  Co.  v.  Murray,  came  before  the  Court  on 
further  consideration  of  the  Chief  Clerk's  certificate.  The 
particulars  of  the  debts  and  assets  were  fully  set  out  in  the 
certificate,  and  the  estate  was  now  found  to  be  practically 
solvent.  The  costs  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Spence  at  the  inquest  held 
about  deceased,  and  also  the  costs  of  the  solicitor  in  con- 
nection with  the  inquiry  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Insurance 
Company,  were  ordered  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  assets. 

The  Kelp  Industry. 
On  May  3,  in  the  Land  Commission  Court,  Dublin,  the 
question  was  discussed  in  a  test  case  as  to  the  right  of  a 
landlord  to  demand  rent  on  seaweed  used  by  tenants  in  the 


manufacture  of  kelp.  Judge  Meredith,  in  making  an  allow- 
ance for  the  landlords  for  the  sea-weed  so  used,  said  the 
production  of  kelp  was  a  recognised  industry  and  a  source 
of  profit.  The  kelp  industry  of  Ireland  had  suffered,  and 
was  suffering,  from  foreign  competition,  which  extended 
from  colossal  proportions  to  the  smallest  degree. 

Analyst  Appointed. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Tuam  Board  of  Guardians,  Mr. 
Walter  Thorp,  of  Limerick,  was  appointed  analyst  to  the 
Union  at  11.  a  year,  and  5s.  for  each  analysis  over  twenty. 
The  vacancy  was  caused  through  the  resignation  of  Sir 
Charles  Cameron,  and  Mr.  Thorp  was  the  only  applicant. 

Medicine  Trouble. 

The  Guardians  of  the  Boyle  Union  at  their  last  meeting 
received  a  letter  from  the  L.G  B.  as  to  why  the  Guardians 
had  accepted  Mr.  Boyers'  tender  for  drugs  when  it  was  nob 
the  lowest,  but  discussion  on  the  matter  was  adjourned — A 
complaint  was  made  by  the  analyst  that  some  tincture  of 
rhubarb  contained  too  much  alcohol,  and  the  contractor 
offered  to  exchange  it  for  a  fresh  supply. 

The  Guardians  of  the  Strokestown  Union  are  required! 
by  the  L.G.B.  to  re-advertise  for  tenders  and  enter  into  a. 
new  contract,  as  the  method  adopted  by  the  Guardians  in. 
allowing  a  firm  to  amend  a  tender  will  stop  legitimate  com-- 
petition.  The  Guardians  decided  that  it  would  be  more 
satisfactory  to  have  medical  appliances  contracted  for  by  the 
same  firm  as  the  medicines,  and  are  asking  the  L.G.B.  to 
agree  to  the  same. 

At  the  Sligo  Guardians'  meeting  the  contractor  (Mr.  Boyers} 
complained  that  the  apothecary  would  cot  sign  his  invoices 
for  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  apothecary  said  tbats 
more  drugs  were  sent  than  were  ordered.  In  regard  to  the 
latter  it  was  decided  to  keep  the  extra  quantity,  but  the 
charge  made  by  the  contractor  is  to  be  investigated  at  a  full 
meeting  of  the  Board.  The  Sligo  Guardians  also  bad  before 
them  a  certificate  from  Sir  Charles  Cameron  as  to  drugs 
he  had  received  for  analysis  from  one  of  the  Dispensaries : 

Cod-liver  oil. — Sp.  gr.,  0'927  ;  pure  and  free  from  rancidity  ; 
full  saponification.  Aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia. — Sp  gr.  0  897  j 
ammonia,  2  27  p.c. ;  76'6  p.c.  of  90-per-cent.  alcohol ;  oil  of  lemon 
and  nutmeg  present  as  prescribed.  Arsenical  solution, — Sp.  gr., 
10125  ;  10  c.c.  discharged  the  colour  of  19  9  c-  c.  of  the  volumetric 
solution  of  iodine.  Correct. 

The  Guardians  considered  that  they  were  getting  good  value 
in  medicines  from  their  contractor,  Mr,  Henry  Beyers,, 
Sligo.

A  Methylated-spirit  "Victim, 

In  a  case  heard  at  the  Aberdeen  Sheriff  Court  on  May  X* 
in  which  a  stone-polisher  named  Kane  was  charged  with 
failing  to  provide  his  five  children  with  sufficient  food  and 
clothing,  it  was  stated  that  accused  was  a  victim  tr> 
methylated  spirit,  and  was  almost  a  wreck.  lb  was  a 
practice  with  such  men  to  get  hold  of  fish,  which  they  sold 
for  the  matter  of  2d.,  and  with  this  sum  they  got  as  roncbr 
methylated  spirit  as  would  make  half  a  dozen  of  them 
helplessly  drunk.  Sheriff  Robertson  said  methylated-spirit 
drinking  was  a  most  detestable  form  of  vice,  and  accused; 
was  sent  to  prison. 
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A  Day '8  Ramble. 

On  Friday,  May  2,  the  students  of  the  West  of  Scotland 
College  of  Pharmacy  had  an  interesting  and  profitable 
botanical  ramble  to  Langside,  which  was  conducted  by  the 
Principal  (Mr  Bariie).  Before  leaving  Langside  a  photograph 
of  the  party  was  taken.

Glasgow  Notes. 

A  tea-canvasser  named  William  Barton,  about  30  years  of 
age,  died  in  a  Glasgow  temperance  hotel  on  Satnrday  from 
the  effects  of  an  ovtrdose  of  laudanum.  Barton  is  believed 
to  have  belonged  to  Fife,  but  for  the  past  twelve  months  he 
had  been  lodging  in  Glasgow.  On  Friday  he  left  bis  lodgings 
and  took  a  room  in  the  hotel  under  a  fictitious  name. 

The  new  sewage-works  at  Dalmint  are  bsing  pushed 
forward  vigorously.  When  they  are  completed  practically 
the  whole  of  the  Glasgow  sewage  will  be  treated,  and  the 
long-delayed  purification  of  the  Clyde  will  be  an  accom- 
plished fact.  In  the  apprentice's  indentures  of  a  hundred 
years  ago  the  masters  undertook  not  to  give  the  apprentice 
Clyde  salmon  more  than  three  times  a  week.  If  the  age  of 
salmon  should  come  back,  will  the  apprentice  also  return  ? 

A  newspaper  man  piintsayarn  from  a  "  chemist  "  com- 
menting upon  a  paragraph  bewailing  the  increase  of  a 
mjthical  "drug-habit."  The  verai'ous  raconteur  regrets  to 
state  that  the  vice  is  common  amongst  chemises'  assistants 
and  apprentices.  Ojly  the  other  day,  when  he  went  into  a 
friend's  shop,  he  was  horrified  to  find  the  "junior  ap- 
prentice," who  had  been  left  in  charge,  lying  insensible 
behind  the  counter  with  an  unstoppered  bottle  of  chloroform 
beside  him.  It  was  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  he 
resusci'.ated  this  victim  of  the  deadly  chloroform-sniffing 
mania. 

Some  mystery  surrounds  the  death  of  Wm.  Edwards  (45), 
assistant  to  Mr.  John  McGowan,  chemist  and  druggist, 
111  Garogod  Road.  On  Monday  evening  (April  28)  the 
dead  body  of  Edwards  was  found  lying  on  a  couch  in  the 
back-shop  there,  and  near  at  hand  a  1-oz.  phial  of  prussic 
acid  almost  full.  Earlier  in  the  day  Edwards  told  his 
employer  that  he  had  been  bleeding  at  the  nose,  and  had 
taken  some  ergot  to  stop  it.  Subsequently  he  retired  into 
the  back-shop  to  take  a  rest,  and  a  little  later  his  body  was 
discovered  as  described.  The  casualty  surgeon  who 
examined  the  body  was  unab'.e  to  certify  the  cause  of 
death. 

Dr.  Moses  Thomas,  who  has  been  entertained  to  dinner  and 
presented  with  a  handsome  testimonial  on  the  occasion  of  his 
retirement  after  thirty-five  years'  service  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  gave  some  interesting  reminiscences 
of  his  tenure  of  office.  The  few  survivors  of  the  medical 
staff  of  1857  include  Sir  Wm.  Gairdnerand  Lord  Lister.  In 
that  year  the  number  of  operations  was  321  ;  last  year  the 
total  reached  2,039.  They  did  not  cease  to  receive  smallpox 
patients  until  1872,  but  since  then  rapid  progress  had  been 
made,  so  that  now,  in  view  of  the  reconstruction  of  the 
buildings,  the  institution  is  on  the  eve  of  becoming  one  of 
the  best  equipped  in  the  kingdom.

In  nine  years 
they  have  built  up  the  largest  chemists'  business  in 
Scotland."

(From  Dur  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Poisoned  by  his  Boots. — A  rather  curious  case  was 
tried  in  one  of  the  Paris  police-courts  a  few  days  ago.  A 
M.  Weingardt  prosecuted  a  blacking-manufacturer  for 
"injury  by  imprudence,"  resulting  from  the  use  of  special 
blacking.  The  case  for  the  plaintiff  was  that  a  bootmaker 
had  undertaken  to  dye  a  pair  of  brown  boots  black  by  means 
of  a  dye,  which,  according  to  the  advertisement,  is  the  only 
one  that  instantaneously  dyes  and  softens  the  leather  of 
boots,  &c.  M.  Weingardt's  boots  were  duly  dyed,  but  after 
wearing  them  for  several  hours  he  began  to  show  symptoms 
of  poisoning,  and  a  pharmacist  to  whom  he  applied  con- 
firmed him  in  this  opinion.  The  troable  was  traced  tc  the 
boots,  and  a  complaint  was  lodged  with  the  police.  The 
result  was  that  a  bottle  of  the  dyeing  preparation  was  seized 
at  the  works  of  the  maker,  and  three  experts,  MM.  Bronardel, 
Riche,  and  Thoinot,  were  named  to  pass  a  technical  opinion 
on  the  ingredients  containing  it.  Their  report  was  that  the 
dye  was  a  poisonous  concoction  baviDg  aniline  as  a  base 
that  could  perfectly  well  have  produced  the  serious 
symptoms  from  which  the  plaintiff  had  suffered.  Rabbits 
which  had  been  smeared  with  the  substance  died  in  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  defendant  declined  any  responsibility  in 
the  matter  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  proof  that  the 
dye  had  been  used  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  on 
the  bottle.    Judgment  was  postponed. 

The  Fatal  Remedy — She  was  a  pretty  "  parfumeuse," 
Mile  Juliette  B  ,  employed  with  a  well  known  firm  of  manu- 
facturing perfumers  at  Levallois ;  he  was  a  bookkeeper, 
Alcide  D.  by  name,  engaged  in  Paris,  and  they  married. 
Both  kept  their  emplo3ment,  and  they  took  a  comfortable 
apartment  at  Garenne-Colombes,  a  suburb  of  Paris.  Hating 
more  rooms  than  they  required  for  their  own  use,  they 
decided  to  let  one,  and  a  pharmacist's  assistant  —  the  hand- 
some Emmanuel  B. — employed  at  Corbevoie,  took  up  his 
abode  with  them.  Six  weeks  passed  pleasantly,  and  then 
an  incident  occurred  which  led  to  a  change  in  the  even 
tencur  of  their  lives.  One  night  Mme.  Juliette  was  taken 
suddenly  ill  during  the  night,  and  her  husband,  in  despair, 
roused  his  lodger,  who  possessed  a  small  travelling  case  of 
drugs  and  was  able  to  administer  a  calming  potion.  The 
next  morning  the  husband  was  extremely  profuse  in  bis 
thanks  to  ore  who,  he  considered,  had  saved  his  wife's  life. 
A  cordial  friendship  sprung  up,  and  the  pharmacist  became 
one  of  the  family.  Little  theatre  parties  and  dinners 
followed,  and  M.  Alcide  continued  loud  in  his  praises  of 
Emmanuel.  But  one  day  the  husband,  having  obtained  a 
short  holiday,  decided  to  spend  a  few  days  with  his  father, 
who  resides  in  the  country.  On  his  return,  however,  he 
found  the  apartment  empty  and  his  wife  away.  From  the 
neighbours  he  learned  that  soen  after  he  lad  left  she  had 
packed  her  trunks  and  driven  away  with  the  good-lookirg 
pharmacist.  Adding  insult  to  injury,  they  had  taken  with 
them  about  1/00Z.  worth  of  bonds.  The  husband  was  in 
despair  and  talked  of  suicide,  but  finally  decided  to  solicit 
the  help  of  the  police  in  tracing  the  fugitives  es  the  more 
sensible  course. 


Hmerican  IRotes. 


Products  from  Sugar-beet  Refuse. — It  is  intended  to 
erect  a  factory  at  Saginaw,  Mich.,  for  the  purpose  of  manu- 
facturing syrup,  acetic  acid,  and  vinegar  from  the  refuse 
molasses  of  sugar-beet,  and  a  company  has  been  organised' 
with  a  capital  of  #150,000.  Robert  McKinnr'y,  the  pro- 
moter, has  been  making  an  investigation  with  sugar-beet 
for  years,  and  has  found  an  excellent  grade  cf  vinegar  can 
be  made  from  them. 

The  Assistants  Agitate. — The  Drug  Clerks'  Association 
of  Chicago  is  trying  to  obtain  shorter  hours  for  its  members. 
A  maximum  of  140  hours  for  each  two  weeks  is  suggested, 
with  "  overtime  "  pay  for  service  extending  beyond  that. 
The  Association  is  also  agitating  for  better  sanitary  condi- 
tions in  sleeprg-quarters,  a  more  aggressive  enforcement  of 
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the  pharmacy  law  concerning  unregistered  clerks,  and 
more  pay.  The  clerks  have  created  considerable  interest  in 
this  movement  by  enlisting  the  sympathy  and  assistance  of 
the  newspapers,  and  editorials  and  news  articles  in  consider- 
able number  have  appeared  in  the  Chicago  dailies. 

A  Lk'UOR  Crusade. — The  State  Commissioner  of  Excise 
has  notified  druggists  of  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn,  that  his 
Department  has. evidence  that  they  have  violated  the  Liquor 
Tax  law  by  selliDg  liqu  >is  without  a  prescription  by  a 
physician  and  by  selling  liquors  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises, 
and  he  informs  them  (hat,  having  violated  the  law,  they 
have  violated  the  conditions  of  their  $500  bond,  and  that 
that  sum  is  therefore  payable  to  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Excise  at  once.  Many  of  the  accused  are  members  of  the 
Manhattan  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  New  York  City, 
and  so  many  communications  respecting  the  matter  were 
received  by  the  Association  that  a  special  meeting  was  held 
on  April  4  at  the  College  of  Pnarmacy.  After  a  thorough 
discussion  it  was  decided  to  fight  the  issue,  and  the  matter 
■was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  attorneys  of  the  Association. 
A  fund  to  defray  the  legal  expenses  is  being  raised  by  the 
Association.    The  fines  aggregate  $100,000. 

Lady  Demonstrators — American  manufacturers  of 
proprietary  articles  are  %ery  ready  to  back  up  the  efforts  of 
the  retailers  on  their  behalf  by  demonstration,  and  it  is  a 
common  thing  in  the  American  Drug  Stoie  to  see  the  centre 
of  the  floor  space  occupied  by  a  table  or  stand  presided  over 
by  a  young  lady  fully  competent  to  describe  and  dilate 
upon  the  remedy  displayed  thereon.

Needless  to  say  these 
lady  demonstrators  are  chosen  with  a  view  to  their  personal 
attraction  as  much  as  their  conversational  abilities.  The 
American  advertiser  is  never  backward  in  making  use  of  the 
fair  sex  to  assist  him  in  his  deep  laid  plans  to  catch  the  eye 
of  the  public.  An  enterprising  druggist  did  this  with  such 
effect  the  other  day  in  New  Yoik  that  he  was  compelled  to 
abandon  it,  owing  to  the  crowded  state  of  the  sidewalk 
outside  his  store  window.  He  engaged  the  services  of  an 
exceedingly  prepossessing  young  lady  whom  he  placed  in 
the  centre  of  his  window  appropriately  surrounded.  Her 
duty  was  to  exhibit,  to  the  crowd  outside  a  series  of  printed 
cards  setting  forth  the  merits  of  certain  special  lines  to  be 
had  inside.

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

WEDNESDAY'S  meeting  was  largely  occupied  with  formal 
business.  The  reply  which  the  Secretary  sent  to  the 
Privy  Council  in  answer  to  the  recommendation  to  institute 
a  curriculum  was  read.  Nine  honorary  members  were 
elected,  four  of  these  had  previously  been  corresponding 
members,  and  four  corresponding  members  were  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancies  in  the  ranks  of  that  class.  The  rep  >rt  of 
the  North  British  Executive  was  read  in  abstract,  a  good 
word  being  put  into  it  for  the  Divisional  Secretaries.  The 
Benevolent  Fund  has  benefited  by  a  donation  oE  151.  from 
the  organisers  of  the  Chemists'  Ball,  and  the  Council,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee,  made  two  grants  to  neeiy 
applicants.  Mr.  Cooper  suggested  that  it  would  help  the 
Fund  if  a  banquet  were  held  in  connection  with  it  annually 
instead  of  every  ten  years.  The  Martindale  legacy  to  the 
library  has  been  received,  and  the  Library  Committee  will 
consider  what  should  be  done  with  it.  Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Paterson 
was  appointed  Redwood  Scholar  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  as 
a  result  of  examination  Mr.  J.  W.  Patterson  was  awarded  the 
Pereira  medal.  At  Dr.  Symes's  request  the  letters  from  the 
Privy  Council  in  1836,  which  were  quoted  at  the  last  Council 
meeting,  were  read  with  the  object  of  obtaining  the  exact 
wording.  Mr.  Carteighe  explained  that  the  letters  do  not 
express  the  whole  of  what  took  place  as  numerous  interviews 
■were  arranged  to  discuss  the  matter. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  took  place  on 
May  7  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  There  were  present 
the  President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W,  Newsholme),  Vice-President 
(C.  B.  Allen),  Treasurer  (S  R  Atkins),  and  Messrs.  Carteighe, 
Cooper,  Corder,  Cross,  Gifford,  Glyn-Jones,  Harrington, 
Harrison,  Hills,  Park,  Robinson,  Symes,  Taylor,  Wootton, 
and  Young. 

The  meeting  began  at  11.20  a.m.  by  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  after  which  it  was  announced 
that  letters  of  thanks  for  sympathy  had  been  received  from 
Mrs.  Hawtayne  and  Mr.  Percy  M.  Randall  (on  behalf  of  his 
mother). 

Mr.  F.  Andrews  also  thanked  the  Council  for  the  kind 
manner  his  services  as  Divisional  Secretary  had  been  spoken 
of  at  the  last  Council  meeting. 

The  Compulsory  Curriculum. 

The  President  next  called  on  the  Secretary  to  read  the 
reply  sent  to  the  Privy  Council  in  reference  to  the  suggested 
curriculum,  which  was  as  follows: — 

The  Council  of  this  Society  has  had  under  its  consideration  the 
report  of  Dr.  Stevenson  on  the  examinations  held  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners  for  EDgland  and  Wales  during  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1902.  In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Lords  of 
the  Council,  I  directed  special  attention  to  Dr.  Stevenson's 
remarks  in  that  report  with  respect  to  the  necessity  for  the 
institution  of  compulsory  courses  of  instruction  in  at  least 
chemistry  and  pharmacy.  I  am  desired  to  state  in  connection 
therewith  that  the  Council  of  this  Society  is  much  gratified  to 
find  that  the  Lords  of  the  Council  now  recognise  that  the  estab- 
lishment of  compulsory  courses  of  instruction  is  highly  desirable 
■ — in  fact,  practically  essential. 

More  than  twenty  years  ago  the  late  Dr.  Greenhow  urged  this 
view,  and  Dr.  Stevenson  has  persistently  reiterated  the  same 
recommendations.  As  a  result  of  Dr.  Greenhow's  representation, 
the  Society  in  1885  formulated  and  approved  by-laws  providing 
for  the  division  of  the  qualifying  examination  and  the  institution 
of  periods  of  study  between  the  portions  of  the  same.  Official 
approval  of  those  by-laws  was  withheld  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Council,  as  they  had  been  advised  that  any  conditions  precedent 
to  a  candidate  presenting  him- elf  for  examination  would  be 
beyond  the  powers  of  the  Society.  The  Council  of  this  Society 
has  since  made  the  following  attempts  to  obtain  the  necessary 
power  by  legislation  for  bringing  about  the  course  which,  in  the 
opinion  ot  the  Privy  Council  visitors,  has  appeared  so  essential  — 
the  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Bills,  introduced  into  the  House 


of  Commons  in  1887,  into  the  House  of  Lords  in  1888,  and  in  the 
House  of  Commons  in  1891.  As  these  were  private  Bills  it  was 
found  impracticable  to  carry  them  through.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  several  draft  bills  have  been  prepared  by  the  Council, 
the  latest  of  which  is  now  before  your  department,  and  the  Council 
hopes  it  will  have  the  support  of  the  department  in  its  efforts  to 
secure  the  desired  legislation.  I  desire  to  point  out  that  the 
Council  of  this  Society,  whilst  unable  to  enforce  a  curriculum,  has 
for  some  jears  put  forward  the  recommendation  that  all  candi- 
dates, before  presenting  themselves  for  examination,  should 
receive  a  systematic  course  of  instruction  occupying  a  period  of 
not  less  than  six  months,  and  that  such  period  of  study  should 
include  at  least  sixty  lectures  in  chemistry,  eighteen  hours'  work 
in  each  week  in  practical  chemistry,  forty- five  lectures  and 
demonstrations  in  botany,  and  twenty-five  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions in  materia  medica.  This  recommendation  is  printed  on 
every  copy  of  the  syllabus  of  the  examination  issued  by  me,  so 
that  every  candidate  has  it  before  him.    1  enclose  a  marked  copy. 

The  acknowledgment  of  the  letter  was  also  read. 

Mr.  T.  Tickle  wrote  that  he  would  be  pleased  to  represent 
the  Society  at  the  Congress  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public 
Health  at  Exeter  as  desired. 

The  Proposed  New  By-laws 
were  confirmed  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the 
charter,  and  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Society  is  to  be  held  after  the  general  meeting  on  May  28, 
to  consider,  and  if  thought  desirable,  to  approve  of  (a)  the 
new  by-laws,  and  (b)  the  alteration  in  the  poison-regulations 
so  as  to  include  liquid  disinfectants. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
A  large  number  of  members  were  restored  to  the  Society, 
some  new  members  and  student-associates  elected,  and  the 
diplomas  of  the  recently  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemists 
were  ordered  to  be  issued  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  Society.

Mr.  Wootton  suggested  that  when  the  elections  were 
communicated  to  the  honorary  members  they  be  asked 
to  send  signed  portraits  to  put  in  an  album,  which  the 
Society  might  keep. 

The  Treasurer  :  I  think  that  is  very  desirable. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  We  might  try  the  experiment.  It  is* 
customary  abroad  to  send  portraits  on  such  occasions.

The  North  British  Branch. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  the  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  North  British  Branch  had  been  received,  and  he 
read  the  following  summary  : — 

The  Executive  has  met  four  times  during  the  year  and  has 
considered  and  transmitted  to  the  Council  an  important  draft 
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scheme  for  securing  a  course  of  training  for  pharmaceutical 
students  in  the  four  Scottish  Universities,  of  the  principle  of 
which  the  Council  has  expressed  approval. 

The  Executive  has  also  considered  a  modification  of  the  con- 
ditions governing  the  acceptance  of  Preliminary-examination 
certificates,  and  transmitted  a  recommendation  to  the  Council 
which  has  been  approved. 

The  jubilee  of  the  institution  of  the  Branch  and  the  diamond 
jubilee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  celebrated  by  a  dinner 
of  Scottish  pharmacists  in  December. 

The  evening  meetings  have  been  successful  and  fairly  well 
attended.  At  thi  same  tim=!  it  is  felt  that  they  were  not  by 
any  raean3  :so  well  attended  as  they  might  be.  This  is  the 
more  to  be  regretted,  because  the  Executive  feel  assured  that  the 
opportunities  for  (social  intercourse  furnished  by  these  meetings 
do  much  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Society  and  its  members 
and  student  associates. 

The  Library  shows  an  increase  of  549  volumes  circulated,  and 
tin  in<  rease  was  in  both  town  and  country  readers. 

The  question  of  local  organisation  has  received  the  careful 
attention  of  the  Executive.  The  Divisional  Secretaries  in 
Glasgow  district  and  in  Aberdeen  have  had  their  respective  areas 
defined  and  lists  of  the  registered  chemists  in  each  division  have 
been  prepared.  Much  yet  remains  to  be  done  in  the  other  dis- 
tricts. The  Executive  cordially  rscognise^  the  loyal  way  in 
which  the  Divisional  Secretaries  have  responded  to  all  the  calls 
made  upon  them,  especially  in  regard  to  supplying  local  informa- 
tion on  important  questions  at  present  occupying  the  attention  of 
the  Council.  The  experience  of  the  last  year  has  convinced  the 
Executive  that  the  scheme  of  local  organisation  is  fitted  to  be 
a  powerful  instrument  in  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Society, 
and  are  impressed  with  the  importance  of  maintaining  it  in  a 
condition  of  the  greatest  possible  efficiency. 

Mr.  ROBINSON:  Could  not  the  report  have  been  sent 
round  to  the  Council,  so  that  the  members  could  consider  it  ? 

The  President  :  There  ha3  been  no  time,  as  the  report 
came  late. 

Mr.  Rop.insox:  I  only  ask  on  principle,  as  I  can't  follow  a 
report  read  out  by  the  Secretary. 

The  President  :  That  is  quite  right ;  the  report  should 
have  been  in  before. 

Finance. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which  was  nest 
read,  showed  the  following  balances  :  —

The  Committee  also  recommended  that  in  future  the 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  competitions  be  defrayed 
from  the  General  Fund.  The  following  is  an  analysis  of 
the  accounts  submitted  for  payment  -.—Journal,  533/.  8*.  2d. ; 
examiners'  fees,  533/  9^  Id. ;  current  expenses,  450/. ;  taxes 
and  insurance,  288/  3i.  Zd. ;  repairs,  109/.;  salarits, 
90/.  8s.  Id  ;  sundry  accounts,  165/  19*.  2d. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
drew  attention  to  a  donation  of  15/.  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Chemist's  Ball.  It  was  very  gratifying,  he  said,  to 
receive  such  a  donation  year  by  year,  and  even  those  who 
did  not  dance  would  see  that  some  good  came  from  the 
Ball.  The  Society  had  also  received  a  donation  from  the 
late  Mr.  Martindale  of  17'.  19*.  (19/  19-.  less  duty)  towards 
the  library  of  the  Society,  and  the  Library  Committee 
would  consider  how  the  money  should  be  applied.  The 
President  explained  that  it  was  owing  to  the  abolition  of 
the  Preliminary  examination  that  it  was  recommended  that 
the  cost  of  holding  the  Scholarship  examinations  be  defrayed 
by  the  General  Fund. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  con- 
sidered in  committee,  after  which 

The  Vice-I'rksidext,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  that  only  two  cases  were  before  the  Committee, 
but  it  must  be  remembjred  that  for  aome  time  the  number  of 
cases  had  been  abnormally  large  Grants  of  13/.  and  10/. 
were  made. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  it  was  a  pity  that  so  few  children 
were  eligible  for  the  Orphan  Fund  when  the  conditions  were 
such  that  it  was  easy  for  chemists  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
fund.  He  suggested  also  that  if  the  Benevolent-fund 
tanquet  were  held  yearly  instead  of  once  in  ten  years,  it 


would  give  wealthy  manufacturers  an  opportunity  of 
attending  and  benefitting  the  fund. 

The  President  said  it  was  not  a  matter  of  money,  but  of 
orphans  for  the  Orphan  Fund. 

Mr.  CuOPER  said  that  was  his  point.  Every  assistant  should 
subsciibe  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  so  that  he  coald  receive 
the  benefits  in  the  future,  if  he  should  unfortunately  require 
them. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were  adopted. 

The  Library  Report. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School  and  House 
Committee  was  next  considered.  It  dealt  with  thi 
attendances  at  the  Society's  libraries  and  museum,  and  with 
administrative  matters  relating  to  the  school  and  house. 
O^ing  to  the  resignation  of  a  demonstrator,  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  in  that  capacity  was  recommended. 
Three  students  who  passed  the  April  Major  were  admitted  as 
workers  in  the  research  laboratory  for  the  rest  of  the  session. 
The  Committee  also  considered  a  suggestion  from  a  divisional 
secretary  that  statistics  concerning  the  conduc1;  of  shops 
where  drugs  are  retailed  be  collected,  but  decided  that  in 
the  absence  of  statutory  powers  the  suggestion  was  im- 
practicable. Some  fencing  was  authorised  to  be  purchased 
for  the  Sliortlands  property,  and  an  offer  to  lease  some  vacant 
land  adjoining  was  accepted.  The  draft  annual  report  was 
drawn  up,  and  the  Editor  of  the  Journal  consulted,  whilst 
the  recommendation  of  Professor  Collie  that  Mr.  A.  G.  C. 
Paterson  be  appointed  Redwood  scholar,  was  approved  of. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
explained  that  they  had  been  advised  that  the  fencing  was 
necessary  to  protect  the  Shortlands  property,  from  which  the 
Society  drew  ground-rents.  The  offer  to  lease  a  piece  of 
vacant  land  adjoining  was  considered  advantageous,  as  the 
rent  would  be  as  much  as  they  would  gei  if  a  house  stood 
thereon. 

Mr.  Glyn  Jones  said  he  had  some  remarks  to  make  about 
the  Journal,  which  the  President  would  no  doubt  think  it 
advisable  should  be  in  committee. 

The  President  :  I  think  it  will  be  better  to  defer  the 
matter  till  the  end  of  the  public  business. 

Divisional  Secretaries. 

Mr.  D.  Arnott,  Pontypridd,  was  appointed  Divisional 
Secretary  for  Glamorganshire  East,  and  Mr.  Owen  Jones  for 
Denbighshire  West. 

The  President  mentioned  that  there  are  still  several 
places  not  represented,  and  he  would  ba  glad  to  receive 
nominations.  The  city  of  Norwich,  for  instance,  is  still 
unrepresented. 

Mr.  Corder  :  Application  has  been  made  to  several 
chemists,  but  they  all  refuse. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Are  members  of  Council  debarred  from 
being  divisional  secretaries  ?  (Laughter.) 

The  President  :  No. 

Appointments. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Library 
Committee,  Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Paterson  was  appointed  Redwood 
scholar  for  the  Session  of  1902-3,  and  Mr.  R.  R  Bennett, 
demonstrator  in  the  chemical-laboratory  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy. 

A  part  of  the  General  Purposes'  Committee's  report  made 
public  referred  to  the  examination  for  the  Pereira  and 
Society's  medals.  There  were  thirteen  candidates  in  the 
competition,  and  three  obtained  more  than  the  necessary 
number  of  marks  to  qualify.  The  mottoes  being  made 
known  resulted  in  Mr.  J.  W.  Patterson  being  awarded  the 
Pereira  medal,  Mr.  W.  T.  Young  the  Society's  silver  medal, 
and  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  the  bronze  medal. 

The  examiners  were  thanked  for  their  services. 

Examiners'  Report. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  on  the  April 
examinations  revealed  the  fact  that,  in  London,  of  42  Major 
candidates  20  passed,  and  of  315  Minor  candidates  90  passed. 
In  Scotland  all  three  Major  candidates  passed,  and  out  of 
122  Minor  candidates  43  passed.  It  was  also  noted  that  34 
Preliminary  certificates  had  been  received  from  apprentices 
or  students.  The  Board  also  asked  to  be  amhorised  to 
accept  a  certificate  in  general  knowledge  from  the  Society 
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of  Apothecaries.  The  Edinburgh  Board  of  Examiners 
mentioned  that  a  sub-committee  had  been  appointed  to 
consider  educational  matters  that  might  arise  from  time  to 
time. 

The  President  said  the  Society  of  Apothecaries'  exami- 
nation was  no  longer  on  the  list  of  those  authorised  by  the 
Society,  but  the  (xamination  included  the  necessary  six 
subjects.  In  regard  to  the  sub-committee  appointed  in 
Edinburgh  the  London  Board  did  the  same  some  time  ago. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Tickle  and  Mr.  Pinches  were  appointed  to  conduct  the 
examinations  for  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  scholarships 
in  July  next. 

Dividing  the  Minor. 

The  President  :  Now,  Dr.  Symes,  perhaps  you  will  bring 
forward  the  motion  standing  in  your  name. 

Dr.  Symes  then  proposed  that  the  letter  sent  to  the 
Society  by  the  Privy  Council  in  1886  be  read.  He  explained 
that  last  month,  in  bringing  forward  a  motion  in  reference 
to  dividing  the  Minor,  he  was  very  anxious  to  show  that 
there  was  nothing  to  prevent  the  Council  dividing  the 
examination  under  their  present  powers.  In  doing  this,  he 
quoted  a  letter  from  the  Privy  Council,  but  his 
rendering  was  challenged  by  Mr.  Carteighe,  who  told 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  also  that  the  words  "  or  to  divide " 
were  always  omitted.  Later  on  Mr.  Carteighe  interrupted 
him  (Dr.  Symes)  by  saying  "Periods  of  time  between 
portions  of  examination."  Dr.  Symes  went  on  to  say  that 
as  so  much  depended  on  the  words  of  the  Pi  ivy  Council's 
letter,  he  thought  it  would  be  well  if  the  letter  were  read  to 
the  Council ;  it  would  then  be  seen  what  was  in  the  way  of 
dividing  the  Minor.  This  was  not  a  personal  matter  at  all — 
he  claimed  to  be  fairly  pachydermatous — but  his  recollection 
was  that  the  letter  made  no  reference  whatever  to  the 
division  of  the  Minor. 

Mr.  Harrison  seconded  the  motion,  and 

The  President  said  he  hoped  it  would  not  be  thought 
that  anything  was  being  kept  back.  The  letter  had  been 
read  on  more  than  one  occasion  to  the  Council,  the  last  time 
in  August.  The  letter  was  published  in  1883  in  the  annual 
report,  and  a  further  letter  on  the  same  subject  appeared  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  for  July  10,  1883. 

The  motion  being  agreed  to,  the  Secretary  read  the 
letter  as  follows : — 

Privy  Council  Office, 

55040.  January  28,  1886. 

Sir, — Adverting  to  your  letter  of  the  17th  July  last  and  to 
other  correspondence  on  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  By-laws 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  which  have  been 
passed  by  the  Council,  and  were  confirmed  on  the  2nd  of  July  at 
a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Society,  I  am  directed  by  the 
Lord  President  of  the  Council  to  state  that  His  Lordship  is 
advised  that  the  alterations  in  the  existing  by  laws  cannot,  as 
they  now  stand,  be  properly  confirmed  by  the  Privy 
Council. 

The  Lord  President  is  also  advised  that  the  members  of  the 
Society  assembled  in  Special  General  Meeting  have  no  right  to 
prepare  amendments  to  the  formulas  referred  to  them  under 
Section  IV.  (1),  but  that  they  have  a  right  to  have  the  formula 
relating  to  each  by-law  referred  to  them  separately ;  that  they 
cannot  be  required  to  accept  or  reject  the  propositions  of  the 
Council  en  bloc;  that  if  the  formulas  were  not  submitted 
separately,  the  alteration  in  the  by  laws  cannot  properly  be 
confirmed  by  the  Privy  Council  till  this  has  been  done  ;  that  the 
formula  relating  to  a  by-law  cannot  be  altered  by  the  Council  at 
either  of  the  two  subsequent  meetiugs  of  the  Council  held  under 
Section  IV.  (I),  but  can  be  confirmed  only  ;  that  if  the  formula 
relating  to  any  by-law  has  been  so  altered  at  a  second  or  third 
meeting,  the  alteration  in  the  existing  by  laws  cannot  properly  be 
confirmed  by  the  Privy  Council.  That  by-laws  which  impose  any 
precedent  condition  upon  persons  who  tender  themselves  for 
examination  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  are 
contrary  to  Section  6  of  that  Act. 

This  observation  does  not  apply  to  reasonable  regulations  for 
securing  order  and  efficiency  in  the  examination  itself,  or  for 
enabling  examiners  to  have  proper  materials  before  them  upon 
which  they  can  be  satisfied  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  persons 
examined  before  they  can  grant  the  certificates,  provided  that 
such  regulations  do  not  prevent  free  access  to  the  examinations. 

For  the  above  reasons  his  Lordship  is  advised  that  the  By-laws 
Nob  11,  12,  24,  and  25  cannot  properly  be  confirmed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council. 

C.  L  Peel. 
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A  subsequent  letter  was  in  the  following  terms : — 

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  March  13  last,  with  regard  to 
the  proposed  alteration  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  in  which  you  call  attention  to  the  last  paragraph  but  one 
of  my  letter  of  January  28  last,  I  am  directed  by  the  Lord  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  to  state  that  that  paragraph  was  not  intended 
to  convey  that  it  would  be  competent  for  the  Board  by  any  regu- 
lation to  require  evidence  of  (say)  a  three  months'  course  of 
instruction  in  chemistry,  or  to  require  a  candidate  failing  to 
satisfy  the  examiners  in  any  subject  tc  attend  a  course  of  lectures' 
on  the  subject  before  he  presents  himself  a  second  time,  cr  to 
impose  any  condition  precedent  whatever  on  a  candidate  tender- 
ing himself  for  examination.  The  Lord  President  is  advised  that 
it  would  not  be  competent  for  the  Board  so  to  require.  Tho 
j  words  of  the  paragraph  in  question  were  intended  to  express  that) 
the  examinations  should  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  enable  the 
examiners  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  practical  skill,  knowledge, 
and  qualifications  of  the  candidates,  and  for  these  purposes  ihey 
might  require  practical  tests  to  be  submitted  to  the  candidates. 

Dr.  Symes  :  All  I  submit  is  that  

The  President  :  Excuse  me,  Dr.  Symes,  but  all  your 
motion  asks  is  that  the  letter  be  read.  I  ought  to  rule  you 
out  of  order,  but  the  Council  would  no  doubt  be  glad  tc  hear 
the  grounds  of  your  inquiry. 

Dr.  Symes  :  All  I  wish  to  say  is  that  no  such  words  as  were 
said  to  be  there  last  month  occur  in  the  letters.  There  is 
nothing  there  to  prevent  us  dividing  the  Minor. 

Mr.  Carteighe:  It  seems  that  I  am  the  culprit,  audi 
willingly  apologise  to  Dr.  Symes.  I  should  like  to  say, 
however,  that  those  letters  do  not  represent  the  whole  thing 
which  was  brought  out  in  interviews  I  had  with  the  Privy 
Council  Secretary. 

Dr.  Symes  :  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Young:  The  letters  bring  out  the  interesting  fact 
that  the  Society  cannot  be  required  to  accept  or  reject 
by-laws  en  bloc,  but  can  do  so  piecemeal. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  We  have  had  rulings  both  ways.  It 
depends  on  who  are  the  law  officers  of  the  Crowe. 

Mr.  Glyn- Jones  :  As  I  understand  it,  the  letter  says  the 
by-laws  may  be  put  before  a  meeting  one  by  one,  but  if  one 
is  objected  to  and  amended  that  one  must  go  before  three 
meetings. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  Three  or  four  years  ago  the  by-laws  were 
required  to  be  accepted  en  bloc.  1  know  that,  as  I  was  the 
victim.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Hills  :  I  should  like  to  point  out  to  Dr.  Symes  that 
his  motion  on  dividing  the  Minor  was  rejected  on  the  general 
principle  of  inexpediency,  and  its  rejection  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  Privy  Council  letters. 

The  Bradford  Association  forwarded  a  resolution  in 
regard  to  improving  the  Journal,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Library  Committee. 

The  Council  then  went  into  committee  to  consider  the 
conduct  of  the  Journal,  and  the  annual  report  and  financial 
statement,  which  latter  are  here  appended. 


Sixty  =  iirst  Annuaf  Report. 

Examinations 

The  number  of  candidates  presenting  themselves  for  the 
Minor  examination  during  the  year  1901  was  1,479-  411  less 
than  in  19C0—  and  of  that  number  497  passed.  The  per- 
centage of  rejections  was  66  39,  as  against  71  in  the  previous 
year.  For  the  Major  examination  104  candidates  were 
examined,  and  67  failed— both  the  number  of  candidates 
and  tbe  percentage  of  failures  showing  a  slight  increase 
upon  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  preceding  twelve 
months.  Seventy  persons  were  registered  as  "  apprentices 
or  students,"  upon  production  of  certificates  in  Preliminary 
knowledge  granted  by  approved  examining  bodies.  Report- 
ing upon  the  Qualifying  examination,  Dr.  Stevenson,  the 
Government  visitor  to  the  London  beard,  directs  special 
attention  to  the  circumstance  that  67  9  per  cent,  of  the  un- 
successful candidates  owed  their  rejfetion  to  incompetence 
in  the  practical  portion  of  the  (xamination,  and  that  the 
safety  of  the  public  imperatively  calls  for  competent  skill 
and  knowledge  in  practical  pharmacy  and  practical  chemis- 
try. He  further  erpresses  the  opinion  that  "  until  pharma- 
cists themselves  agree  to  require  compulsory  courses  of 
instruction  in  at  least  pharmacy  and  chemistry  there  will 
continue  to  be  a  large  percentage  of  failures.''    The  Privy 
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Council  has  requested  the  Council  of  the  Society  to  parti- 
cularly consider  this  portion  of  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Stevensor. 

Evening  Meetings. 

In  LoudoD,  contributions  to  the  scientific  meetings  of  the 
Society  have  been  made  durirg  the  session  by  Professors 
Norman  Collie  and  H.  Greenish,  Dr.  Augustine  Henry, 
Messrs.  T.  E.  Wallis,  W.  H.  Lenton  (E.  Northway  Butt 
Scholar),  F.  A.  Upsher  Smith,  W.  Garsed  (Salters'  Research 
Fellow),  P.  W.  Squire,  and  E.  M.  Holmes.  In  Edinburgh 
the  session  opened  with  an  address  by  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin, 
and  subsequent  papers  were  contributed  by  Dr.  J.  Gordon 
Sharp,  Messrs.  G.  F.  Merson,  D.  B.  Dotr,  W.  S.  Glass,  J.  R. 
Hill,  T.  Dunlop,  T.  S.  Barrie,  and  J.  F.  Tocher.  The  papers 
and  the  discussions  to  which  they  gave  rise  are  published 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 

Library  and  Museum. 

The  supervision  of  the  arrangements  for  the  preservation 
and  classification  of  the  books  and  specimens  in  the  libraries 
and  museums  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  Schcol,  and  House  Committee,  and  the  Council  is 
able  to  report  a  steady  development  in  this  department  of 
the  educational  woik  of  the  Society.  Considerable  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  direction  of  simplifying  the  arrange- 
ment of  books  in  the  Library,  as  well  as  improving  the 
method  of  displaying  some  of  the  more  illustrative  materia- 
mcdica  exhibits  in  the  Museum.  The  Council  desires  to 
acknowledge  a  number  of  dona'ions  of  books  and  specimens 
during  the  year  from  members  and  others  interested  in 
pharmaceutics  or  the  allied  sciences. 

The  School. 

The  sixtieth  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  was  opened 
in  October  by  an  address  by  Dr.  A.  P.  Luff,  senior  physician 
of  St.  Mary's  Hospital  (a  former  student  and  prizeman  of 
the  School).  The  number  of  entries  this  session  for  the  full 
course  of  training,  as  well  as  the  painstaking  and  thorough 
character  of  the  work  of  the  teaching-staff,  should  afford 
gratification  to  the  members  of  the  Society. 

Research. 

Investigations  have  been  proceeding  throughout  the  year 
nnder  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  the 
Professor  of  Pharmaceutics.  Much  of  the  work  has  been 
undertaken  at  the  request  and  for  the  information  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 
Mr.  I'psher  Smith  (Demonstrator  in  the  Research  Labora- 
tory), Mr.  W.  Garsed  (the  Salters'  Research  Fellow),  and  Mr. 
W.  H.  Lenton  (E  Northway  Butt  Scholar)  have  all  been 
eugaged  in  this  work,  and  the  results  have  been  embodied 
in  valuable  pap<rs  read  at  the  evening  meetings  of  the 
Society  or  otherwise  published. 

Benevolent  Fund  and  Orphan  Fund. 

Six  additional  annuitants  were  elected  in  December  last, 
so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  forty-two  persons  were  re- 
ceiving a  regular  income  from  the  Fund.  The  total  ex- 
penditure for  the  year  amounted  to  2,870/.,  of  which  sum  no 
less  than  965/.  was  given  in  casual  grants.  Subscriptions  to 
the  Fund  have  been  fairly  well  maintained,  but  they  do  not 
keep  pace  with  the  growth  in  the  number  of  deserving  ap- 
plicants for  assistance. 

The  Orphau  Fund  continues  to  maintain  in  the  London 
Orphan  Asylum  the  son  of  a  former  member  and  subscriber 
to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Several  other  suitable  cases  for 
the  benefit  of  this  useful  Fund  have  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council,  but  as  in  each  instance  the  essential 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  will  of  the  founder— Thomas 
Hyde  Hills — had  not  been  complied  with,  no  help  could  be 
given. 

Legal. 

The  number  of  alleged  cases  of  infringement  reported  to 
the  Registrar  during  the  year  was  409,  showing  a  large 
increase  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  the 
number  was  236.  Each  case  was  carefully  investigated,  and 
in  nearly  200  instances  the  Registrar  was  authorised  to 
proceed  for  the  recovery  of  penaltits. 

The  cases  in  which  proceedings  were  instituted  for  offences 
under  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  do  not  call  for 


comment,  but  attention  may  be  directed  to  one  case  under 
Section  17,  in  which  proceedings  were  instituted  and  a 
conviction  obtained  in  the  police  court  at  Newcastle-under- 
Lyme  against  a  firm  of  florists,  who  had  sold  an  insecticide 
containing  nicotine  in  a  bottle  labelled  "  brandy,"  which  had 
caused  the  death  of  a  man  who  had  drunk  a  small  portion 
of  the  liquid  in  mistake  for  beer,  Defendants  obtained 
permission  to  appeal  to  the  High  Court,  but,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Magistrates,  the  appeal  has  since  been  abandoned. 

By  an  appeal  case  in  the  High  Court  of  Justiciary  it  has 
been  decided  that  the  Sheriffs  in  Scotland  have  power  to 
inflict  imprisonment  in  default  of  non  payment  of  penalties 
for  offences  nnder  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

It  has  also  been  definitely  settled  by  another  appeal  in  the 
same  Court  that  the  Society's  Registrar  is  entitled  to  prose- 
cute in  Scotland  under  Section  17  of  the  Act. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  has  been  directed  to  the 
habitual  employment  of  unqualified  persons  as  assistants  in 
open  shops  by  medical  practitioners,  thereby  causing  such 
persons  to  commit  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
The  Council,  considering  that  such  action  was  a  source  of 
danger  to  the  public,  lodged  a  complaint  with  the  General 
Medical  Council,  with  the  result  that  several  medical  prac- 
titioners were  called  bsfore  that  body  in  November  last  to 
give  an  account  of  their  conduct  in  this  respect,  and  severally 
expressed  their  regret. 

The  General  Medical  Council  has  since  issued  a  notice  to 
the  effect  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  such  practices 
are  professionally  discreditable,  and  fraught  with  danger  to 
the  public,  and  has  notified  to  the  profession  that  any 
registered  medical  practitioner  who  is  proved  to  have  so 
offended  is  liable  to  be  regarded  as  guilty  of  infamous  con- 
duct in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  have  his  name  erased 
from  the  Medical  Register. 

By-laws. 

The  proposed  new  by-laws  referred  to  in  the  last  report 
have  been  reconsidered,  with  especial  reference  to  the 
provisions  dealing  with  cases  of  candidates  absent  from 
examination  on  account  of  illness.  A  modification  in  By-law 
23,  Sect.  X.,  has,  consequently,  been  proposed  hy  the 
Council,  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  nominal  re-entry 
fee  of  Is.  by  candidates  whose  absence  has  been  excused 
by  the  Council  or  either  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners. 
The  new  by-laws,  as  amended,  were  vead  a  first  time  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  in  April,  and  will  be  submitted  to  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Members  of  the  Society  on  May  28 
for  confirmation.  With  the  exception  of  the  modification 
above  indicated,  the  proposed  by-laws  are  identical  with 
those  confirmed  by  the  Society  in  August,  1900. 

Parliamentaby. 

The  draft  Pharmacy  Bill  adopted  by  the  Council  in  March 
1901,  has  been  the  subject  of  correspondence  with  the  Privy 
Council  Office  and  the  Colonial  Office,  and  the  President  has, 
in  connection  therewith,  had  interviews  with  the  chief 
permanent  officials  of  those  departments.  In  view,  however, 
of  the  appointment  by  the  Privy  Council  of  a  small 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  changes  that 
might  be  desirable  in  Schedule  A  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
and  having  regard  to  the  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  that  "  when  the  report  of  the  Committee  is 
received  it  will  then  be  a  convenient  time  to  consider  what 
amendments  of  the  law  may  be  expedient  to  give  effect  to  the 
wishes  of  the  Society,"  the  Councd  resolved  not  to  proceed 
further  with  the  draft  at  present. 

The  Departmental  Committee  of  inquiry  on  the  Sale  of 
Poisons — of  which  Mr.  Martindale  was  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death  a  member,  and  of  which  Mr.  Walter  Hills  is  now  a 
member — commenced  its  sittings  in  November.  Evidence 
on  behalf  of  the  Society  has  been  submitted  to  the  Committee 
by  the  President,  Vice-President,  Messrs.  Carteighe,  Cross, 
and  J.  W.  Sutherland,  whilst  the  Registrar,  and  the  Assistant 
Secretary  in  Scotland  appeared  as  witnesses  in  response  to 
the  expressed  desire  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
to  have  information  concerning  points  of  procedure  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Poison  Peculations. 

Consequent  upon  representations  by  Coroners  and  others, 
the  Local  Government  Board  suggested  to  the  Council  that 
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it  appeared  desirable  that  the  Regulations  adopted  pursuant 
to  Section  1  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1858,  should  be  amended 
to  include  liquid  disinfectants.  The  Council,  after  considera- 
tion, adopted  at  the  April  meeting  a  resolution  proposing  the 
alteration  of  the  Poison  Regulations  by  including  within  the 
scope  of  Clause  3  of  the  Regulations  liquid  disinfectants 
containing  poison.  This  alteration  will  be  propose!  and 
submitted  to  the  members  at  a  special  meeting  on  May  28, 

Dispensers  Committee. 

The  desirability  of  ascertaining  as  far  as  practicable  the 
conditions  under  which  dispensing  is  performed  in  public 
institutions  in  Great  Britain,  induced  the  Council  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  collect  information  on  that  point.  That 
committee,  with  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  divisional 
officers  of  the  Society,  was  enabled  to  obtain  particulars  in 
regard  to  716  institutions,  and  the  data  so  procured  were, 
after  classification  and  tabulation,  embodied  in  an  instructive 
report  which  was  published  in  the  Journal  of  March  8,  1902

High  Court  Cases. 

A  B  EEC  ham  Action. 

Ok  Friday,  May  2,  an  application  was  heard  before  Mr. 
Justice  Farwell  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  behalf  of 
Thomas  Biecham,  manufacturer  of  '•  Beecham's  Pills," 
St..  Helens,  to  restrain  Mr.  Hirold  &.  Lockwood,  chemist  and 
druggist,  91  H  ichdale  I'jad,  Manchester,  from  selling  or 
offering  for  sale  as  Beecham's  pills  any  pills  not  manufac- 
tured by  the  plaintiff.  The  defendant,  through  counsel, 
consented  to  an  order  for  a  perpetual  injunction,  and  to  pay 
43/  to  the  plaintiff  a*  damages  and  costs. 

Saccharin  Corporation'  (Limited)  v.  Flawitii. 

'In  the  Chancery  Division  on  May  3,  Mr.  Justice  Buckley 
had  before  him  a  motion  for  judgment  in  this  action  for 
infringement  of  pitent.  Mr.  Colefax,  for  the  Company, 
said  it  was  a  motion  for  judgment  in  default  of  appearance 
in  this  patent  action  against  one  J.  B.  Flawith.  The  com- 
pany asked  for  jadgment  in  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion 
with  an  injunction  and  Inquiry  as  to  damages.  Defendant 
■did  not  appear  to  answer  the  present  application,  and  his 
Lordship  mide  the  order  asked  for. 

The  Anger  Divorce  Slit. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Thurday,  May  1,  before  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices  Stirling  and  Cozsns-Hardy, 
the  case  of  Anger  r  Anger  and  Johnson  was  heard  on  appeal 
of  the  respondent,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Anger,  from  an  order  of  Mr. 
Justice  Barnes,  who  had  granted  the  husband,  who  is  now 
employed,  and  ha.,  been  since  1893,  with  Messrs.  Fellows 
&  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  a  decree  nisi  on  the  ground 
of  the  adultery  of  his  wife  with  the  correspondent,  Alfred 
Henry  Bevis  Johnson.  The  respondent,  in  the  court  below, 
denied  the  adultery  and  alleged  that  the  petitioner  had  been 
guilty  of  cruelty  towards  her,  and  had  endeavoured  to 
procure  abortioD,  and  asked  for  a  decree  of  judicial  separa- 
tion. Atthetiial  the  learned  Judge  found  for  the  petitioner, 
on  both  issues,  and  it  was  against  his  judgment  that 
the  present  appeal  was  brought.  Mr.  Hugo  Young  addressed 
the  court  on  Thursday  on  behalf  of  the  appellant,  and  on 
Fiiday  Mr.  Barnard  did  the  same  in  support  of  the  finding  of 
Mr.  Justice  Barnes.  Their  Lordships  gave  judgment  on 
Monday,  May  5,  dismissing  the  appeal  and  holding  that  the 
facts  did  not  warrant  them  in  saying  that  Mr.  Justice  Barnes 
had  not  anived  at  a  right  conclusion. 

Pharmacy  Act  (Ireiand). 

Charges  of  Illegal  Compounding. 

On  May  2,  in  the  Southern  Divisional  Police  Couits,  Dublin, 
before  Mr.  J.  G.  Swifte,  K.C.,  a  number  of  cases  were  listed 


for  hearing  at  the  suit  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland,  for  alleged  illegal  compounding  of  medical  prescrip- 
tions. At  the  outset  Mr.  Scallan  (of  Messrs  J.  S.  Scallan  6c 
Co.,  solicitors)  said  he  appeared  for  Mrs.  Josephine  Preston 
and  Mrs.  Margaret  McDeimott  (trading  as  Bowers  &  Co.),  of 
164  Great  Brunswick  Street,  Dublin,  and  asked  for  an 
adjournment  until  that  day  three  weeks.  Mr.  R  Keating 
Clay,  J.P  ,  solicitor  (of  Messrs.  Casey  &  Clay)  on  the  part  of 
the  Society,  did  not  object,  and 

Mr.  Swifte  adjourned  the  case  accordingly  until  Friday, 
May  23.  The  summons  in  this  case  charged  the  defendants 
with  keeping  opsn  shop  for  compounding  medical  pre- 
scriptions. 

Tue  case  against  Frederick  William  Sweny,  1  Lincoln 
Piace,  was  then  taken.  In  this  there  were  three  summonses 
similar  to  above,  for  three  different  dates  in  February,  1902. 
Mr.  t  lay,  J. P.,  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and 
the  defendant  was  represented  by  Mr.  P.  O'C.  White,  B.L. 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  Ennis,  Son  &  Machin). 

Mr.  F.  W.  Leslie  (Inspector  for  the  Society)  deposed  to 
getting  a  prescription  made  upby  Mr.  Sweny  on  February  11. 
There  was  no  one  else  in  the  shop  at  the  time  but  Mr.  Sweny. 
He  did  not  see  "  Sweny  &  Co.  (Limited)  "  over  the  door,  but 
knew  there  was  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  on  the  premises. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs  (President  of  the  Society)  deposed  that 
the  name  of  Mr.  Sweny  was  not  on  the  register  of  phar- 
maceutical chemists,  although  on  the  list  of  registered  drug- 
gists was  that  of  Frederick  William  Sweny,  1  Lincoln  Place. 
In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Wnite,  witness  stated  there  was 
no  pharmaceutical  chemist  named  Thompson  on  the  register 
as  at  Lincoln  Place,  but  there  was  Robert  L.  Thompson, 
Sandymount.  There  was  al-o  a  Mr.  Robson,  of  the  Medical 
Hall,  Chatleville. 

Mr.  Clay  :  That  is  in  co.  Cork.  He  might  as  well  be  in 
Sou'h  Afiica,  so  far  as  this  case  is  concerned. 

Mr.  White :  Does  that  close  your  case,  Mr.  Clay  ? 

Mr.  Clay  :  It  does. 

Mr.  White  read  the  summons,  and  said  that  no  offence 
had  been  committed.  It  was  an  offence  to  sell  a  prescrip- 
tion, but,  looking  through  the  Act,  he  could  find  no  offence 
for  compounding  a  prescription.  "  Selling  "  was  not  charged  ; 
but  even  if  it  weie,  it  could  not  be  proved  against  Mr. 
Sweny,  for  he  did  not  sell — he  did  not  get  the  money, 
which  went  to  the  limited  company,  who  were  the  owners  of 
the  establishment.  On  October  19,  1899,  F.  W.  Sweny 
&  Co.  (Limited)  were  registered  as  a  company;  they  were 
the  persons  who  held  the  premises,  and  the  name  was  over 
the  door.  By  lease  of  January  1,  1900,  Mr.  Sweny  assigned 
the  premises  to  the  Company,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
for  twenty-one  years.  The  memorandum  of  association  (the 
certificate  of  which  he  afterwards  put  iD)  showed  that  Mr. 
Robert  L.  Thompson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  held  one 
share  of  the  premises  ;  Mr.  Walter  J.  Healy,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  another  share  ;  and  Mr.  John  Robson,  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist,  was  always  on  the  premises  to  compound  these 
medicines  on  behalf  of  the  Company. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Does  he  reside  there  ? 

Mr.  White  said  not,  but  he  attended  in  the  shop  daily. 
Mr.  Thompson  was  a  director  (as  well  as  a  shareholder)  of 
the  Company  ;  and  by  an  agreement  dated  January  1,  1900, 
Mr.  Fredk.  Wm.  Sweny  was  appointed  general  manager  of 
the  Company  at  a  salary  of  1207  per  year,  payable  weekly, 
and  he  was  to  have  power  to  employ  all  requisite  assistance. 
Their  position  was  this :  they  had  two  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  as  o  wners,  one  of  whom  was  also  a  director, 
and  they  employed  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  These  were 
a  company  that  kept  open  shop  for  sales,  and  they  were 
entitled  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Swifte:  The  question  here  is  that  the  prescription 
was  made  up  by  an  unqualified  hand. 

Mr.  Clay  :  And  it  was  dispensed. 

Mr.  White :  I  contend  that  there  is  no  offence  for  com- 
pounding in  the  Act  of  Parliament.  I  might  compound 
medicine  and  take  it  myself — .ot  sell  it.  Mr.  Sweny  could 
not  sell  because  the  money  went  to  the  Company. 

Mr.  John  Robson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  then  gave 
evidence  in  suppoit  of  counsel's  statement.  He  attended 
the  shop  daily  from  9  A.M.  to  9  30  P  M.,  with  l1  hour  off  for 
dinner.  In  cross-examination  he  denied  that  Sweny  com- 
pounded prescriptions,  but  he  assisted  witness  in  compound- 
ing.   Mr.  Thompson,  who  is  a  traveller,  attended  the  shop

four  oc  five  times  a  week.  The  three  prescriptions  that 
Leslie  got  wece  entered  in  the  book  by  Sweny. 

Mr.  Clay:  That  is  so  absurd  a  suggestion  that  nobody  will 
attend  to  i6. 

Mr.  Keating,  clerk,  16  Talbot  Street,  deposed,  in  reply  to 
Mr.  White,  that  he  was  secretary  of  Sweny  &  Co.  (Limited). 
He  had  seen  Mr.  Robson  in  the  shop  in  Lincoln  Place  at  all 
Eiours  of  the  day. 

Mr.  Leslie  was  recalled  and  said  he  paid  Mr.  S  weny  10^. 
Cor  the  prescription  on  February  11. 

Mr.  White  submitted  that  the  case  should  be  dismissed, 
"inhere  was  no  charge  of  selling  preferred,  and  that  was  the 
only  off  ence  in  Section  30  of  the  1875  Act.  The  case  of  Boyd's 
in  the  Irish  courts,  and  also  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  v.  The  London  and  Provincial  Supply 
Association  (Limited)  in  the  House  of  Lords,  showed  that 
where  a  company  kept  properly  qualified  men  to  do  the  work 
the  company  was  not  responsible.  In  this  case  Leslie  waited 
until,  the  chemist  (Robson)  went  to  his  dinner,  and  then  he 
got  up  this  prosecution.  The  sale  was  by  the  Company,  and 
there  was  no  charge  of  selling  preferred. 

Mr.  Clay  said  that  the  offence  consisted  not  merely  in 
selling,  but  for  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing, 
or  compounding  medical  prescriptions.  In  this  case  he  bad 
proved  that  Mr,  Sweny  dispensed  because  he  made  up  the 
prescription  and  handed  it  to  Leslie. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  You  do  not  charge  him  for  dispensing  ? 

Mr.  Clay  said  that  the  Section  mentioned  retailing, 
•dispensing,  or  compounding.  They  were  disjunctive  terms, 
and  he  submitted  that,  if  his  views  were  right,  he  was 
entitled  to  a  conviction.  It  was  clearly  proved  that  Sweny 
lhad  compounded, 

Mr.  Swifte :  Open  shop  is  kept  by  the  Company,  not  by 
Sweny. 

Mr.  Clay:  Not  with  keeping  open  shop;  but  I  say  he 
compounded  and  dispensed,  and  I  treat  it  as  the  same 
offence. 

Mc.  Swifte  :  I  will  look  into  the  case,  and  deliver  judgment 
on  this  day  three  weeks. 

Mr.  Cliy :  E  will  hold  over  the  other  two  cases  against  the 
Game  defendant  until  then. 

The  next  case  was  against  Frederick  John  Adam?,  of 
24  Aungier  Street,  for  compounding  a  prescription  on 
February  20  last,  he  not  being  a  qualified  pharmaceutical 
■chemist. 

Mr.  Dodd,  solicitor,  defended. 

Mr.  Leslie  deposed  that  on  February  20  he  went  into  Dr. 
SfcKenna's  shop,  21  Aungier  Street.  He  saw  defendant 
there,  and  gave  him  a  prescription  to  make  up,  which  was 
done,  and  witness  paid  Bd.  for  it.  Defendant  said  he  was 
SI'S  years  old. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs  deposed  that  the  defendant's  name  was 
moi  on  the  register  of  pharmaceutical  chemists.  It  could  not 
&e,  foe  he  was  not  the  age. 

The  defendant  was  then  called,  and  stated  that  he  is  an 
"Indentarei  apprentice  to  Dr.  McKenna,  and  had  passed  the 
Preliminary  examination.  He  made  up  this  prescription 
andec  the  direction  of  Dr.  McKenna,  who  told  him  the  price. 
By  Mr.  Clay :  Dr.  McKenna  is  apothecary  to  the  South 
Dablin  Union,  and  discharges  his  duty  in  the  Union  between 
10  a.m.  and  half-past  one  or  two  o'clock.  He  also  goes  back 
to  the  Union  on  certain  days.  Witness  was  left  in  charge 
oi  the  shop  when  the  doctor  was  away.  When  he  corn- 
pounded  this  prescription  the  doctor  was  at  his  dinner,  and 
witness  sent  and  asked  him  about  it.  He  told  witness  the 
iprice,  and  how  to  file  the  prescription. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  What  directions  did  the  doctor  give  you  about 
this  prescription  ? — He  told  me  how  to  make  it  up. 

Mr.  Clay :  I  suppose  you  are  aware  there  is  a  deadly  poison 
in  this  ? — There  is. 

Dr.  Michael  McKenna  was  then  examined  by  Mr.  Dodd, 
and  corroborated  what  Adams  had  said  about  the  dispensing 
of  the  prescription,  concluding,  "  He  is  as  well  able  to  make 
■up  a  prescription  as  I  am." 

Mr.  Swifte:  That  may  be,  but  the  law  does  not  allow  him 
■to  do  it. 

Mr.  Clay:  Under  the  terms  of  your  appointment  as 
apothecary  to  the  South  Dablin  Union,  you  are  bound  to 
devote  your  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  your  office  ;  to  reside 
in  the  district ;  not  to  engage  in  trade  on  your  own  account ; 
and  if  the  Guardians  provide  a  residence  for  you,  you  must 
accept  it— is  not  tfcat  so  ? — Yes. 


Do  you  mean  to  tell  the  Magistrate  that  you  contend  that 
this  boy  of  ycurs  has  a  right  to  make-up  prescriptions, 
especially  one  with  a  deadly  poison  in  it — is  that  your  case  1 
Of  course,  if  you  take  an  overdose  of  that  medicine  it  is  a 
poison,  but  as  it  is  there,  it  is  a  simple  draught. 

How  do  you  know  that  he  put  in  the  proper  quantify  1 — 
Because  he  is  thoroughly  trained. 

Do  not  you  know  that  you  have  a  right  to  have  a  qualified 
pharmaceutical  chemist  to  manage  your  shop  when  you  are 
not  there  yourself  ? — I  do  not  know  that  I  need  be  there 
always.  I  was  on  the  premises,  and  gave  directions  how 
this  prescription  was  to  be  compounded. 

You  did  not  come  out  to  see  that  he  put  the  proper 
quantity  in  it;  and  suppose  a  patient  was  poisoned,  would 
you  be  free  of  negligence  1 — There  would  be  no  charge  of 
poisoning.  The  boy  is  thoroughly  competent.  This  is  an 
ordinary  draught. 

Mr.  Swifte  said  it  had  not  been  proved  that  Adams  kept 
open  shop. 

Mr.  Clay :  We  do  not  charge  him  with  that.  Dr.  McKenna 
is  the  owner  of  the  shop.  Dispensing  and  compounding  is 
the  offence.  If  we  are  wrong  in  that,  we  must  try  some- 
thing else.  We  want  to  get  your  opinion  whether  the  law 
is  being  carried  out  or  not  in  these  cases. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Well,  1  will  give  judgment  on  this  day  three 
weeks. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

Mr  H.  S.  Annal,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  High  Street, 
Melksham,  was  summoned  on  Miy  1  for  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre,  which  on  analysis  was  found  to  be  deficient  in 
ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  one-seventh  of  its  proper 
strength.  The  prosecution  said  there  was  no  suggestion  of 
intent  to  defraud  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Annal,  the  deficiency 
no  doubt  being  caused  by  evaporation.  Defendant  did  not 
disputes  the  facts,  and  a  fine  of  10s.,  including  costs,  was 
imposed. 

At  the  West  Riding  Police  Court  on  April  23,  William  Allen, 
of  Knottingley,  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  (26x.  Qd.)  for 
having  sold  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite. 
Defendant  said  he  was  new  to  the  business,  and  had  at 
times  neglected  to  replace  the  cork  in  the  bottle  after 
selling. 

Vinegar  of  Squill. 

At  Tottenham  Police  Court  on  May  1,  Eugene  McSweeney, 
chemist  and  druggist,  432  Green  Lanes,  Tottenham,  was 
summoned  by  Mr.  A.  L.  Bridge,  inspector  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  for  selling  vinegar  of  squill  which  was 
deficient  to  the  extent  of  60  per  cent,  in  acetic  acid.  Sidney 
Charles  Hudson,  chemist  and  druggist,  601  Green  Lanes, 
was  similarly  summoned,  the  alleged  deficiency  being  stated 
at  40  per  cent.  Mr.  Kirby  (Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  appeared 
for  the  defence. 

Mr.  Bridge  said  the  prosecution  was  under  Section  6  of 
the  Act,  and  the  question  arose  whether  vinegar  of  squill 
was  a  perishable  article  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  No.  The  point  is  whether  it  is  liable  to 
decomposition. 

The  Chairman  :  Whether  it  is  a  stable  compound. 

Mr.  Bridge  said  that  in  ordinary  circumstances  decom- 
position would  not  take  place  in  vinegar  of  squill.  If  it 
were  left  free  to  the  air,  which  it  should  not  be,  etherification 
would  set  in. 

Mr.  Bridge  then  entered  the  witness-box  to  prove  the 
purchase  on  January  22,  at  Carlton's  Drug  Company,  Green 
Lanes,  of  8  oz.  of  vinegar  of  squill.  He  was  served  by  Mr. 
McSweeney.  Mr.  Bevan,  the  analyst,  reported  that  the  vinegar 
was  deficient  in  acetic  acid  to  the  extent  of  60  per  cent. ;  it 
contained  only  156  per  cent,  of  the  acid,  and  should  contain 
4  2  per  cent.  When  witness  made  the  purchase  McSweeney 
remarked  to  another  person  behind  the  counter,  named 
Wheeler,  that  it  was  thick,  but  witness  only  wanted  it  to 
test  for  acetic  acid. 

In  cross-examination,  witness  said  that  he  was  perfectly 
well  known  to  Wheeler,  who,  he  had  since  ascertained,  was 
the  liquidator  of  the  Carlton  Drug-stores.  McSweeney  said 
he  was  the  manager  and  had  only  been  there  a  short  while, 
and  had  not  had  time  to  look  round.    Wheeler  obtained  the 
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article  from  the  stock-bottle,  and  McSweeney  then  called 
attention  to  its  thickness,  but  he  did  not  demur  to  selliDg  it, 
because  witness  offered  to  wait  until  he  had  got  it  into 
proper  condition.  Witness  denied  that  he  told  the  defend- 
ant that  he  could  compel  him  to  sell  the  article,  but  after 
all  was  over  he  said  it  was  a  moot  point  whether  a  druggist 
could  be  compelled  to  sell  from  his  stock-bottle. 

With  respect  to  the  summons  against  Mr.  Hudson,  Mr. 
Bridge  said  that  he  visited  his  shop  on  January  7  and  asked 
for  6  cz.  of  vinegar  of  squill.  The  defendant  supplied  him 
from  the  s'.ock-bottle.  Mr.  Bevan  certified  that  it  was 
deficiett  to  the  extent  of  40  per  cent,  in  acetic  acid,  as  it 
contained  only  2  05  per  cent.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Kirby,  witness 
said  that  he  was  known  to  the  defendant,  who  told  him  that 
he  hardly  ever  sold  vinegar  of  squill.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
th"  drug  was  hardly  ever  sold  to  the  public. 

Edwa-d  Bevan,  county  analyst,  confirmed  his  certificates. 
In  cross-examination,  he  said  the  article  was  liable  to 
decomposition,  but  not  in  th a  same  sense  as  batter  an!  milk. 
It  altered  after  being  kept  a  month  or  two. 

Mr.  Kirby  at  this  st;ige  took  the  objection  that  the  certifi- 
cates were  bad,  because  they  did  not  in  either  case  contain 
a  .statement  that  the  article  had  undergone  no  change  which 
would  in'erfere  with  the  analysis.  The  schedule  to  the  1875 
Act  laid  it  down  that  in  the  case  of  milk,  batter,  or  any 
a-ticle  liable  to  decomposition,  the  analyst  must  specially 
report  whether  any  change  had  taken  place  in  the  composi- 
tioa  of  the  article  that  would  interfere  with  the  analysis. 

The  Chairman  inquired  if  decomposition  had  taken  place, 
or  deterioration. 

Witness :  Deterioration  ;  it  is  not  such  a  decomposition  as 
would  interfere  with  the  analysis.  In  reply  to  further 
questiem,  Mr.  Bevan  said  that  one  sign  of  decomposition 
was  fungoid  growth,  aud  this  growth  would  affect  the 
quantity  of  acetic  acid  to  be  found.  He  did  not  think  there 
would  be  etherification.  He  could  not  say  whether,  in  fact, 
any  decomposition  had  taken  pla"e  in  the  samples  he  ana- 
lysed. Therefore  it  was  not  possible  to  state  whether  any  of 
the  deficiency  was  due  to  decomposition. 

The  Chairman  :  These  samples  had  not  undergone  any 
decomposition  which  prevented  you  making  a  complete 
analysis  ? 

Witness  :  No. 

Mr.  Kirby  quoted  from  the  "Encyclopaedic  Dictionary" 
the  definition  of  the  word  "  decomposition,"  and  contended 
that  the  decomposition  spoken  of  by  the  witness  came  with- 
in the  meaning  therein  given. 

Mr.  Bridge  submitted  that  if  there  were  no  decomposition 
to  interfere  with  the  analysis  it  was  unnecessary  to  say  so 
in  the  certificates. 

The  Bench,  subject  to  hearing  further  evidence,  overruled 
the  point  cn  the  ground  that  the  decomposition  was  not 
such  as  to  make  the  analysis  untrustworthy. 

Mr.  Bevan  was  further  questioned  by  Mr.  Kirby.  He  said 
that  no  standard  was  stated  in  the  Pharrnacopceia  for  the 
percentage  of  ac  etio  acid  which  ough^,  to  be  present  in  the 
finished  vinegar  of  squill.  He  would  expect  to  find  9  per 
cent,  of  solids  in  the  article. 

Mr.  Kirby  said,  that  being  so,  the  utmost  quantity  of  acetic 
acid  that  could  possibly  be  in  the  article  was  3  8  per  cent., 
and  he  showed  Mr.  Bevan  a  rule-of-three  sum  that  proved 
this. 

Witness  admitted  that  possibly  his  standard  of  4  2  per 
cent,  was  too  high. 

Wm.  Chattaway,  F.I.O.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Institute  of  Analysts  and  superintendent 
of  the  Apothecaries'  Society's  laboratories,  said  that  when 
properly  stored  the  article  slightly  deteriorated,  but  not 
appreciably.  The  vinegar  of  squill,  as  sold  by  the  defendant", 
was  not  in  his  opinion  a  proper  article  for  sale.  Witness 
did  not  consider  the  standard  for  the  percpntage  of  acetic 
acid  in  vinegar  of  squill  should  fall  below  3'8  per  cent.,  but 
admitted  that  Mr.  Bevan's  standards  for  acid  and  extractive 
were  too  high. 

Mr.  Kirby,  in  addressing  the  Bench,  said  that  in  addition 
to  his  former  point  that  the  certificates  should  state  that  the 
samples  had  undergone  no  change,  he  also  relied  on  the 
fact  that  there  was  no  standard  for  the  percentage  of  acetic 
acid  which  ought  to  be  present  in  the  finisher?  article  of 
vinegar  of  squill.  He  was,  however,  not  prepared  to  say 
that  the  quantity  found  in  the  samples  was  a  proper  per 


centage.  He  thought  it  was  bringing  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  into  contempt  in  trying  to  prove  a  deficiency  of 
acetic  acid  in  an  article  which  was  never  sold  to  the  public. 

Martin  Priest,  Associate  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry, 
Henry  S.  Coupland,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  Charies 
Thomas  Bennett,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  each  gave  evidence 
that  there  was  no  standard  for  the  percentage  of  acetic  acid 
in  vinegar  of  squill,  and  that  the  article  was  liable  to 
decomposition  in  respect  of  the  fact  that  the  acetic  acid 
reacts  with  the  extractive  matter  of  the  squill  so  that  some 
of  the  acid  is  fixed  or  decomposed.  Mr.  Bennett  admitted 
that  he  would  not  consider  1  56  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid  suffi- 
cient if  the  article  were  freshly  prepared. 

The  defendant  (Mr.  McSweeney)  explained  that  the 
inspector  had  been  in  the  shop  looking  at  the  scales  and 
weights.  He  then  asked  Mr.  Wheeler  for  vinegar  of  squill, 
and  witness,  noticing  a  sediment  in  the  bottle,  told  him  he 
should  not  sell  it.  The  inspector  said  he  could  compel  him 
to  do  so,  and  it  was  only  because  of  that  he  allowed  Mr. 
Wheeler  to  give  it.  After  the  vinegar  was  handed  over  and 
■paid  for  by  the  inspector,  the  latter  insisted  that  he  (the 
witness)  should  again  hand  it  over  to  him,  Witness  (who 
had  only  been  in  the  shop  a  day)  protested  against  his  being 
compelled  to  do  so. 

The  Bench  dismissed  the  summons  against  McSweeney,. 
and  imposed  a  fine  of  10s.  and  costs  on  Hudson.  Mr.  Kirby 
asked  the  Magistrates  to  state  a  case,  and  the  Bench  said 
they  would  consider  the  matter  when  written  application 
was  made.    This  was  done  on  May  7,  and  sureties  given. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Blame  the  Law. 

At  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  May  5,  the  Keene 
Company,  75-76  High  Holborn,  W.O.,  sued  George  Marston, 
chemist  and  druggist,  5  London  Road,  Twickenham,  tr> 
recover  2,1.  bs.  for  goods  sold.  Defendant  objected  at  the 
outset  that  there  was  no  affidavit  annexed  to  the  summons, 
and  that  inasmuch  as  the  transaction  took  place  in  Twicken- 
ham, Judge  Elge  had  no  jurisdiction.  The  evidence  of 
Frederick  Arthur  Smith,  in  the  employ  of  plaintiff  was  that 
he  took  the  order  for  the  goods,  but  never  agreed  to  receive 
the  money.  The  JuJge  said  that  as  plaintiff's  traveller  did 
not  undertake  to  call  for  the  money  at  Twickenham,  that- 
disposed  of  defendant's  plea  of  no  jurisdiction.  As  to  the 
affidavit,  he  was  satisfied  that  it  had  been  duly  served. 
Defendant  said  he  would  swear  the  traveller  told  him  he 
would  take  the  money  when  he  came  round. 

Mr.  Smith  :  And  I  swear  that  I  did  not. 

The  Judge  (to  defendant) :  My  opinion  is  that  you  are 
experienced  in  this  sort  of  trickery. 

Defendant:  You  are  not  justified  in  saying  that. 

The  Judge  :  I  am  perfectly  justified.  You  owe  this  money,, 
anrl  you  are  fighting  it  on  every  possible  ground. 

Ddfendant :  Am  I  not  justified  in  objecting  to  your 
jurisdiction  '] 

The  Judge:  You  are  not  justified  in  saying  that  this  man 
is  telling  untruths. 

Defendant :  But  I  am  telling  the  truth  as  well. 

The  Judge:  Yes,  a  good  many  people  say  so,  but  I  don't 
believe  them.     Verdict  for  plaintiffs  with  costs. 

The  Judge  acceded  to  plaintiffs'  application  for  an  order 
upon  defendant  to  pay  their  traveller's  return  fare  from. 
Nottingham. 

Defendant:  The  law  has  been  very  unjust  in  this  case. 
The  Judge:  Yes,  blame  the  law.    The  case  is  decided. 

At  the  Westminster  Court 
this  week  Judge  Woodfall  has  decided  the  following  cases : — 

Challenger  v.  Weirdie.  —  The  defendant  is  a  chemist  and 
aerated-water  manufacturer,  carrying  on  business  at  Acre  Lane;. 
Brixton,  as  the  Brixton  Syphon  Water  Company.  The  plaintiff, 
a  carman  formerly  employed  by  him,  in  December  last  was  sent 
out  with  a  horse  and  van,  and  when  in  Park  Lane  the  horse 
became  restive  and  finally  broke  away  the  front  of  the  van.  He 
followed  that  up  by  kicking  plaintiff,  who  sought  damages  for  the 
injuries  ;  651.  and  costs  was  the  verdict. 

Bargrave  v.  Byan. — The  plaintiff  applied  for  the  committal  of 
defendant,  described  as  a  chemist  at  High  Street,  W  hitechapel, 
for  non  payment  of  a  judgment  debt  for  trade  goods  supplied. 
The  defendant  said  he  was  only  manager  of  the  business,  anil 
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gave  the  order  in  that  capacity.  The  Judge,  nevertheless,  mule 
an  order  for  payment  by  instalments  of  10s.  a  month. 

BreidenbacJi  &  Company  v.  Park's'  Supply  Stores. — Here  an 
order  was  made  for  payment  in  fourteen  days  of  an  account 
for  goods  supplied,  defendants  not  being  represented.  [The 
defendants  are  in  no  way  connected  with  Parkes'  Drug  Stores 
(Limited.)]

The  Chemist's  Apprentice, 

so  wisely  and  kindly  discussed  by 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  last  week,  is  likely  to 
have  a  very  different  time  of  it  from  that  which  many  of  us 
enjoyed  when  we  walked  in  his  shoes.  It  is  gratifying  to 
have  lived  long  enough  to  know  how  valued  we  old  appren- 
tices are  now  we  are  no  longer  available.  Oar  pompous 
masters  —  I,  for  one,  have  long  forgiven  mine  —  always 
treated  us  as,  at  the  best,  necessary  evils.  Now,  how  they 
seek  to  coax  us  or  our  present-day  representatives.  Our 
hours  are  to  be  modified,  our  menial  work  lightened,  and 
Mr.  Wallbridge  would  even  tempt  us  with  a  habitat  map 
in  the  back  shop.  My  own  impression  is  that  before  things 
settle  down  satisfactorily  all  round  some  few  sovereigns  per 
month  will  have  to  change  hands. 

The  Liverpool  Chemists, 

to  their  credit  be  it  said,  recognise 
the  cruelty  which  the  examinations  looming  in  the  future 
impose  on  their  apprentices.  D.-.  Symes  alludes  to  them 
(the  examinations)  as  a  great  terror,  Mr.  Abraham  p3rceive3 
the  "  distress  "  they  occasion,  Mr.  Cowley  calls  it  "  mental 
aDguish,"  and  Mr.  Wallbridge  proposes  to  fit  a  youth  for  them 
by  reminding  him  of  them  from  the  commencement  of  his 
term.  He  is  always  to  have  in  view  the  time  when  he  will 
have  "  to  face  the  examiners.''  The  real  reason  for  all  this 
terror  is  that  the  examinations  as  now  conducted  do  not 
correspond  with  the  boy's  business ;  that  is  the  root  of  the 
mischief,  and  the  boy  should  be  told  that  frankly  from  the 
first.  But  at  the  same  time  he  should  be  advised  not  to 
worry.  He  can  learn  his  real  business  as  an  apprentice,  and 
included  in  that  he  will  learn  a  lot  of  essential  things  which 
are  not  recognised  in  the  examination  room.  As  for  the 
other  things,  the  things  he  cannot  learn  in  his  business,  and 
which  h8  will  never  want  in  his  business,  but  which  he 
mast  learn  for  the  examinations,  why  he  will  have  to — -no, 
not  cram,  but  acquire  the  necessary  knowledge  at  the  end 
of  his  apprenticeship  by  a  special  course  of  study. 

Companies  versus  Individuals. 

It  is  the  individual  who  has 
made  trade,  who  has  invented  things,  who  has  organised, 
who  has  created  possibilities  of  profit.  Having  accomplished 
his  mission  so  far  he  retires,  and  the  capitalist  company 
swoops  down  on  the  nest  and  grabs  all  the  eggs.  That  is  a 
more  or  less  accurate  way  of  characterising  the  condition  of 
business  bequeathed  to  us  by  the  last  century.  But  there 
are  still  many  contests  to  be  decided  between  companies  and 
individuals  for  particular  sections  of  the  field  of  commerce 
in  some  of  which  the  former  have  the  natural  advantage  by 
reason  of  the  metal  they  carry,  while  in  others,  where 
intellect  and  personality  count,  the  money  advantage  may 
be  neutralised.  In  many  of  these  combats  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  result  would  dispose  of  the  pretensions  of 
companies  if  our  old  friend  the  law  would  not  keep  inter- 
vening for  the  benefit  of  these  "artificial  persons"  of  its 
own  creation. 

The  Artificial  Persons 

cannot  pass  examinations.  Therefore, 
says  the  law,  if  they  want  to  be  chemists,  or  dentists,  or 
doctors,  they  may  be  such  without  any  examination.  They 
fail  in  business ;  there  is  no  three  years  for  them  to  wait 
for  an  order  of  discharge  before  they  may  begin  again.  They 
only  reconstruct.  They  prefer  to  risk  their  creditors'  money 
rather  than  their  own.    They  secure  theirs  by  debentures. 


Lately  it  has  been  contended  that  as  they  cannot  go  to  prison 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  ought  not  to  apply  to  them  ;  up 
to  now  the  law  has  not  quite  seen  its  way  to  that  conclusion. 
Now  we  come  across  another  possible  anomaly.  In  last 
week's  Irish  news  I  read  that  Messrs.  Hayes,  Conyngham  & 
Robinson  (Limited)  have  been  deprived  of  a  Poor-law 
contract  because  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  a  director  of  the 
company,  is  also  a  guardian.  That  seems  just.  But  another 
guardian,  Sir  Henry  Coshrane,  said  he  bslieved  the  Local 
Government  B  )ard's  ruling  was  wrong.  If  Sir  Thomas 
Robinson  had  been  a  private  individual,  it  would  have  been- 
correct,  but  a  company,  Sir  Henry  maintained,  was  rot 
subject  to  the  same  condition.  He  himself  was  managing 
director,  in  fact  practically  the  owner,  of  a  firm  which 
tendered  to  several  unions,  and  if  he  were  in  Sir  Thomas 
Robinson's  place  he  would  challenge  the  LG.B.  A  cool 
claim,  certainly,  but  I  fancy  Sir  Henry  is  right  in  law. 

American  Trade 

is  a  great  trouble  to  many  people.  The  vast 
difference  between  U.S.  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  and 
U.S.  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  su^ge^ts  that  we  are 
not  getting  fair  play.  The  figures  given  last  week  show  a 
balance  of  nearly  one  hundred  million  pounds  per  annum  in 
favour  of  the  United  States.  It  is  a  bigger  difference  still 
when  reckoned  on  this  side,  because  exports  here  are  valued 
at  a  lower  figure  than  when  they  have  crossed  the  Atlantic, 
while  imports  have  correspondingly  increased.  But  there  is 
nothing  to  trouble  about.  For  this  hundred  million  pounds 
worth  of  goods  we,  in  a  sense,  pay  nothing.  Oar  exchanges 
of  actual  cash  practically  balance  each  other.  We  part 
with  no  gold  for  all  that  vast  bulk  of  corn,  and  cotton,  and 
pork,  and  patent  medicines,  and  what  not  that  we  get  from 
America.  Most  of  it  is  merely  the  payment  of  interest  on 
British  investments  in  the  United  States.  Moreover,  as 
pointed  out  last  week,  the  United  States  is  still  one  of  Great 
Britain's  largest  customers.  Only  India,  Australasia  and 
Germany  buy  more  from  us. 

Mr.  Campkin's  Programme, 

as  set  forth  in  his  letter  last 
week,  is  vast  enough  to  satisfy  the  hungriest  of  electors.  3 
suppose  he  realises  the  immensity  of  what  he  claims,  but  I 
should  like  to  know  whether  he  has  any  serious  intention  of 
striving  to  secure  it  if  he  should  be  elected.  If  he  has,  it 
must  be  said  that  sending  Mr.  Campkin  to  the  Council  could 
only  result  in  a  wicked  waste  of  time.  Take  this  one  sentence 
from  the  second  paragraph  of  his  letter:  "Poisons,  potent 
drugs,  and  medicines  should  only  be  obtainable  from,  or 
dispensed  by,  qualified  men,  who  have  a  direct  ownership  in 
the  establishment."  I  do  not  know  how  much  the  term 
"medicines"  may  include,  but  restricting  it,  as  possibly  was 
meant,  to  prescribed  medicines,  there  still  remains  in  that 
sentence  far  more  than  any  sane  member  of  Parliament 
would  dream  of  endorsing  if  it  were  put  into  statutory 
language.  It  means,  at  least,  that  the  schedule  of  substances 
to  be  sold  by  chemists  only  would  be  multiplied  tenfold,  and 
that  no  unqualified  person  might  be  even  a  shareholder  in  a 
company  owning  a  drug-store.  The  question  is  not  whether 
we  should  like  these  things,  nor  even  whether  they  ought  to 
be  ;  it  is  whether  there  is  any  sort  of  use  in  even  discussing 
them. 

Three  Little  Items 

are  all  I  gather  from  a  glance  through  the 
last  part  of  the  Oxford  English  Dictionary.  First,  we  are 
authoritatively  told  that  the  proper  pronunciation  of 
"lichen"  is  "leiken."  In  most  dictionaries  "  litchen "  is 
given  as  an  alternative  pronunciation,  and  in  some  that  only 
is  prescribed  ;  but  "  it  is  now  rare  in  educated  use  "  The 
spelling  of  "  licence"  (the substantive)  is  stated  definitely  to 
be  with  "  ce,"  not  "  se,"  at  the  end.  "  License,"  "  though 
often  met  with,  has  no  justification  in  the  case  of  the  sub- 
stantive," though  it  may  be  used  as  a  verb  (like  "  practice  " 
and  "practise,"  "advice"  and  "advise").  "Licorice"  is 
merely  mentioned  as  an  alternative  form  of  spelling 
"  liquorice,"  from  which  it  appears  that  the  latter  is  con  - 
sidered the  superior  method,  but  the  Dictionary  has  not 
reached  that  word  yet.  Certainly  we  should  not  call  the 
stuff  "  lickerish,"  for  this  word  appears  in  the  Dictionary  as 
a  genuine  English  word,  meaning  "something  palatable."

A  Poor  Year. 

Although  it  is  impossible  to  hide  the  fact  that  the  deficit 
of  1,654?.  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  financial  state- 
ment for  1901  is  serious,  we  are  not  disposed  to  take  a 
pessimistic  view  of  the  matter.  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
the  present  is  essentially  a  period  of  transition.  We  have 
previously  explained  that  the  resolution  to  abandon  the 
conduct  of  the  Preliminary  examination  by  the  Society  itself 
is  detrimental,  in  so  far  as  we  withdraw  from  the  public  a 
living  standard  of  elementary  education  for  pharmacy,  while 
it  diverts  from  the  treasury  of  the  Society  the  ccnsiderable 
revenue  which  it  hitherto  derived  from  the  conduct  of  the 
examination.  The  financial  statement  proves  the  correct- 
ness of  this,  for  the  revenue  derived  in  1901  from  the  regis" 
tration  of  students  amounted  to  exactly  144/  18*.,  compaied 
with  3,120?.,  the  average  for  the  five  years  preceding.  It  is 
evident,  therefore,  that  this  loss  alone  accounts  for  the  deficit. 

ind  any  elaborate  analysis  of  the  expenditure  of  the  year  would 
he,  in  face  of  that  fact,  superfluous.  We  miy  also  note  that  in 
1900  the  revenue  from  the  Preliminary  examination  was 
4  051/.,  and  the  surplus  on  the  whole  account  2,859/.,  and  in 
1899  2,944/  and  1,943/  respectively,  so  that  the  amount 
cansferrtd  to  the  "accumulated  funds"  was  4,802/  We 
regard  this  as  in  the  nature  of  a  reserve  to  tide  the  Council 
over  the  "  Preliminary  "  hiatus,  which  may  be  reckoned  to 

ast  for  another  three  or  four  years,  when  the  youths  who 
nave  entered  the  trade  since  1900  will  be  ready  for  the 
Minor  examination,  and  so  registering  as  students  at  the 
rate  of  about  500  to  600  a  year.    In  this  way  an  addition  of 
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1,0002.  to  1,200/.  annually  to  the  Society's  income,  with 
practically  no  further  expenditure,  may  be  reckoned  upon. 
We  still  think,  nevertheless,  that  it  would  have  been  much 
better  for  the  Society  to  get  the  students  to  pay  the  Society 
for  examining  them,  and  to  continue  paying  the  College  of 
Preceptors  the  small  fees  for  doing  the  work,  than 
to  send  the  students  to  the  College  to  pay  25s. 
for  the  examination  and  the  Society  2/.  2s.  for 
registration.  That  is  what  the  whole  thing  comes 
to  at  present,  without  the  more  serious  factor  that 
there  is  to  the  public  really  no  pharmaceutical  Preliminary 
examination.  Apart  from  the  adverse  balance  the  accounts 
present  no  exceptional  feature.  We  observe  a  lot  of  minor 
economies  all  round  which  greatly  reduce  the  extra  expendi- 
ture on  law  and  the  Journal  deficit.  The  latter  is  a  li '  tie 
larger  than  it  has  been  for  some  years,  owing,  we  are  told,  to 
business  being  bad.  It  would  be  impolite  for  us  to  comment 
further  upon  that  matter.  The  law  costs  are  abnormally 
large — too  large  we  were  almost  writing,  but  during  the  year 
there  were  three  important  appeals  which  mast  have  run 
into  hundreds  each,  without  giving  any  monetary  return. 
These  were  the  Scotch  appeals  respecting  imprisonment  and 
the  Minor  re-examination  fee,  and  the  Agency  Appeal  in  the 
English  High  Court.  Besides,  the  Glasgow  doctors' 
shops  matter  required  expensive  working  up  and  attendance 
in  London  of  professional  men  from  Edinburgh.  That  costs 
money.  The  Society  probably  received  about  1,000/.  from 
its  legal  actions  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  beyond  that 
1,452/.  9s  3d.  was  spent.  This  is  the  largest  amount  of  any 
single  year  since  the  Society  has  had  to  administer  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  186B,  the  next  largest  sum  being  1,169/. 
spent  in  1880,  when  the  great  company  case  was  fought. 
We  feel  that  the  lawyers'  bills  require  the  closest  scrutiny. 
It  appears  to  be  particularly  regretful  that  with  a  larger 
income  from  members,  and  a  sound  tendency  towards  re- 
trenchment in  all  departments  of  the  Society's  work  except 
those  mentioned,  there  should  be  such  prodigality  in  law 
costs  as  to  embarrass  the  financial  position  of  the  Society,

Mr.  Edward  J.  Bevan  deservedly  holds  a  high  place 
amongst  British  chemists  on  account  of  his  researches,  in 
conjunction  with  Mr.  C.  F.  Cross,  on  the  carbohydrates. 
It  might  therefore  reasonably  be  assumed  that  when  Mr. 
Bevan  was  asked,  in  his  capacity  as  a  public  analyst,  to 
report  upon  a  liquid  known  to  contain  carbohydrates  and  a 
tolerable  percentage  of  free  acid,  he  would  have  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  matter  that  exceptional  knowledge  which  has 
made  his  reputation.  The  proceedings  in  the  vinegar-of- 
squill  cases  seem  to  negative  the  supposition.  It  has  long 
been  known  to  pharmacists  that  the  acetic  acid  in  this  pre- 
paration enters  into  combination  on  keeping.  This  was  the 
case  when  it  contained  alcohol,  and  is  so  yet,  because  there 
are  in  squill- extractive  mucilaginous  and  saccharine  matters 
which  react  with  the  acid,  even  although  micro- organisms 
are  excluded.  Mr.  John  S.  Ward  gave  excellent  proof  of 
this  in  the  Highgate  case,  his  experiments,  corroborated  by 
experts  from  other  manufacturing-houses,  having  shown  that 
the  loss  of  free  acetic  acid  in  five  months  amounted  to 
0-71  per  cent.  With  his  knowledge  of  the  chemistry  of 
carbohydrates  Mr.  Bivan  did  not  deny  the  accuracy  of  these 
statements  either  from  theory  or  results  ;  indeed,  when  the 
Tottenham  cases  came  on  next  day  he  wentthere  fortified  with 
a  supporting  witness,  who  is  a  pharmacist.  But  the  fact  is 
established  that  the  amount  of  acetic  acid  in  vinegar  of 
squill  diminishes  from  the  day  it  is  made  ;  whether  it  is  in 
consequence  an  "article  liable  to  decomposition"  in  the 


sense  of  the  1875  Act  schedule  is  one  of  the  points  of  appeal 
that  we  may  not  discuss,  but  that  the  acid  takes  part  in  the 
hydrolysis  of  the  carbohydrates  seems  conclusive. 

The  question  of  a  standard  also  arose  in  the  case.  The 
British  Pharmacopoeia  has  none,  in  the  sense  that  it  gives  no 
tests  nor  an  assay  process.  In  the  circumstances  the  public 
analyst  is  justified  in  making  a  reasonable  one.  Mr.  Bevan 
selected  the  acetic-acid  content  as  the  basis  of  his  standard, 
and  hit  upon  4-2  per  cent,  as  the  necessary  figure,  but  in  the 
course  of  his  evidence  he  added  that  the  preparation  should 
contain  9  per  cent,  of  extractive  matter.  Upon  this  com- 
bined standard  one  chemist  and  druggist  was  convicted,  and 
that  fact,  apart  from  the  actual  quality  of  the  article  sold, 
is  a  serious  matter  for  the  whole  trade,  therefore  it  is  desir- 
able to  emphasise  the  protest  by  the  solicitor  for  the  defence 
that  Mr.  Levan's  factors  are  inconsistent  with  each  other,  so 
that  his  standard  is  fallacious  and  unreasonable.  Dilute 
acetic  acid,  with  which  vinegar  of  squill  is  made,  contains 
4'27  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid,  and  if  the  vinegar  contains,  as 
Mr.  Bevan  stated  on  oath,  9  per  cent,  of  extractive,  it  follows 
that  100  parts  contain  91  parts  of  dilute  acetic  acid,  or 
3  83  per  cent,  of  real  acetic  acid.  In  practice  the  vinegar, 
when  prepared  strictly  according  to  the  B  P.,  contains  imme- 
diately when  made  3-8  to  3  7  per  cent,  of  real  acetic  acid. 
This  was  supported  by  evidence.  The  German  Pharma- 
copoeia allows  for  a  loss  of  acetic  acid  in  the  process,  as  the 
menstruum  prescribed  contains  54  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid, 
but  the  titration  test  of  that  Pharmacopoeia  requires  only 
4-8  to  5'1  per  cent,  of  the  acid  in  the  finished  vinegar.  The 
extractive  content  assumed  by  Mr.  Bovan  is  ridiculously 
high,  and  means  that  about  three-fourths  of  squill-bulb  is 
soluble.  Four  per  cent ,  as  mentioned  by  Mr.  Bennett,  is 
nearer  the  mark.  Dieterich  found  in  acetum  scilL-e  (Austrian 
Pharmacopoeia,  strength  1  in  10)  from  3-93  to  5'51  per  cent, 
of  dry  extractive.  It  is  desirable  that  more  factors  should 
be  obtained,  and  we  shall  be  pleased  if  subscribers  who 
have  the  facilities,  and  who  make  acetum  scillte,  will  evapo- 
rate 10-gramme  quantities  (or  5'ij  )  to  dryness,  and  let  us 
have  the  results,  and  particularly  the  age  of  the  sample. 

One  point  in  the  prosecution  can  scarcely  be  passed 
without  comment — viz.,  the  observation  of  the  solicitor  for 
the  defence  that  such  cases  as  this  are  a  travesty  of  the  law. 
With  that  we  in  a  great  measure  agree,  and  it  is  astonishing 
to  find  that  in  the  first  city  of  the  Empire  the  initiative  in 
so  important  a  matter  as  this  has  been  taken  without 
adequate  advice.  We  can  conceive  no  reason  for  buying 
vinegar  of  squill  for  analysis,  except  that  it  appeared  to  the 
inspecto  r  to  be  a  likely  thing  to  secure  convictions  on. 
There  is  absolutely  no  ground  for  supposing  vinegar  of 
squill  to  be  liable  to  adulteration  ;  the  essential  ingredient 
(acetic:acid,  according  to  the  analyst)  is  not  a  thing  anyone 
would  dream  of  omitting  for  the  sake  of  greater  profit.  The 
decomposition  natural  to  the  article,  but  which  was  unknown 
to  the  prosecutors  until  they  were  told  of  it  by  the  defence, 
is  the  sole  ground  for  suspicion,  and  that,  we  submit,  has 
not  been  shown  to  impair  the  quality  of  the  article,  nor  has 
there  been  the  slightest  complaint  by  medical  men  or  the 
public  that  squill  preparations  are  of  poor  quality. 


What  is  New  Milk? 

A  Court  of  the  Bench  Division  at  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  consisting  of  the  Lord  Cbief  Justice,  Mr.  Justice 
Darling  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell,  last  week  decided  on 
appeal  in  the  case  of  Smithies  v  Bridge,  in  which  the 
appellant  Smithies  was  convicted  under  Section  6  of  the 
1875  Act  for  supplying  milk  exactly  as  it  came  from  the  cow, 
but  which  contained  only  2  09  per  cent,  of  fat.    The  convic- 
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tion  was  upheld  by  the  Coelmsford  Q  larter  Sessions,  and  has 
been  also  by  the  High  Court,  although  Mr.  Justice  Darling 
was  for  allowing  it.  Ha  feared  that  the  decision  might  be 
applied  to  some  other  natural  product  as  to  which  there  is 
no  standard — eg.,  apples  from  an  apple  tree  which  has  been 
8  ending  the  malic  acid  into  its  roots.  His  Lordship  thought 
it  was  a  principle  capable  of  dangerous  application  to  say 
that  a  man  could  be  convicted  where,  without  any  element  of 
fraud,  he  sells  a  natural  product  in  the  state  in  which  it  is 
produced.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  pointed  out  that  the 
order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  as  to  the  solids  and  fat  of 
milk  does  not  establish  a  standard  for  what  is  or  what  is  not 
genuine,  but  is  only  prima  facie  evidence,  nevertheless  the 
purchaser  when  he  asks  for  new  milk  is  entitled  to  have  an 
article  which  is  not  other  than  ordinary  new  nvlk  by  reason 
of  any  special  way  in  which  the  cows  have  been  treated. 
In  the  present  case  the  milk  was  the  marnin^  drawing, 
obtained  sixteen  hours  after  the  last  milking.  The  decision 
is  satisfactory,  notwithstanding  Mr.  Justice  Darling's  clever 
analogy,  because,  had  the  appeal  been  sustained,  it  would 
have  made  a  most  dangerous  ruling  which  clever  and 
unscrupulous  cow  feeders  would  not  have  been  slow  to  take 
advantage  of.  It  is  perfectly  well  known  that  the  morning 
milk  after  a  long  interval  is  poor  in  fat  because  ths  fat  is 
assimilated  by  the  cow,  and  it  is  also  known  that  milk  may 
be  naturally  "watered"  by  feeding  the  animals  upon 
brewers'  grains.  A  decision  different  from  that  of  last  week 
would  have  encouraged  this  quasi-natural  watering. 

ROTH  AM  STED   EXPERIMENTAL  STATION. 

The  Lawes'  Agricultural  Trust  Committee,  at  a  special 
meeting  held  on  Friday,  May  2,  appointed  Mr.  A.  D.  Hall, 
M.A.,  principal  of  the  Agricultural  College,  Wye,  to  succeed 
the  late  Sir   Henry  Gilbert,  F  R.S.,  as  director  of  the 
Kothamsted   experimental  station.     Principal   Hall,  who 
received  his  training  at  Oxford,  and  has  since  distinguished 
himself  by  his  successful  development  of  Wye  College  as  a 
centre  of  agricultural  education,  will  thus  carry  on  the 
historic  experiments  that  were  jointly  conducted  by  Sir 
J.  B.  Lawes,  Bart.,  and  Sir  Henry  Gilbert  for  over  half-a- 
century  at  Kothamsted,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  not  only 
will  the  continuity  of  the  work  of  the  past  be  maintained, 
but  that  the  progress  of  science  will  be  advanced  in  new 
directions  at  this  rational  centre  of  agricultural  research. 
The  manor  of  Rothamsted  is  bituated  in  the  county  of 
Hertford,  and  is  mainly  included  in  the  parish  of  Harpenden. 
It  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  Lawes  family  since 
1623.    In  that  year  it  was  purchased  from   the  owner, 
Edmond  Bardolf,  for  John  Wittewronge,  a  minor,  whose 
ancestor,  Jacque3  Wittewronge,  had  about  1534,  on  account 
of  religious  persecutions,  left  Flanders  and  settled  in  Stanton- 
bury  in  Buckinghamshire.     John  Wittewronge  was  first 
created  a  knight,  and  afterwards  a  baronet,  by  Charles  II. 
In  the  absence  of  male  heirs  the  baronetcy  lapsed,  and  the 
Lawes  family  succeeded  to  the  estate  by  marriage  with 
Mary  Bennet,  a  great-granddaughter  of  John  Wittewronge. 
Jjhn  Bennet  Lawes,  the  first  of  the  name,  died  in  1822, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  John  Bennet  Lawes,  the 
founder  of  the  Rothamsted  Agricultural  Station,  who  died 
in  1900,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Sir  Charles 
Bennet  Lawes,  Bart.,  the  present  owner,  to  whom  the  King 
has  now  granted  license  and  authority  to  take  and  use  the 
surname  of  Wittewronge  in  addition  to  and  after  that  of 
Lawes,  and  also  to  quarter  the  arms  of  the  Wittewronges 
with  his  own. 

SOCIETY  OF  CHEMICAL  INDUSTRY. 
The  official  arrangements  for  the  annual  meeting,  to  be 
opened  at  University  College,  Liverpool,  on  Wednesday,  July  9, 
at  11  A  m.,  by  Mr.  Ivan  Levinstein  (the  President),  include 


luncheon  at  the  Adelphi  Hotel,  a  garden-party  at  Seaforth 
Hall,  and  reception  by  the  Lord  Mayor  in  the  Town  Hall — 
all  on  that  day.  On  Thursday  there  are  to  be  excursions  to 
various  works  in  the  district,  including  the  United  Alkali 
Company's  works  at  Widnes,  and  Lever  Brothers'  soap-works 
at  Port  Sunlight.  The  annual  dinner  is  to  be  in  the  Adelphi 
Hotel  that  evening,  and  there  will  be  a  whole  day  excursion 
to  Llandudno  and  Beaumaris  on  Friday.  Dr.  John  Clark, 
Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Professor  Wm. 
Ramsay,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  have  been  nominated 
a3  Vice-Presidents. 

STAMPING  B.P.  PREPARATIONS. 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jjnes  has  been  summoned  by  the  Inland 
Revenue  authorities  to  show  at  the  Stepney  Police  Court  on 
May  16,  at  2  p.m.,  why  he  should  not  stamp  ammoniated 
tincture  of  quinine.    He  sold  a  bottle  of  it,  for  the  purpose 
of  a  test  case,  to  one  of  the  Revenue  officers,  labelling  it : — 
Ammoniated  Tincture  of  Quinine,  B.P. 
A  well  known  and  highly  recommended  remedy  for  colds. 
A  teaspoonful  in  water  every  four  hours  until  relieved. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  claims  that  he  a3  a  chemist  and  druggist 
is  entitled  under  the  exemption  of  the  Stamp  Act,  1812,  to 
sell  the  article  unstamped  when  so  labelled.     The  case 
promises  to  afford  the  drug-trade  an  important  ruling. 

APRIL  BUSINESS. 
The  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  April  picked  up  well, 
so  far  as  the  Board  of  Trade  returns  show.  Imports  were 
46,199.928/.,  or  3,518,052/.  better  than  April,  1901,  235,004/. 
of  this  increase  being  in  chemicals,  &c,  and  141,415/.  in 
oils.  Exports  also  improved  by  1,505,496/.,  the  total  being 
23,492.529/.  Here  also  chemicals  improved  to  the  extent  of 
215.443/.  on  a  total  of  1,028,188/.  The  following  are  the 
more  interesting  figures  in  exports  : —

The  signs  at  the  ends  of  the  lines  indicate  decrease  or 
increase.  In  medicines  the  decrease  was  only  735/.  The 
exports  of  soaps  increased  by  20,702/.  during  the  month. 

THE  DISPENSING  OF  POISONS. 
We  have  frequently  drawn  attention  to  the  necessity  for 
the  employment  of  none  but  qualified  dispensers  in  public 
institutions.  It  still  remains  an  anomaly,  however,  that  a 
considerable  majority  of  public  dispensers  possess  no  legal 
qualification  whatsoever.  This  fact  was  brought  out  in  a 
startling  manner  by  the  statistics  presented  by  Mr.  R. 
Welford  at  a  meeting  of  the  Public  Dispensers'  Asso- 
ciation last  week.  According  to  Mr.  Welford  there  are  over 
300  dispensers  employed  in  public  institutions  in  London, 
many  of  whom  dispense  400  prescriptions  a  day.  Taking 
half  that  number,  to  allow  a  margin,  there  are  some  60,000 
prescriptions  dispensed  per  diem,  and  at  least  half  that  number 
contain  scheduled  poisons.  In  the  report  compiled  by  the 
Association  for  presentation  to  the  Pnarmaceutical  Council 
it  was  stated  in  the  716  institutions  of  which  particulars 
were  obtained,  only  29  per  cent,  of  the  dispensers  held  the 
pharmaceutical  qualification,  while  5  per  cent,  had  the 
assistant's  certificate  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall.  Thus  only 
one-third  were  qualified,  and  assuming,  therefore,  that  there 
is  something  like  equal  distribution,  no  fewer  than  20,000 
lots  of  scheduled  poisons  are  distributed  to  the  public  daily 
by  unqualified  persons  in  London  alone.  A  searching 
analysis  might  tend  to  reduce  Mr.  Welford's  actual  figures 
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considerably,  bat  even  supposing  10,000  were  found  to  be  a 
more  correct  estimate,  the  subject  certainly  calls  for  serious 
attention.

Appointments  on  West  African  Medical-staff. 

No  Indian  medical  men,  although  having  British  degrees, 
need  apply  for  appointments  on  the  West  African  medical- 
staff.  Mr.  Chamberlain  told  Mr.  Caine  the  other  day  that 
they  are  not  eligible.  "  Why  exclude  them  ?  "  further  queried 
4he  member  for  Camborne.  "It  is  a  matter  for  argument," 
replied  the  Colonial  Secretary,  "but  there  are  circumstances 
which  render  the  employment  of  medical  men  of  Indian 
birth  in  West  Africa  undesirable."  Mr.  Caine  :  "  I  will  raise 
the  matter  on  the  right  hoc.  gentleman's  salary."  Mr. 
Chamberlain  :  "  By  all  means." 

Duties  upon  Foreign  manufactured  Goods. 

An  interesting  debate  is  promised  on  the  second  reading 
of  the  Finance  Bill.  One  of  the  proposals  to  be  put  forward 
is  that  no  scheme  of  national  finance  will  be  acceptable  to 
the  House,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  time,  which  does 
not  make  provision  for  raising  a  substantial  revenue  by 
Customs  duties  upon  foreign-manufactured  goods. 

A  Method  of  Stating  Analysis. 

Mr.  Ffrench  is  deeply  concerned  about  the  trade  morality 
of  the  sellers  of  artificial  manures.  He  has  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  whether  his  attention  has 
been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  sellers  of  artificial  manures 
are  enabled  to  obtain  for  them  much  more  than  their  value 
owing  to  the  method  of  stating  analysis  on  trade  circulars 
and  price-lists.  It  appears  that  the  way  "nitrogen," 
"  potash,"  and  "  phosphates"  are  put  down  is  what  vexes  the 
soul  of  the  hon.  member.  Mr.  Ilanbury  stated,  in  reply, 
that  the  vendor  of  any  fertiliser  in  a  quantity  not  less  than 
\  cwt.  is  required  to  send  to  the  purchaser  an  invoice  stating 
the  name  of  the  article,  whether  it  is  an  artificially  com- 
pounded article  or  not,  and  what  is  at  least  the  percentage 
of  the  nitrogen,  soluble  and  insoluble  phosphates  and  potash, 
if  any,  contained  in  it,  and  that  invoice  acts  as  a  warranty. 
It  was  considered  when  the  Act  was  passed  that  this 
afforded  an  adequate  protection  to  the  purchaser,  and  Mr. 
Hanbury  has  not  had  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  this 
has  not  been  the  case. 

The  Cheque-duty. 

This  matter  has  made  little  progress  since  my  last  report. 
It  was  stated  early  in  the  week  that  the  clause  dealing  with 
the  matter  in  the  Finance  Bill  will  simply  retain  the  Id. 
cheques  for  sums  under  21.,  and  make  sums  over  that  pay 
2d ,  but  since  then  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has 
received  an  influential  deputation  of  bankers,  and  has  stated, 
in  reply  to  a  question  in  the  House,  that  he  will  have  nothiog 
to  say  about  the  matter  until  the  Finance  Bill  is  introduced. 


Scientific  progress* 


A  New  Source  of  Dulcite.— This  interesting  member  of 
the  carbohydrate  group  has  been  isolated  by  Thorns  from  Solatia 
ftuminensis,  one  of  the  Hippocratacece  of  Rio  de  Janiero.  Its 
identity  was  confirmed  by  its  melting-point,  composition,  and 
formation  of  a  hexacetyl  derivative  melting  at  171°  C.—lApoth. 
Zeit,  1902,  234.) 

A  New  Chloral  Compound. — By  the  condensation  of  one 
molecule  of  urea  with  one  each  of  chloral  and  bromal,  a  crystal- 
line compound  of  all  three  bodies  is  produced,  which  is  proposed 
as  a  remedy  where  a  sedative  is  prescribed  in  certain  modified 
for  ms.  Its  exact  therapeutic  properties  are  being  examined,  and 
will  be  reported  later. 

A.  New  Arsenical  Remedy.— The  anilide  of  meta-arsenic 
acid  has  been  introduced  as  a  new  arsenical  remedy  under  the 
Dame  of  "Atoxyl."  It  has  the  composition  CeH5N'HAsO.,,  and 
contains  37'69  per  cent,  of  arsenicum.    It  is  a  white,  odourless 


powder,  with  a  stroDg  saline  taste,  and  is  soluble  in  cold  water  to 
the  extent  of  about  2  per  cent.,  and  in  hot  water  to  20  per  cent. 

The  Coniine  Bases.— Ahrens  {BericMe,  1902,  1330)  has  iso- 
lated a  new  derivative  of  the  alkaloid  coniine  from  the  residues 
of  the  preparation  of  coniine  supplied  to  him  by  Merck.  This 
residue  has  a  high  l^vorotation,  and  its  principal  component  was 
found  to  be  normal  methylconiine.  It  is  a  colourless  oil,  smelling 
like  coniine,  boiling  at  176°  C,  and  of  the  high  kevorotation  -82°. 
Its  sp.  gr.  is  0  8349.  Attempts  were  made  to  prepare  pure  lasvo- 
coniine  from  a  mixture  of  the  inactive  and  dextro  bases.  The 
highest  rotation  that  could  be  obtained  by  separation  with 
tartaric  acid  in  the  usual  manner  was  -15°.  The  pure  dextro- 
coniine,  however,  has  a  rotation  of  +  18°. 

A  TTew  Glucoslde.—  Barger  (BericMe,  1902,  1296)  has  iso- 
lated a  new  glucoside  from  Saponaria  officinalis  —which  he 
terms  "eaponarin,"  and  which,  on  account  of  its  yielding  a  blue 
colour  with  solutions  of  iodine,  appears  to  have  been  mistaken  in 
micro-chemical  examinations  for  a  species  of  starch.  It  was  pre- 
pared by  making  a  watery  extract  of  the  dried  leaves  and  acidify- 
ing the  filtered  extract  with  acetic  acid.  After  a  time  a  white 
precipitate  settled  out,  which  consisted  of  nearly  pure  saponarin. 
It  was  purified  by  solution  in  sodium-carbonate  solution,  repre- 
cipitation  by  means  of  acetic  acid,  and  recrystallisation  from 
water.  It  then  formed  white,  doubly  refracting  needles.  It  is 
only  slightly  soluble  in  cold  water  and  alcohol,  and  to  the  extent 
of  one  in  a  thousand  in  hot  water.  It  is  dissolved  easily  in  alka- 
line solutions.  No  formula  is  suggested  for  it,  but  its  composition 
is  :C  =  50.66;  H  =  6-30:  0  =  43-04.  It  yields  a  sugar  on  hydro- 
lysis, and  one  or  more  bodies  not  identified.  An  examination  of 
its  decomposition -products  led  the  author  to  consider  that  it  is  a 
glucoside  of  the  fiavone  series.

The  charges  of  European 
dentists  are  virtually  prohibitive  to  the  Army,  as  much  as  30Z. 
being  charged  for  a  set  of  artificial  teeth. — Truth. 

Mr.  Alabone  and  his  Treatment  get  more  than  a 
page  in  Truth  this  week.  In  one  part  of  the  article  we 
read : — 

The  modus  operandi  of  this  gentleman,  with  his  advertise- 
ments, American  degrees,  and  diagnosis  by  printed  interrogatories, 
and  with  or  without  his  private  inventions,  bears  too  close  a 
resemblance  to  that  of  many  an  unscrupulous  impostor  denounced 
in  these  columns  for  me  to  suggest  that,  having  purged  his  original 
offence,  he  ought  now  to  be  readmitted  to  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons. 

Referring  to  the  removal  of  Mr.  Alabone's  came  from  the 
Medical  Register,  Truth  says  : — 

There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  the  particular  offence  for 
which  Mr.  Alabone  was  condemned  is  one  which  the  most 
eminent  lights  of  the  profession  habitually  commit  with  impunity. 
If  the  notice  of  Mr.  Alabone  in  Moonshine  was  one  requiring  the 
subject  of  it  to  justify  himself  before  his  College,  such  justifica- 
tion was  equally  required  from  Sir  William  Gull,  Sir  James  Paget, 
Sir  Andrew  Clark,  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne,  and  all  the  other 
subjects  of  similar  notices  in  the  same  paper. 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  at  Paris,  it 
was  stated  by  M.  Giesel  that  compounds  of  radium  produce  a 
perception  of  light  in  the  eye  even  when  a  screen  is  interposed 
between  the  eye  and  the  radium  compound.  The  screen  may  be 
of  metal  and  the  whole  of  the  visual  field  appears  full  of  light.

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association  affairs. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Trade  Association. 

BETWEEN  thirty  and  forty  registered  chemists  met  in 
Room  17  of  the  Athemeim,  St.  George's  Place,  Glasgow,  on 
Thursday  evening,  May  1,  at  8.30,  to  consider  a  proposal  for 
the  formation  of  an  Association  similar  to  that  which  has 
been  so  successful  in  Edinburgh  and  district,  and  which 
deals  solely  with  commercial  and  legal  matters,  leaving  the 
practical  and  scientific  to  other  bodies.  The  attendance 
was  disappointingly  small.  It  included  about  half-a-dozen 
country  chemists,  among^  them  Mr.  James  Reid  of  Dum- 
fries, and  a  few  drug  travellers.  The  tone  of  the  meeting 
was  rather  subdued,  and  somewhat  depressing.  It  was 
observed  that  some  pillars  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of 
Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association  were  conspicuous  by 
their  absence,  and  it  is  an  open  secret  that  the  organisers 
of  the  meeting  have  overlooked  the  fact  that  the  old  Asso- 
ciation did  well  in  regulating  prices  in  the  past,  and  might 
do  so  again. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland,  managing  director  of  Messrs. 
Frazer  &  Green  (Limited),  was  voted  to  the  chair  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  J.  Anderson  Russell.  Mr.  Sutherland  opened 
the  proceedings  by  requesting  reporters  to  withdraw,  a9  "  an 
official  report  would  be  sent  to  the  journals  by  the  Secretary." 
lie  explained  the  objects  of  the  Association,  saying  that  the 
new  forms  of  compel  ition  with  which  chemists  in  the  district 
are  threatened  icquirtd  that  there  should  be  agreement 
amongst  them  in  regard  to  trade  matters.  He  referred  to 
the  recent  success  in  advancing  the  prices  of  proprietary 
articles  as  an  indication  of  what  it  was  possible  to  do  by 
united  efforts,  and  concluded  by  askiDg  someone  to  move  the 
adoption  of 

The  Draft  Constitution. 
This  has  already  been  outlined  in  The  Chemist  and 
DRUGGIST.  It  consists  of  twelve  clauses,  which  provide 
that  the  Association  shall  consist  of  those  ergaged  in  the 
retail  and  wholesale  trade,  either  on  their  own  account  or 
as  members  of  firms.  Gentlemen  not  eligible  for  member- 
ship may  be  elected  honorary  members.  Its  objects  shall 
be  to  promote  the  trade  interests  of  its  members,  and  to 
maintain  their  rights  in  the  exercise  of  their  business  The 
business  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  by  an  execu- 
tive of  thirteen  members.  The  chairman  shall  call  a  meeting 
on  a  requisition  signed  by  six  members,  cr  as  circumstances 
may  require.  The  annual  subscription  shall  be  5s.  The 
annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  October  in  each  year. 

The  Chairman's  request  for  a  mover  revealed  the  fact  that 
the  persons  present  were  slow  to  take  initiative,  but  ulti- 
mately Mr.  John  Foster  moved  and  Mr.  Archibald  McNaught 
seconded  its  adoption.  After  a  long  pause  Mr.  C.  T.  Cock- 
burn  rose,  as  one  of  the  promoters  of  the  Association  and 
originator  of  the  recent  proprietary  price-list.  "Fair  profits 
on  patents  and  proprietary  articles  "  was  his  text.  The  time 
has  come,  he  said,  when  we  must  have  that,  and  from  infor- 
mation received  he  was  able  to  tell  the  meeting  that  if  they 
or  a  majority  of  the  retailers  were  agreed  the  manufacturers 
would  back  them  up  and  co-operate  with  them. 

"How?"  queried  a  gentleman.  "And  supposing  this 
Association  is  formed,  are  we  to  stand  by  ourselves,  or  shall 
we  be  affiliated  with  the  P.A.T.A.  1 " 

The  Chairman  promptly  ruled  that  this  was  not  the  time 
to  go  into  matters  of  that  kind  :  they  could  not  discuss 
what  they  would  do  until  the  Association  was  formed. 

Mr.  Cockburn  continued  his  speech.  He  obj  =cted  to  the 
compulsion  exercised  by  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  thought  it  fatal 
to  the  success  of  that  organisation.  If  a  retailer  cut  the 
price  of  a  single  article  on  the  protected  list,  he  laid  himself 
open  to  getting  supplies  of  all  the  others  stopped,  and  the 
manufacturers  did  not  like  that. 

When  Mr.  Cockburn  sat  down  there  was  another  pause, 
the  silence  being  broken  only  by  the  Chairman's  courteous 
requests  for  speakers.  At  last  a  country  chemist  got  up,  and 
greeted  the  formation  of  the  Association  with  enthusiasm. 
Next  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  chimed  in  with  a  welcome  to  the 
proposal  as  a  means  of  promoting  the  general  trade-interests 
of  chemists  and  fostering  good  feeling  amongst  them,  but 


he  regretted  that  they  should  do  anything  which  would  help 
to  perpetuate  the  traffic  in  "  patents." 

Mr.  James  Reid  (Dumfries)  then  gave  the  meeting  a  taste 
of  his  piquant  style.  So  far  there  had  been  some  clever 
manoeuvring  to  get  round  the  central  point  without  touching 
it,  but  he  went  straight  for  it.  There  is  no  use,  he  said, 
beating  about  the  bush.  Boot  was  the  enemy  and  the 
meeting  was  a  council  of  war.  Mr.  Reid's  counsel  to  the 
meeting  was  "cut  down  patents  to  rock-bottom  prices."  He 
read  extracts  from  his  recent  letter  in  the  C.  &  B.,  and 
treated  the  meeting  to  an  account  of  the  methods  of  Boots 
(Limited),  reminding  his  hearers  of  the  mess  Edinburgh 
chemists  made  of  it  when  Inman  went  there.  "  Ignore 
them,"  was  the  policy  then  adopted,  and  if  the  same  was 
now  done  in  Glasgow  the  results  would  be  as  disastrous. 

The  Chairman  did  not  agree  with  what  Mr.  Reid  said 
about  Boots  (Limited),  who,  he  explained,  had  different 
prices  for  different  towns,  and  took  very  good  care  when  they 
went  to  a  place  where  there  was  a  strong  association  and 
well  maintained  prices  to  fall  in  with  the  tariff,  but  if  there 
was  keen  cutting  Boots  showed  the  public  that  they  could 
cut  too. 

Mr.  Arthur  McKellar  did  not  like  the  way  the  discussion 
was  tending  and  said  so,  whereupon  the  Chairman  put  the 
motion  to  the  meeting,  and  the  constitution  was  adopted 
without  a  dissenting  voice. 

The  Executive  Committee 

was  then  appointed,  the  following  being  chosen: — Messrs. 
C.  T.  Cockburn,  James  Cockburn,  T.  Dunlop,  J.  Fraser 
(Paisley),  J.  P. Gilmour,  J.  H.  Hart  (Partick),  George  Mackie, 
Robert  McAdam,  John  McMillan,  Archibald  MacNaught 
(Greenock),  John  Murchie  (Bridgton),  James  Reid  (Dum- 
fries), and  J.  W.  Sutherland.  The  last-named  wa9  appointed 
convener,  and  Mr.  T.  Dunlop  is  to  act  as  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

This  was  practically  all  the  business,  but  the  Chairman 
asked  authority  to  prepare 

That  Report  for  the  Journals. 

Silence  almost  implied  consent,  but  it  was  broken  by  Mr. 
John  McMillan  interposing  with  a  motion  not  to  send  a 
report  to  any  newspaper  or  any  journal,  and  so  it  was  unani- 
mously decided.  It  goes  without  saying,  therefore,  that  this 
is  not  an  official  report,  and  we  agree  with  the  remark  made 
by  one  who  was  at  the  meeting,  "There  wai  absolutely 
nothing  worthy  of  concealment."  The  meeting  broke  up 
twenty  minutes  before  "  closing-time." 


Mr.  Tocher's  Scheme  at  Home. 

A  meeting  of  chemists  of  the  North-east  of  Scotland  was 
held  in  Gordon's  Oollege,  Aberdeen,  on  Friday  evening, 
May  2,  uuder  the  auspices  of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  the  East  Aberdeenshire  Association.  The 
subject  for  the  evening  was  an  explanation  by  Mr.  Tocher, 
F.I.C.,  Peterhead,  of  his  scheme  of  pharmaceutical  educa- 
tion. There  was  a  large  attendance  of  chemists  presided 
over  by  Mr.  Andrew  Craig,  who  in  a  few  introductory 
remarks  expressed  the  hope  that  all  present  would  take 
part  in  the  discussion  of  Mr.  Tocher's  paper.  Mr.  Tocher  then 
delivered  his  address,  which  followed  the  lines  of  those  which 
we  have  already  printed,  the  University  degree  for  pharma- 
cists being  specially  dealt  with.  At  the  close  of  the  address 
the  Chairman  said  Mr.  Tocher  admitted  that  the  Minor 
qualification  is  sufficient  for  the  pharmacist,  yet  he  proposed 
to  educate  him  still  further.  The  public  would  not  appreciate 
the  degree ;  they  did  not  at  present  appreciate  the  Major 
qualification.  Probably  half-a-doz-n  gentlemen  would  go  in 
tor  the  degree  annually,  and  were  they  to  have  this  upheaval 
in  their  educational  system  for  the  sake  of  such  a  small 
number  1  He  did  not  think  the  ordinary  chemist's  apprentice 
was  in  a  position  to  attend  the  lectures  for  the  months 
necessary.  He  had  seen  it  reported  that  Lord  Elgin  had 
stated  that  no  one  could  participate  in  the  benefits  of  the 
Carnegie  Trust  unless  he  intended  to  take  a  degree,  and  this 
would  exclude  pharmaceutical  students. 

Mr.  Giles  then  moved  the  following  resolution  :  — 

That  this  meeting  of  the  chemists  of  the  North-east  of  Scotland, 
having  heard  Mr.  Tocher  explain  his  scheme  of  pharmaceutical 
education,  approves  of  the  principle  of  it,  providing,  as  it  does,  a 
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university  training  for  students  working  towards  the  Qualifying 
examination,  and  the  institution  of  a  degree  in  pharmacy  consti- 
tuting a  voluntary  and  honours  course. 

Mr.  Giles  added  that  he  heartily  approved  of  the  scheme, 
which  he  believed  to  be  the  best  solution  of  the  educational 
problem,  while  it  elevates  the  status  of  the  chemist  more  than 
anything  of  the  past  sixty  years,  especially  if  at  the  same 
time  the  sole  right  to  dispense  medicines  and  deal  in  poisonous 
drugs  were  reserved  to  them.  He  claimed  that  the  doctor 
and  the  lawyer  have  such  a  right  as  regards  their  profession, 
and  suggested  that  the  right  of  the  prescriber  to  dispense 
medicines  should  be  considered. 

Mr.  Charles  Simpson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  James  Paterson  doubted  if  the  university  course  would 
be  practicable.  He  thought  if  the  scheme  were  to  be  gone 
into  and  prove  a  benefit  to  the  future  pharmacist  the  Society 
should  accept  passes  in  several  of  the  subjects  of  the  univer- 
sities. 

Mr.  Johnston  was  perfectly  sure  Mr.  Tocher  would  see  his 
scheme  carried  out. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  Mr.  Tocher 
replied. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 

Apprentices'  Association. 

The  annual  business  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  April  30,  Mr.  J.  G.  Sclater 
(President)  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  P.  K.  Brown) 
read  the  report  of  the  Prize  Committee  on  the  examination 
for 

The  Pharmacy  Prize 

presented  by  Mr.  J.  Laidlaw  Ewing,  and  which  was  awarded 
to  Mr.  Thomas  Lyon,  pupil  with  Mr.  George  LunaD, 
20  Queensferry  Street,  who  had  obtained  90  per  cent,  of 
marks.  Greenish's  "  Materia  Medica  "  and  Squire's  "  Com- 
panion "  were  the  books  he  got. 
The  Secretary  read  next 

The  Annual  Report, 

and  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  John  Wright)  the  financial  state- 
ment, which  showed  that  the  membership  had  increased 
and  that  there  was  a  balance  of  3^.  10s.  in  hand.  It  was 
agreed  to  give  11.  Is.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  President  delivered,  as  a  valedictory  address,  his 
second  instalment  of 

The  Pharmacist  in  Literature, 

an  abstract  of  the  first  portion  having  appeared  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  November  9,  1901,  page  785.  Mr. 
Sclater  on  this  occasion  dealt  first  with  men  of  letters 
who  had  been  pharmacists,  and  then  with  pharmacists  who 
had  been  dabblers  in  literature  or  were  friends  of  literary 
men.  In  ihe biography  of  James  Melville,  nephew  of  Andrew 
Melville  (after  Kuox,  Scotland's  greatest  ecclesiastical 
reformer),  is  quoted  an  incident  which  shows  at  a  glance 
the  character  of  at  least  one  good  apothecary.  Andrew 
Melville  was  put  in  the  Tower  by  James  I.  His  nephew 
had  tried  all  he  could  to  mitigate  the  imprisonment,  but 
without  avail.  He  had  to  quit  London  in  a  fortnight,  and 
we  read  that  on  the  day  he  and  Scott  were  setting  out  for 
the  North  two  or  three  of  their  acquaintances  in  London 
visited  them,  and  one  of  these — a  Mr.  Crosbie — "a  guid 
brither  apothecarie  of  calling,  brought  with  him  a  great  bag 
of  monie  and  also  meikle  as  he  could  weill  carrie  in  his 
oxter."  Again,  when  Amyat,  the  King's  chemist,  was  in 
town,  he  said  to  Smellie,  the  bookseller,  "  Here  I  stand  at 
what  is  called  the  Cross  of  Edinburgh,  and  can  in  a  few 
minutes  take  fifty  men  of  genius  by  the  hand."  This  ex- 
clamation, Mr.  Sclater  asserts,  was  not  so  extravagant  after 
all ;  for  Smollett,  who  began  life  as  an  apothecary,  said  of  • 
the  same  period  that  "  Edinburgh  was  a  hotbed  of  genius," 
and  certainly  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  was 
the  palmy  days  of  Edinburgh  as  a  literary  centre.  Mr.  Sclater 
then  related  the  story  of  the  finding  of  the  Book  of  St.  Albans 
(in  which  a  Gainsborough  chemist  figured,  the  book  having 
been  sold  to  him  for  shop-paper),  as  an  example  of  the  value 
of  a  chemist  knowing  a  good  book  when  he  sees  it.  After 
alluding  to  Macaulay's  sneer  at  the  apothecary's  boy,  Mr. 


Sclater  went  on  to  say  that  literature  and  pharmacy  are  an 
incompatible  mixture  if  prominence  is  to  be  atrained  in 
either.  Men  who  have  started  life  as  pharmacists,  but 
devoted  their  lives  to  literature,  have  been  hopeless  failures 
as  chemists.  Some  have  failed  in  both.  Keats  started  life 
as  an  apothecary,  being  bound  apprentice  for  a  term  of  five 
years  to  a  surgeon  at  Edmondton  named  Hammond,  but 
before  the  five  years  were  nearly  over  Keats  had  quarrelled 
violently  with  his  master  and  lei t  him.  Crabbe,  the  poet, 
was  first  an  apothecary,  but  after  many  vicissitudes  in  the 
"  hated  profession "  he  left  it,  taking  with  him  only  a 
passionate  love  for  botany,  which  never  forsook  him.  Mr. 
Solater  mentioned  some  ancient  men  of  talent  who  were 
associated  with  the  apothecary's  art,  and  quoted  some  of 
their  queer  opinions  about  physic,  gradually  working  round 
to  Samuel  Johnson,  whose  "Life,"  by  Boswell,  he  strongly 
commended  his  hearers  to  read.  [Take  Carlyle's  essay 
thereon  as  a  taster. — Editor.]  The  "  Life  "  affords  many 
interesting  passages  about  physic,  and  to  these  Mr.  Sclater 
did  full  justice.  He  then  told  how  Godfrey  &  Cooke's  busi- 
ness was  founded,  showiBg,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
T.  E.  Greenish,  the  present  proprietor  of  the  business,  the 
original  portrait  of  Ambrose  Godfrey  Hanckwitz,  the 
founder.  Next  Mr.  Sclater  mentioned  the  picture  of  phar- 
macy in  Garth's  poem  "The  Dispensary,"  Burns's  "  Death 
and  Dr.  Hornbook."  Boswell's  description  of  a  vi-it  to  the 
museum  of  Mr.  Richard  Green,  apithecary,  Lichfield,  was 
then  referred  to,  as  well  as  many  ot  her  apothecary  friends  of 
Samuel  Johnson,  including  Dr.  Bathurst,  Mr.  Diamond  of 
Cork  Street,  Mr.  Holder  of  the  Strand,  Dr.  Laurance,  Mr. 
Devaynes,  and  Robert  Levet.  The  vicissitudes  of  Oliver 
Goldsmith,  and  the  classical  meeting  of  Johnson  and  John 
Newbery,  gave  the  President  a  grateful  theme.  Newbery's 
most  lasting  fame,  he  said,  was  achieved  by  his  writing  and 
publishing  many  books  for  children.  "  The  History  of  Little 
Goody  Two  Shoes  :  To  all  Young  Gentlemen  and  Ladies  who 
are  Good,  or  intend  to  be  Good,  this  book  is  inscribed  by 
their  Old  Friend,  Mr.  John  Newbery,  in  St.  Paul's  Church- 
yard," was  written  by  Goldsmith.  Many  well- known  anec- 
dotes were  retold  of  Mr.  Newbery.  Goldsmith  was  himself 
at  one  time  an  apothecary's  assistant.  After  his  tramp 
through  the  Continent  with  his  flute  he  returned  to  England 
with  only  a  few  pence  in  his  pocket,  and  offered  his  services 
to  several  apothecaries  as  a  journeyman,  but  without  success. 
Eventually  he  got  employment  in  the  laboratory  of  a  chemist 
near  Fish  Street  Hill,  but  only  remained  in  it  a  few  months. 
After  this  he  set  up  as  a  doctor. 

Tobias  George  Smollett,  also  connected  with  John 
Newbery  in  the  same  manner  that  Johnson  and  Goldsmith 
were,  began  life  as  an  apothecary.  He  was  born  at  Renton, 
Dumbartonshire,  in  1721.  He  was  early  apprenticed  to  a 
Mr.  George  Gordon,  surgeon  and  apothecary  in  Glasgow,  who 
in  after  years  was  very  proud  of  having  had  the  great 
novelist  as  his  pupil,  and  would  say,  as  he  gave  a  rap  to  his 
snuff-box,  "  Gie  me  ma  ain  bubbly-nosed  callant  wi'  a  stane  in 
his  pouch." 

Coming  to  the  nineteenth  century  Mr.  Sclater  began  his 
review  with  an  appreciative  sketch  of  Jacob  Bell's  literary 
associations,  which  included  Charles  Dickens,  who  one  day 
was  in  the  historic  Oxford  Street  shop,  and  observed 
a  poor  lad  working  about  the  shop  in  whom  Mr.  Bell  had 
taken  an  interest.  Eventually  this  lad  became  the  prototype 
of  Smike  in  "  Nicholas  Nickleby,"  and  to  this  day  the  junior 
assistant  in  Bell's  is  called  "  Smike."  Mr.  Walter  Hills  is 
doubtful  of  giving  a  sanction  of  authenticity  to  the  story, 
but  admits  that  "  there  is  a  rumour  to  that  effect." 

Henry  Russell,  the  composer  and  sirjger,  was  apprenticed  to 
a  chemist,  and  when  about  ten  years  old  (that  is  five  years 
before  the  Bardell  v.  Pickwick  case),  was  left  in  charge  of 
the  shop.  He  discovered  just  in  time  that  he  had  served  a 
customer  who  had  asked  for  Epsom  salts  with  poison 
sufficient  to  kill  fifty  people.  On  this  he  gave  up  the 
profession.  This  incident  is  said  to  have  been  told  to  Dickens 
and  to  suggest  the  incident  of  the  chemist  in  the  Bardell  n. 
Pickwick  case.  In  like  manner  Mr.  Thomas  Hyde  Hills  was, 
according  to  the  late  Sir  Richard  Quain,  the  prototype  of  the 
Ctieeryble  brothers. 

A  prominent  Edinburgh  pharmacist  still  living  was  on 
intimate  terms  with  Dr.  John  Brown,  author  of  "  Rib  and  his 
Friends,"  and  tells  many  delightful  stories  of  him.  The 
life-long  friendship  that  existed  between  Robert  Louis 
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Stevenson  and  Mr.  H.  B.  Baildon  was  finally  detailed,  and 
extracts  i  elating  to  pharmacy  that  appeared  in  Stevenson's 
works  were  giveD,  as  well  as  some  reference  to  his 
acquaintance  with  the  late  Mr.  Powell,  of  Hj  eres,  which  was 
charmingly  described  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  by 
the  late  Mr.  W.  Lloyd  Williams,  when  Stevenson  died.

Chemists'   Assistants'  Association.

The  Annual  Dinner 

was  held  after  the  meeting,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J. 
Barclay,  who,  in  addition  to  the  gentlemen  already  men- 
tioned, had  the  support  of  Dr.  Hall  Edwards,  Mr.  Leedham 
Green,  and  others.  After  the  toast  of  "The  King,"  the 
Chairman  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  referring, 
in  the  course  of  his  speech,  to  contemplated  legislation  and 
the  draft  Bill  of  last  year,  as  well  as  to  pharmaceutical 
education  and  the  scheme  for  a  degree  in  pharmacy.  He 
held  the  view  that  the  man  who  had  been  trained  in  the 
university  was  better  able  to  deal  with  any  subject  which 
came  before  him  than  the  man  who  had  not  had  the  advan- 
tage of  such  training.  He  was  all  for  higher  education  in 
pharmacy,  and  he  hoped  before  long  something  in  that 
direction  would  be  done  in  Birmingham. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard  acknowledged  the  toast,  and  spoke  of 
the  beneficial  influence  the  Society  had  exercised  in  connec- 
tion with  the  production  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
touched  upon  topical  subjects,  especially  the  sale  of  poisons, 
and  shops  which  look  like  those  of  chemists  and  druggists. 
He  suggested  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  do  real 
good  work  by  making  strict  inquiry  into  the  methods  by 
which  these  businesses  were  carried  on,  and  by  whom,  and 
by  taking  strong  and  energetic  measures  to  have  these  shops 
closed  or  carried  on  on  legitimate  lines  the  Society  would 
do  good  service. 

Mr.  Thomas  Barclay  proposed  "  The  Medical  Profession," 
which  Dr.  Hall  Edwards  acknowledged.  The  only  other 
toast  was  "  The  President,''  proposed  by  Mr.  Hollick,  who 
took  occasion  to  comment  on  the  recent  Inland  Revenue 
prosecutior  s,  which,  he  urged,  were  not  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  law.  The  speeches  were  interspersed  with 
music. 


Egg  =  preservation. 

Few  subjects  have  brought  us  so  many  inquiries  this  year 
as  the  use  of  solution  of  sodium  silicate  in  preserving  eggs. 
We  have  replied  to  all,  and  now  quote  a  useful  paragraph 
from  the  Timet  based  on  observations  made  in  the  Rhode 
Island  Experimental  Agricultural  Station  : — 

Of  all  the  substances  experimented  with,  however,  water 
glass  solution  proved  to  be  the  most  worthy  of  commenda- 
tion. This  material  may  be  obtained  of  druggists  at  about  2s.  6<J. 
a  gallon.  It  is  easily  manipulated,  and  the  solution  may  be 
repeatedly  used.  The  eggs  should  be  completely  immersed  in  the 
solution,  and,  if  ariy  egg3  float,  an  inner  cover  which  will  sink 
them  below  the  surface  of  the  liquid  should  be  used.  In  several 
tests  where  the  eggs  were  placed  in  stone  jars  inverted  saucers 
were  used  for  this  purpose.  The  water  glass,  or  soluble  glass, 
which  was  employed  was  of  sp.  gr.  112,  and  was  diluted  with 
water  to  a  10  per  cent,  solution— that  is,  1  pint  of  water  glass 
added  to  9  pints  of  boiled  water.  It  was  found,  however,  tbat 
the  strength  could  be  reduced  to  as  low  as  3  per  cent.,  and  the 
solution  still  retained  a  complete  preservative  power  over  eggs 
after  an  interval  of  ten  or  eleven  months.  The  outlay  on  water 
glass  at  2s.  6(7.  a  gallon  would  amount  to  about  a  third  of  a  penny 
per  dozen  eggs.  In  addition  there  would  be  the  cost  of  the  jars 
or  other  receptacles,  which  may  be  of  stoneware,  glass,  or  wood.

—  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  submit  for  our  inspection  a  series  of 
microscopic  stains  in  soloid  form  which  they  are  preparing 
for  use  by  bacteriologists  and  others.  In  each  case  six 
tablets  of  the  stain  are  included  in  a  package  and  one  tablet 
suffices  to  make  from  10  c.c.  to  100  c.c.  of  solution.  The 
■following  are  the  stains,  which  are  put  up  in  this  manner : 
Bismarck  brown,  borax  methylene  blue,  eosin,  eosin- 
methylene  blue  (Louis  Jenner),  fuchsine,  gentian  violet, 
Gram's  iodine  solution,  hematoxylin  (also  Delafield's), 
methylene  blue,  methyl  violet,  and  thionine  blue.  The  utility 
of  these  especially  in  keeping  is  obvious.

4he  record  in  photographic  manuals  by  publishing  under  this 

title  a  most  attractive 
octavo  volume  of  about 
200  pages,  in  which  Mr. 
Percy  Lund  tells  the  young 
photographer  all  about 
apparatus,  the  dark-room, 
what  to  take  and  how  to 
take  it,  negative-making, 
print-making,  trimming, 
and  framing,  lantern-slide 
making  and  enlarging.  The 
book  is  illustrated  with  pen- 
and-ink  sketches  and  a 
series  of  half-tone  en- 
gravings which  admirably 
show  how  not  to  do  it,  or 
how  to  secure  good  results. 
To  the  work  is  appended  a 
useful  encyclopedia  de-

The  Pctnctumeter  is  the  name  of  a  new  optical  instru- 
ment which  Messrs.  Raphael,  Wheway  &  Redfem  (L'mited), 
51  Clerkenwell  Rood,  E.C  ,  are  putting  on  the  market    It  is 


designed  for  the  ready  diagnosis  of  myopia,  hyperopia,  and 
astigmatism  by  estimating  the  puncta  remoti  of  the  eye3. 
The  illustration  shows  the  instrument  to  be  constructed  on 


the  principle  of  the  near  point  rules,  but  the  interposition  of 
a  convex  lens  enables  a  greater  use  to  be  made  of  this  means 
of  measuring  eye-defects.  Astigmatism  is  measured  by  means 
of  trial  lenses  placed  in  one  end  of  the  lens  tube  and  graduated 
so  that  the  axes  of  the  defect  can  be  accurately  fixed.  A 
booklet  has  been  issued  to  explain  the  use  of  the  punctumeter, 
from  which  chemist-opticians  will  see  that  this  method  of 
sight-testing  is  practical.

practitioner  and  established  a  lucrative  practice  in  Everton, 
where  he  had  been  a  prominent  figure  in  public  life  for  about 
forty  years. 

GLOVER  — At  Hully  Avenue,  Newcastle  on-Tyne,  on  May  1, 
Mr,  John  Glover  (the  inventor  of  the  Glover  tower).  Aged  85. 

Born  in  Newcastle  in  Feb- 
ruary 18  L7,  and  the  son  of 
a  working-man,  John  Glover 
was  as  a  boy  apprenticed 
to  a  plumber,  and  he  worked 
at  that  trade  for  fourteen 
years.  Daring  that  time  and 
in  the  evenings  he  studied 
at  the  old  Mechanics'  Insti- 
tute at  Newcastle,  chemistry 
being  amongst  his  subjtcts. 
This  he  became  so  expert  in 
that  he  was  able  to  take  a 
position  at  the  Felling 
Chemical-works,  then 
Messrs.  Lee  &  Co.  (after- 
wards Messrs.  H.  L.  Pattin- 
son  &  Co.),  and  ultimately  went  to  Washington  as  manager 
of  the  large  works  there.  It  was  while  at  Pattinson's  works 
(1847  48)  the  idea  occurred  to  him  that  the  way  sulphuric 
acid  was  taken  from  the  Gay-I.ussac  tower  and  freed  from 
nitrogen  compounds  by  reducing  from  140  to  120°  Twaddell 
was  a  very  wasteful  process.  The  idea  was  new  to  him  but 
common  to  all  vitriol-makers,  only  none  of  them  had  seriously 
attempted  to  overcome  the  waste.  Mr.  Glover  tiied  many 
experiments  until  he  hit  upon  a  plan  which  he  thus  narrated 
to  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  1893,  when  the  tir  t 
gold  medal  of  the  Society  "for  conspicuous  service  to  applied 
science"  was  bestowed  upon  him  : 

I  came  to  the  couclusion  that  it  must  be  by  an  oxidising 
atmosphere  that  I  should  accomplish  the  separation  of  nitrogen 
oxides  and  sulphuric  acid,  and  during  the  next  ten  years  when  I 
was  engaged  in  the  design  of  chemical  works  and  other  things,  I 
worked  at  the  matter  and  made  laboratory  experiments  with  the 
deoxidising  atmosphere.  Well,  the  results  were  good,  but  I  did 
not  expect  when  I  applied  the  process  on  the  manufacturing  scale 
that  the  sulphurous  acid  would  do  anything  else  than  remove  the 
nitrogen  oxides.  It  was  a  surprise  to  me  that  it  not  only  did  this 
but  helped  to  concentrate  the  acid. 

The  first  Glover  tower  was  built  in  1859,  and  its  utility,  and 
although  it  was  ten  years  later  before  Lancashire  appreciated 
the  value  of  the  invention,  which  Mr.  Glover  had  not  patented, 
its  value  since  has  been  such  that  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  in  1893 
estimated  that  in  nitre  alone  the  tower  had  up  to  that  time 
saved  this  country  300.000Z.  The  benefits  from  non- 
contamination  of  the  atmosphere  are  incalculable.  Mr. 
Glover  made  little  by  his  invention,  and  the  Newcastle 
Chronicle  happily  compares  him  with  the  late  Mr.  Lewis 
Thompson,  whose  discoveries  with  regard  to  dyes  have 
benefited  mankind  the  world  over.  "  Probably  modesty,  like 
virtue,  has  its  own  reward ;  but  the  more  modern  plan  is  noi 


to  be  over  modest,  and  to  get  the  reward  in  money.  If  Mr. 
John  Glover  and  Mr.  Lewis  Thompson  had  had  the  pushful- 
cess  of  Mr.  Pierpont  Morgan  or  the  German  chemical 
manufacturers  on  the  Mersey,  they  would  have  been 
millionaires  when  they  died."

For  a  long  period  Mr.  Mornement  had  c-irried  on 
a  successful  business  in  King  Street,  but  he  retired  some 
time  ago.

Mr.  Stonham  served  his  apprenticeship  at  Rye,  and  after 
being  for  some  time  in  London  he  entered  the  pharmacy  of 
Messrs.  Argles  &  Duke,  of  Bank  Street,  Maidstone.  On  the 
death  of  Mr.  Duke,  Mr.  Stonham  was  taken  into  partnership, 
from  which  he  only  retired  in  1899,  when  Mr.  F.  J.  Oliver 
took  over  the  business.  Of  his  six  sons,  two  have  served  in 
South  Africa;  one,  Major  Stonham,  recently  returned  home, 
while  the  other  is  still  at  the  front. 


Some  Drug=standards. 

At  this  week's  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  Mr. 
11.  Wippell  Gadd,  F.C.S.,  of  Exeter,  replied  to  some  notes  on  the 
analysis  of  drugs  by  Sir  Charle3  Cameron  in  the  Analyst  for 
March,  with  remarks  on  tinctures  of  asafetida  and  nux  vonvca. 
In  regard  to  tho  total  extraction  of  the  former,  he  commented 
upon  Sir  Charles  Cameron's  statement  that  it  should  be  5  per 
cent.,  and  stating  that  he  had  recently  prepared  a  tincture,  on 
the  experimental  scale,  from  a  selected  gum  (which  fell  well 
within  the  B.P.  limits,  as  it  yielded  only  3  par  cent,  of  ash),  and 
the  resulting  product  yielded  109  per  cant,  solid  residue.  He 
also  mentioned  that  powdered  asafetida  is  difficult  to  get  and  to 
keep  in  the  pulverulent  condition,  as  pure  gum  reduced  to  powder 
speedily  agglutinates  and  forms  a  solid  mass.  He  has  tried  to 
overcome  this  difficulty  by  adding  about  V2h  per  cent,  of  powdered 
sugar  of  milk  to  selected  gum  — a  form  of  adulteration  which 
would  seem  to  be  excusable  under  the  circumstances,  especially 
as  the  product  answers  the  pharmacopceial  requirements,  yielding 
only  $  per  cent,  ash,  and  65'5  per  cent,  soluble  in  90-per-cent. 
alcohol.  Sir  Charles  Cameron  maintains  in  regard  to  tincture  of 
nux  vomica  that  the  alcoholic  strength  is  52'2  per  cent.  Mr. 
Gadd  found  commercial  samples  to  vary  from  6?  4  to  67  9,  and, 
as  the  tincture  is  made  from  a  liquid  extract  varying  in  alcoholic 
strength,  the  strength  of  the  tincture  cannot  be  expressed  by  a 
single  whole  number.  A  liquid  extract  made  exactly  by  the  B.P. 
method  would  have  an  alcoholic  strength  slightly  under  70  per 
cent  ,  but  to  obtain  such  wo  must  start  with  a  nux  vomica  con- 
taining at  least  1'5  per  cent,  of  strychnine  :  the  average  of  com- 
mercial samples  of  nux  vomica  examined  during  the  last  two  or 
three  years  is  0'6  per  cent.  It  has,  therefore,  been  found  neces- 
sary to  use  rather  more  than  double  the  official  quantity  of  beans, 
and  consequently  the  amount  of  extractive  obtained  in  the 
percolate  has  been  so  excessive  that  it  has  been  almost  impossible 
to  reduce  the  latter  to  the  one  fluid  part  specified  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  consequently  either  a  stronger  alcohol  than  90- 
per-cent.  has  to  be  used  for  diluting,  or  the  alcoholic  strength  will 
be  considerably  reduced.  Taking  the  alcoholic  strength  of  the 
liquid  extract  as  60  per  cent.,  theoretically  the  strength  of  the 
tincture  should  be  just  over  65  per  cent. ;  but  it  would,  of  course, 
be  unreasonable  to  condemn  a  sample  which  was  not  more  than 
1  or  2  per  cent,  below  this.  Mr.  Gadd  also  pointed  out  that  in 
Sir  Charles  Cameron's  notes  the  quantities  of  strychnine  and 
quinine  in  syr.  ferri  phosph.  c.  quin.  et  strych.  are  given  in  ten 
times  the  official  amount,

Are  We  Decadent]? 

Sir, — I  feel  that  it  requires  a  considerable  amount  of 
courage  to  enter  the  lists  against  a  gentleman  who  so 
emphatically  proclaims  that  present-day  chemists  are  deca- 
dents, but  I  think  it  only  right  that  a  protest  should  be 
made  against  (in  my  opinion)  such  an  unwarranted  assump- 
tion. My  experience  of  pharmacy  and  pharmaceutical 
affairs,  as  secretary  of  one  of  the  largest  provincial  associa- 
tions, leads  me  to  believe  that,  in  the  north  of  England  at 
any  rate,  there  is  at  the  present  time  no  lack  of  interest 
shown  by  chemists  in  their  local  associations,  and  that  they 
are  in  a  more  flourishing  state  than  at  any  previous  period. 
Within  the  last  decade,  since  you  take  that  period  as  a 
standard,  six  or  seven  associations  have  been  organised  in 
the  West  Riding  alone,  and  I  am  not  aware  that  there  is 
any  difficulty  in  maintaining  them  in  a  healthy  and  efficient 
state.  As  to  "dismal  complaints  of  lessening  membership 
and  falling  revenues,"  we  have  not  experienced  these  mis- 
fortunes so  far,  and,  given  a  little  energy  and  common-sense 
amongst  our  local  leaders,  we  may  reasonably  hope  that 
these  "  dismal  complaints  "  may  never  be  our  lot.  Of  course 
there  are  always  some  things  in  connection  with  association 
work  that  one  would  like  to  see  altered,  but  just  because  the 
things  that  are  do  not  square  with  things  as  one  would  like 
them  to  be,  is  no  excuse  for  asserting  that  pharmaceutical 
organisation  is  a  huge  bubble  only  waiting  to  be  pricked. 
In  fact,  the  whole  article  reads  more  like  the  pessimistic 
utterances  of  a  disappointed  man  sighing  for  the  "  good  old 
times "  when  chemists  made,  or  were  supposed  to  make, 
fabulous  profits,  than  a  serious  attempt  to  point  out  the  evils 
from  which  chemists  suffer  at  the  present  day,  and  indicate 
a  remedy  for  them.

"  The  Invasion  of  Scotland." 

Sir, — I  agree  with  Mr.  Reid  in  many  things  he  states  in 
his  letter  of  April  21.  But  why  make  so  much  noise  about 
Boots  (Limited)  openiog  here  .'  As  far  as  cutting  is  con- 
cerned, Glasgow  cannot  be  much  worse.  From  what  I  hear 
of  Boots  (Limited)  their  business  seems  to  be  carried  on 
properly  and  legally,  and  why  complain  and  go  on  kicking  ? 
This  can  have  no  other  result  than  to  sharpen  up  the  oppo- 
sition. Moreover  I  am  informed  that  Biots  (Limited), 
before  opening  in  a  new  place,  ascertain  the  local  prices  and 
adopt  the  same.  If  the  principle  of  "  cutting  off  the  nose  to 
spite  the  face"  is  adopted  by  the  chemists,  Boots  (Limited) 
will  be  prepared  to  cut,  and  cut  again,  with  the  result  that 
all  would  be  losers,  and  the  individual  chemist  not  the  least. 
As  much  cannot  be  said  of  all  chemists.  I  have  known 
them  in  similar  circumstances,  after  ascertaining  the  cut- 
pricps  in  the  district,  straightway  to  cut  lower.  I  am  not 
aware  that  Glasgow  chemists  are  taking  steps  in  view  of 
fresh  competition.  If  they  are  organising  secretly  (and 
Mr.  Reid  seemingly  thinks  it  is  the  right  thing),  then  surely 
he  must  have  forgotten  himself  in  writing  in  such  a  stage- 
whisper-like  way.  If  they  are,  I  am  sure  their  organisation 
will  be  on  healthy  and  business-like  lines.  Let  every  chemist 
look  properly  after  his  own  shop  and  customers,  and  he  need 
not  fear  stores  or  limited  companies. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  the  retail  chemists  might  better  their 
position  by  combining  in  their  buying.  Most  goods  can  be 
got  at  much  better  terms  in  quantities  that  would  be  too 
much  for  the  individual.  The  wholesale  houses  in  Scotland 
issued  a  new  net  price-list  recently  a  perusal  of  which,  and 
comparison  with  makers'  net-prices  in  quantity,  will  surprise 
many.  The  wholesale  houses  have  been  combining  all  the 
time,  the  result  being  that  for  many  "  proprietaries  "  they 
are  taking  as  much  profit,  and  in  some  articles  more, 
than  the  retailer  has  who  disposes  of  one  for  their 
dozens  and  grosses.  The  wholesale  houses  ought  to  give 
more  consideration  to  those  who  support  them.  Stores  and 
limited  companies  as  a  rule  buy  from  the  makers,  and  are, 
therefore,  in  a  better  position  than  the  average  chemist. 
If  one  takes  the  trouble  to  look  over  a  year's  invoices,  it  is 
surprising  the  magnitude  of  the  turn-over  of  proprietaries. 
Everything,  to  my  mind,  lends  itself  to  a  combined-buying 
arrangement  being  successful.  It  is  the  custom  now  for 
makers  of  proprietaries  to  quote  lowest  terms  to  any  buyer. 
A  town  like  Glasgow  could  be  arranged  into  districts,  which 
with  little  trouble  and  harmonious  working  would  overcome 
any  difficulty  as  to  distribution.  The  general  combine, 
apart  from  the  district  arrangement,  would  be  of  service  in 
case  of  proprietaries  lets  in  demand.  I  am  prepared  to  go 
even  further,  by  stating  that  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that 
with  such  a  combine  a  properly  equipped  laboratory  is  quite 
practicable  for  the  preparation  of  many  forms  in  which 
drugs  have  to  be  dispensed  nowadays  and  for  the  supply  of 
which  the  chemist  has  to  trust  the  factories.

Legal  Queries. 

Before  sending  in  a  query  for  reply  in  this  section  see  if  the 
subject  is  not  dealt  with  in  "The  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Diary" — Trade  Law  or  Pharmacy  Law  Sections. 

210/10.  rharinaa. — Our  view  in  regard  to  the  use  of 
the  Royal  Arms  by  tradesmen  other  than  those  holding 
warrants  from  Royalties  is  upheld  by  the  Solicitor-General, 
who  in  the  House  of  Commons  recently  declined  to  alter  the 
law  so  as  to  make  it  clear  that  persons  who  displayed  the 
Royal  Arms  on  shop-fronts,  trade-labels,  or  in  other  ways 
without  implying  that  they  do  so  by  authority  are  not  in- 
fringing the  law.  The  Solicitor-General,  in  his  reply,  stated 
that  it  is  illegal  to  use  the  Royal  Arms  for  business  purposes 
without  authority  if  they  are  unused  as  to  lead  i "he  public  to 
believe  that  the  person  using  them  is  tarrying  on  business  under 
authority.  He  added  that  the  question  whether  the  public 
has  or  has  not  been  m;sled  is  one  of  fact  to  be  determined  in 
each  particular  case.  This  is  substantially  what  we  have 
already  said. 

209/32.  11  S. — As  long  as  an  article  differs  in  name  from 
another,  and  is  not  put-up  in  the  same  or  similar  manner,  it 
is  not  a  colourable  imitation. 

210/55.  Jaxibus  writes  as  follows  regarding  a  Fharmacy 
Act  case : — 

In  a  case  which  has  just  come  under  my  notice,  a  local  solicitor 
has  attempted,  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  serve 
a  claim  upon  an  unqualified  manager  of  a  branch  shop  for  a 
penalty  of  5/.  for  retailing,  &c,  a  certain  poison.  So  far  the  claim 
does  not  hold  good,  as  they  have  not  the  manager's  name,  and 
have  served  the  claim  under  a  wrong  name  altogether.  More- 
over, the  man  is  leaving  the  situation  in  a  few  days'  time,  as  he 
is  just  completing  a  month's  notice.  What  further  action  can  the 
Society  take  in  such  a  case,  and  are  they  likely  to  follow  him  up  ? 
Also  are  they  not  bound  to  specify  the  particular  sale  and  artic'e 
for  which  they  claim  the  penalty  ?  Also,  if  approached  in  a  proper 
manner,  will  the  Society  accept  a  mitigated  penalty  '?  Again,  the 
solicitor  appends  a  further  charge  of  5s.  for  his  own  expenses, 
which  I  scarcely  think  will  hold,  as  the  Society,  I  suppose,  should 
pay  their  own  costs  in  such  a  case. 

It  is  probable  that  the  matter  will  not  go  further.  The 
rext  step  would  be  to  summon  the  assistant  for  the  penalty. 
His  name  must  be  correctly  specified,  and  the  poison  which 
he  sold.  The  Society  never  accepts  mitigated  pecalties,  and 
it  is  entitled  to  costs.  The  private  application  for  the 
penalty  specified  in  the  Act  and  nominal  costs,  is  a  pro- 
cedure which  the  Society  need  not  take,  and  this  merely 
gives  the  culprits  the  oppoitunity  of  settling  up  without 
goiEg  into  court. 

215/10.  Hollo  — Foods  are  not  liab'e  to  medicine-stamp 
duty,  and  unless  you  direct  the  "cereal  food  "  to  b3  given  in 
doses  it  will  not  be  liable. 

212/20.  R,  T.  Z).— Vaseline  is  not  liable  to  stamp-duty, 
as  it  is  an  entire  drug.    Cas^ara-sagrada  elixir  is  liable, 


because  it  is  a  preparation,  and  your  label  recommends  it 
for  habitual  constipation.  Dintifrices  are  not  liable,  though 
said  to  "prevent  decay.'' 

215/59.  A.  J.  C. — There  are  several  Rivalentas  on  the 
market,  and,  as  far  as  we  are  aware,  the  word  is  common 
property. 

220/12.  JDentalax. — Your  indentures  as  a  dentist's 
apprentice  will  be  accepted  in  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
South  Africa,  as  evidence  of  training,  but  not  for  registra- 
tion.   You  must  pass  the  colonial  examination. 

220/22.  Sulphonal. — The  usual  agreement  with  chemists 
transfer  agents  in  placing  businesses  on  their  books  for 
disposal  is  to  pay  commission  on  sales  to  persons  introduced 
by  the  agents.  If  it  can  be  shown  that  a  sale  has  been 
entirely  independent  of  introduction  by  the  agent  no  com- 
mission could  be  enforced. 

219/55.  Sussex — Your  labsl  is  not  liable  to  stamo-duty. 
See  paragraph  "  Entire  Drugs  "  in  our  Diary,  page  231. 

167/30.  Thankful. — When  you  employed  the  plumber  to 
repair  the  gas-jet  in  your  window,  it  was  your  duty  to  give 
him  free  access  to  the  window.  It  was  your  duty  to  remove 
the  carboys,  and  unless  you  specifically  agreed  with  the 
plumber  in  regard  to  that  matter  the  consequences  of  the 
breakage  of  the  carboy  by  the  plumber  rest  upon  you.

Heat  the  dripping  until  it  is  quite  clear,  and  transfer  to  a  hoi 
mortar;  pour  into  this  the  carbon  bisulphide  in  which  the  phos- 
phorus has  been  dissolved  ;  stir,  then  add  the  two  powders  and 
the  oils,  and  finally  the  boiling  water  all  at  once,  kneading  the 
mass  thoroughly  until  a  perfect  mixture  is  obtained.

Peter—  (1)  Indiarubber  Solution  for  tyres  is 
made  by  dissolving  1  oz.  of  masticated  caoutchouc  (negro- 
head)  in  a  pint  of  coal  benzine.  When  solution  is  effected 
the  product  is  concentrated  by  evaporating  part  of  the 
solvent.  (2)  Recovering  Siiver  from  Old  Fixing-baths.— 
Into  a  cask  or  precipitating  jar  put  the  fixing-baths  as  pro- 
duced, and  add  potassium  sulphide  in  the  proportion  of  4  cz. 
to  6  gals,  of  liquor.  Stir  well,  and  in  twenty-four  hours 
drain  off  the  clear  supernatant  liquid  and  throw  it  away. 
More  waste  baths  are  added  until  the  quantity  of  precipi- 
tated sulphide  is  considerable,  when,  having  drained  the 
precipitate  as  dry  as  possible,  it  should  be  dissolved  in 
nitric  acid,  and  the  solution  of  silver  nitrate  evaporated, 
redissolved,  and  crystallised  until  pure.

Sublimed  sulphur  on  the  spot 
has  also  advanced  owing  to  scarcity,  and  sulphate  of 
ammonia  is  dearer  all  round,  supplies  being  scarce,  Nitrate 
of  soda  has  been  reduced,  and  is  more  plentiful.  Caustic 
soda  is  firm,  and  soda  ash  steady.

The  Bulgarian  Rose=crop. 

Kezanlik,  May  3. 
At  the  earliest  the  new  rose-harvest  will  hardly  begin  before 
June  5,  or  about  a  fortnight  later  than  last  year.    At  first  it  was 
thought  that  the  rose-distillation  this  year  would  begin  as  early 


as  May  10,  which  would  have  been  the  earliest  on  record,  as  the 
winter  was  excessively  mild  and  the  spring  at  the  outset  rather 
warm  ;  but  in  a  mountainous  country  like  the  rose-district  of  Bul- 
garia extreme  sudden  changes  in  the  weather  recur,  and  such 
has  happened  this  year,  especially  during  March  and  April.  The 
extremely  cold  wave  during  the  middle  of  March,  lasting  a  whole 
week  and  followed  by  the  heavy  hoar-frosts  in  April,  was  an  un- 
expected surprise.  Both  the  cold  wave  and  the  heavy  hoar- 
frosts caused  some  damage  to  the  rose-bushes  in  the  lowlands  by 
killing  the  first  buds,  but  as  all  the  rose-bushes  had  not  yet 
begun  to  throw  out  their  buds,  the  damage  was  not  so  pronounced 
and  extensive  as  to  greatly  affect  the  prospects  of  the  general 
crop.  Besides,  such  early  damages  can  always  be  easily  retrieved 
by  favourable  weather  later  on,  and  especially  duririg  the 
budding  and  harvesting  seasons.  To  some  extent  this  has 
already  been  done  by  the  steady  fall  of  rain  during  the  whole  of 
this  week.  The  effect  of  this  rich  rain  at  this  propitious  time, 
when  the  rose-bushes  are  throwing  out  their  buds,  cannot  be 
fully  ascertained  just  now,  but  the  benefit  to  the  crop  in  general 
is  immense.  Even  the  owners  of  old  stock,  who  predicted  a  poor 
crop  before  the  rain,  admit  now  that  an  average  crop  is  assured. 
Favourable  weather  during  the  distillation  of  the  harvest  can 
make  a  most  unpromising  crop  the  richest,  as  it  happened  in 
1900,  and  vice-versa.  Just  at  present  the  prospects  are  for  as 
good  a  crop  as  last  year.  The  old  stock  of  otto  left  over  from 
last  year  in  the  bauds  of  growers  and  jobbers  is  estimated  at 
about  12,000  T.  oz.  Some  of  the  exporters,  too,  have  pretty  heavy 
stocks  on  hand.  All  other  crops  throughout  Bulgaria  are  in 
splendid  condition  and  promise  rich  harvests.

Dyers,  calico-printers,  and 
bleachers  are  all  well  engaged,  and  carpet  manufacturers  also  find 
trade  fairly  satisfactory.  Papermakers  are  moderately  busy, 
doleful  reports  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  large 
quantities  of  raw  materials  are  as  usual  going  into  consumption. 
Soap- manufacturers  are  busy  with  good  demand  for  both  manu- 
facturing and  household  qualities.  An  increased  demand  for 
disinfectant  soaps  is  also  specially  noticeable.  The  paint  and 
colour  trades,  as  is  customary  at  this  period,  are  very  busy. 
Regarding  values  there  is  not  much  of  change  to  be  noted;  for 
the  most  part  they  are  steadily  maintained. 

Alkali  Produce. — In  this  branch  there  is  little  change  from 
recent  reports.  Caustic  soda,  bleaching-powder,  and  ammonia 
alkali  are  all  in  steady  and  increased  demand. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — Good  business  has  been  done  and 
prices  are  very  firm,  with  tendency  towards  farther  advancement.

The  firm  is  an  old  established  one  in  the  West  Indian  trade, 
and,  under  various  styles,  has  been  in  existence  some  thirty 
years.  Up  till  quite  recently  they  have  kept  their  engage- 
ments very  regularly,  though  there  have  been  some  indications  of 
tightness  in  the  state  of  their  finances.  The  liabilities  are  said  to 
be  considerable,  and  it  is  stated  that  a  Manchester  house  of  im- 
portance is  largely  interested.

London  Section. 

A MEETING  of  this  Section  took  placs  at  Burlington 
House,  W.,  on  May  5,  with  Mr.  Otto  Hehner  in  the  chair. 

PURE  ZINC. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  had  been  read, 
the  Chairman  referred  to  the  joint  report  of  that  Section 
and  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  on  the  detection  of 
arsenic.  A  meeting  of  the  latter  Society  is  to  be  held  to 
discuss  the  report,  and  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  are  invited  to  attend.  Many  of  the  members  have 
experienced  a  difficulty  in  obtainirg  arsenic-free  zinc  to  use 
in  the  arsenic-test,  and  Mr.  Hehner  said  they  would  doubt- 
less be  glad  to  hear  of  a  plan  he  had  found  to  answer 
splendidly.  The  zinc  is  melted  in  a  clay  crucible,  a  small 
quantity  of  metallic  sodium  dropped  in,  and  stirred  till  the 
sodium  is  oxidised,  when  an  arsenic-free  z:nc  results.  The 
process  can  be  repeated  if  thought  desirable. 

CARBIDES  OF  MANGANESE  AND  CALCIUM. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Brame  read  a  paper  by  himself  and  Professor 
V.  B.  Lewes  bearing  the  above  title.  Attempts  have  been 
made  to  prepare  mixed  carbides  of  manganese  and  calcium, 
with  the  object  of  yielding  a  mixture  of  acetylene,  methane, 
and  hydrogen  when  acted  on  by  water.  Using  a  mixture  of 
manganic  oxide,  lime,  and  coke  in  the  electric  furnace,  it 
has  baen  found  that  when  the  manganese  is  in  excess  no 
calcium  carbide  is  produced,  and  similarly  when  the  propor- 
tion of  lime  is  large  no  manganese  caibide  results.  Man- 
ganese carbide  is  a  silvery  grey  substance,  which  gives  off 
methane  and  hydrogen  when  acted  on  by  hot  water,  and  if 
a  demand  for  a  mixture  of  these  gases  with  acetylene  should 
arise  it  can  be  satisfied  by  mixing  the  separately  produced 
carbides  of  manganese  and  calcium. 

JOHN  GLOVER. 

At  this  stage  the  Chairman  called  upon  Mr.  Tyrer  to  say 
a  few  words  about  the  late  John  Glover.  Wtiilst  Mr.  Tyrer 
was  President  he  presented  the  first  goll  medal  of  the 
Society  to  John  Glover  for  his  contributions  to  chemical 
industry.  Mr.  Tyrer  referred  to  this  and  to  the  able  sum- 
mary of  Glover's  work  which  Dr.  Ferdinand  Hiirter  gave  at 
that  time.  "  They  speak,"  said  Mr.  Tyrer,  "  of  the  pieces  of 
canvas  a, few  feet  square  in  the  Academy  behind  this  room 
as  being  priceless,  but  they  can  never  become  as  priceless  as 
the  work  of  John  Glover."    (Applause.)  » 

Dr.  Messel  seconded  the  vote  of  sympathy  and  condolence 
proposed  by  Mr.  Tyrer,  and  gave  some  particulars  of  the 
career  of  John  Glover.  He  was  the  son  of  a  foreman  cooper 
at  some  chemical-works  at  Newcastle,  and  was  apprenticed 
to  a  plumber.  His  spare  time  was  spent  in  i  studying 
chemistry,  and  shortly  afterwards  his  opportunity  cams, 
when  pyrites  was  introduced  as  a  source  of  sulphur  in 
sulphuric-acid  making.  The  greater  heat  required  for 
pyrites  necessitated  improved  means  of  cooling  the  gases. 
The  pipes  or  flues  required  would  have  been  endless,  and  it 
was  here  that  the  well-known  Glover's  tower  came  in.  The 
invention  was  given  to  the  world  without  reward,  and 
resulted  in  the  great  cheapening  of  sulphuric  acid.  As 
something  like  a  million  tons  of  sulphuric  acid  is  produced 
annually,  the  saving  effected  by  Glover's  invention  must  be 
enormou3. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 
The  Chairman  then  called  on  Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann  to  read 
his  paper  on 

DANGEROUS  CHEMICAL  SUBSTANCES. 

Mr.  Guttmann  explained  that  some  years  ago  a  committee 
was  appointed  by  the  Society  to  report  on  the  precautions 
necessary  in  storing  and  handling  dangerous  chemicals,  and 
the  paper  he  had  prepared  would,  he  hoped,  form  a  basis  for 
the  committee's  report.  Hi  explained  that  he  had  not 
included  poisonous  alkaloids  in  his  list,  nor  yet  carbonate  of 
soda,  which  has  been  known  to  destroy  the  vegetation  for 
miles  around  when  sent  forth  from  works'  chimneys  in 
powder  form.  Reference  was  made  to  the  way  in  which  the 
vapour  of  spirit  travels  along  the  floor  for  great  distances, 


and  to  the  lighting  of  stores  containing  inflimmable  sub- 
stances. Electric  light,  if  installed  with  proper  precautions, 
is  perfectly  safe.  In  extinguishing  fires  caused  by  chemicals 
special  precautions  are  necessary;  in  large  confj  tgrations  of 
dangerous  substances  it  is  generally  useless  to  attempt 
extinction,  and  all  eff  >rts  should  be  directed  to  saving 
surrounding  property.  Dxngerous  chemical  substances  were 
divided  into  seven  classes,  and  from  these  Mr.  Guttmann 
singled  out  the  I jllowing  substances  for  special  remarks. 
The  temperatures  given  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale  : — 

Acetic  Acid  and  Acetates—When  mixed  with  chromic  acil 
they  explode.  A  mixture  of  sodium  acetate  and  Potassium  nitrate 
explodes  on  heating.  If  textile  fabrics  or  dry  wood  are  impregnated 
with  lead  acetate,  they  take  fire  very  readily,  and  continue 
glowing  like  tinder. 

Amyl  Acetate  —Boiling-point,  138°  ;  burns  easily.    A  m'xture 
with  air  explodes. 

Acetone—  Boiling-point,  53°;  igniting  point  bilow  0°.  At 
ordinary  pressure  it  dissolves  31  times  its  own  volume  of 
acetylene,  at  -81°,  2,000  vols. 

Acid,  Nitric— la  liable  to  decomposition  by  the  sun  or  heat. 
Strong  acid  sets  fire  to  cellulose  matter,  such  as  hay,  straw  bags, 
&c.  Acid  of  1-279  sp.  gr.  also  ignites  straw.  Acid  of  1"216  sp.  gr. 
also  ignites  hay  and  straw,  if  the  acid  ia  heated  to  about  40°. 
Acid  of  P30  to  1388  sp.  gr.  ignites  hay  aud  straw,  at  ordinary 
temperature,  in  thirty-five  to  forty-five  minutes;  weaker  acids 
take  several  hours.  The  nitrous  acid  formed  when  nitric  acid  is 
decomposed  in  contact  with  organic  matter  is  dangerous  to 
inhale. 

Acid,  Chromic—  Ignites  organic  matter,  also  alcohol,  ether,  and 
acetic  acid. 

Alcohol.  —  Even  diluted  it  give}  off  inrHmmable  vapours, 
3)  percent,  alcohol  being  inflammable  at  29  5°.  Ethylic  alcohol 
vapour  is  not  explosive  at  ordinary  temperatures,  only  when 
highly  heated. 

Alcohol,  Melhylic. — Ignition  point  at  0° ;  is  more  e\sily 
inflammable  than  ethylic  alcohol,  and  its  vapours  are  explosive  at 
ordinary  temperature. 

Aluminium. — When  powdered  is  inflammable  and  explosive. 
Mixed  with  oxygen-carriers  for  flash-light,  it  can  be  exploded  by  a 
blow.  . 

Ammonia. — The  gas  in  a  concentrated  state  causes  fatal 
results.  It  is  dangerous  in  contact  with  oxygen,  chlorine,  and 
iodine. 

Benzine  (petroleum  spiritV — Boiling-point,  90° ;  flash  and 
ignition  point,  15°.  Agitation  of  textile  fabrics  in  benzine 
generates  electricity,  which  gives  rise  to  explosions  ;  the  addition 
of  soap  solution  has  proved  to  be  a  good  remedy.  Benzine  vapours 
have  a  stupefying  effect.  Benzole  (from  tar)  has  similar  properties. 

Camphor. — On  subliming,  explosive  vapours  of  camphor  oil  are 
formed.    Cloth  impregnated  with  camphor  burns  like  tinder. 

Carbonaceous  Dust. — Fine  dust  mixed  with  air  is  explosive. 
The  presence  of  oxygen-carriers  and  heating  facilitate  explosion. 
Dust  explosions  known  with  coal,  lampblack,  woody  matter,  flour, 
starch,  sugar,  dextrin,  malt,  &c. 

Chlorine. — In  contact  with  phosphorus  or  finely  divided  anti- 
mony, arsenic,  or  copper,  also  with  paper  soaked  in  oil  of  turpen- 
tine it  takes  fire. 

Chlorite  of  Lead. — Explodes  at  100°  or  cn  grinding,  ignites 
with  sulphur  or  antimony  pentasulphide. 

Chlorate  of  Potassium. — In  large  quantities  it  explodes  by 
heat,  especially  when  carbonaceous  matter  is  present.  Mixed 
with  phosphorus,  sulphur,  cyanides,  or  metallic  sulphides,  even 
small  quantities  explode.  Sulphuric  acid  and  hydrochloric  acid 
develop  chlorine  peroxide,  which  explodes  at  70",  Chlorate  of 
Sodium  is  more  sensitive  than  potassium  chlorite. 

Chromates. — Inflammable  in  contact  with  sulphuric  acid,  or 
with  oils,  petroleum,  ether,  phosphorus. 

Ethers  generally. — The  vapours  are  explosive  in  the  cold. 
Vessels  should  not  be  filled  completely. 

Ether,  Ethylic  —  Ozone,  oxygen  and  oil  of  turpentine  cause 
formation  of  explosive  ethyl  peroxide.  Peracids  make  it  self- 
inflammable.  The  smallest  electric  spark  ignites  ether  vapour. 
Pulverulent  matter  added  to  warm  ether  makes  it  boil  over. 

Ethyl-Compounds  of  Metals  (aluminium,  antimony,  bismuth 
magnesium,  zinc)  are  self-inflammable  in  air  (so  are  the  methyl, 
compounds).  Bismuth-triethyl  explodes  at  150°;  lead-triethyl 
explodes  with  iodine  or  bromine. 

Lead.  Peroxide. — On  grinding  with  sulphur  or  sugar  ignites  ; 
it  explodes  with  amorphous  phosphorus,  and  becomes  incandescent 
with  sulphurous  acid. 

Magnesium  behaves  like  aluminium.  It  burns  in  hydrochloric 
acid. 

Metals,  Dust  (bronze  powders),  must  be  protected  by  olive-oil 
against  oxidation  and  moisture.  Explosive  with  air,  and  especially 
with  oxygen-carriers. 

Naphthalene — Dust  and  vapours  are  explosive.  Explosions 
occur  in  stills  through  the  choking  of  the  outlet.  Textile  matter 
preserved  with  naphthalene  bu-ns  like  tinder. 
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Nitrate  of  Ammonium—  Slightly  heated  with  acetic  acid  it 
takes  firs,  Whilst  Nitrite  of  ammonium  explodes  on  heating  and 
by  a  blow. 

Nitrates  (Potassium,  Sodium).— Explode  when  melted  in  pre- 
sence of  carbon.  Large  explosion  of  saltpetre  took  place  at  the 
Tooley  Street  fire  in  1861.  Water  poored  on  molten  saltpetre 
may  produce  conflagration.  Nitrites  of  potassium  and  sodium 
explcde  if  heated  with  potassium  cyanide  or  with  ammonium 
salts. 

Nitrate  of  Tin. — According  to  Weber  an  explosive  variety 
exists,  which  is  sometimes  found  on  soldered  joints  of  saltpetre 
pulverising  drums. 

Nitrate  of  Ethyl.— Boiling-point,  86  3  .  Rapidly  heated  it 
explodes  at  87c . 

Nitrate  of  Methyl.— Boiling  point,  6G  .  Explodes  on  heating 
and  by  a  blow. 

Oxalate  of  Silver.—  Explodes  when  quickly  heated,  or  touched 
with  incandescent  platinum  wire  on  hot  metal  plate. 

Permanganates. — With  sulphuric  acid  they  ignite  ether, 
alcohol,  resin,  oils,  &c.  Potassium  permanganate  ground  with 
sulphur  or  phosphorus  detonates.  Concentrated  solution  in 
alcohol  is  liable  to  explode.  Caution  is  recommended  where  in 
contact  with  organic  matter;  paper-lined  barrels  containing  it 
have  been  known  to  take  fire. 

Phosphide  of  Calcium. — In  contact  with  water  produces  solf- 
inflaminable  phosphoretted  hydrogen. 

Propyl- Compounds  of  Metals  (aluminium,  zinc).— Self-inflam- 
mable in  air. 

Sodium  Peroxide. — Takes  fire  when  moistened  in  contact  with 
organic  matter,  and  may  explode  if  confined. 

Sulphur. — The  dust  is  explosive,  and  can  be  ignited  by  sparks 
or  electric  discharge.  Explodes  when  ground  with  lead-peroxide, 
potassium  chlorate,  or  lead  chlorite. 

Sulphur  Monochloridc. — Fume3  in  air,  and  has  a  penetrating 
smell,  but  is  not  inflammable. 

Sulphate,  Dimethyl,  and  Diethyl.— Ga3cs  dangerous  to  larynx, 
eyes,  and  lungs. 

Sulphides,  Metallic. — Large  quantities  in  the  open  may 
ignite.  Iron  sulphide  on  iron  pipes  removed  from  the  ground 
may  become  incandescent  through  absorption  of  the  oxygen.  A 
mixture  of  antimony  pentasulphide  and  chlorate  of  potash  ia 
explosive. 

Sulphide,  Carbon-di-. — Explosive  with  air.  Boiling  point,  463. 
Ignites  and  flashes  at -20  .  Spontaneous  combustion  at  145  \ 
Stored  in  iron  vessels  iron  sulphide  is  formed,  which  may  explode 
by  a  blow.  A  (ire  of  carbon  disulphidc  in  a  closed  room 
extinguishes  itself  through  formation  of  sulphurous  acid.  The 
vapours  of  carbon  disulphide  are  ignited  even  by  a  sifety  lamp. 

Supcrjdiosphates.—lf  not  free  from  sulphuric  acid  and  when 
mixed  with  sodium  nitrate  may  ignite  the  bags  through  the 
formation  of  nitric  acid. 

Stannous  Oxide. — Burns  in  contact  with  a  red-hot  body. 

Turpentine,  Oil  of. — Flash  point,  35:  ;  ignition  point,  45°. 
Iodine  oxplodes  it. 

Zinc  Oxide,  Commercial. — Frequently  consists  of  about  equal 
quantities  of  zinc  oxide  and  zinc  dust,  and  is  therefore  liable  to 
heating  through  oxidation. 

DISCUSSION. 

Mr.  Itinchley  inquired  what  the  author  meant  by  ignition- 
point  and  flash-point ;  he  did  not  understand  the  use  made 
of  those  terms  in  the  paper. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  communication  from  Dr.  Dupic, 
who  thought  the  paper  too  inclusive  :  for  instance,  potassium 
chlorate  in  large  quantities  is  liable  to  explode,  but  should 
not  be  placed  in  the  same  category  as  dynamite.  The 
vapours  of  alcohol  are  not  explosive  except  when  mixed 
with  air,  and  evcn  then  much  heat  is  required.  In  regard 
to  charcoal  being  liable  to  spontaneous  ignition,  he  only 
knew  of  two  cases  of  lampblack  fires  ascribed  to  this  cause, 
and  neither  case  was  conclusive. 

Mr.  Tyrer  also  thoaght  the  statements  in  the  paper  too 
sweeping.  He  made  experiments  some  years  ago  on  the 
action  of  nitric  acid  on  straw,  and  did  not  sncceed  in  igniting 
the  straw.  He  could  hardly  credit  the  statement  that  the 
weak  acid  could  do  so.  He  was  astonished  to  find  melhylic 
alcohol  classed  amongst  dangerous  goods,  and  was  afraid  the 
paper  would  hardly  help  manufacturers  in  their  case  against 
the  carriers.  The  list  required  a  wider  classification.  In 
regard  to  lighting  stores  containing  dangerous  goods,  electric 
light  is  safe,  and  as  an  extra  precaution  the  globe  surround- 
ing the  electric  bulb  should  be  filled  with  water.  The  books 
on  dangerous  substances  he  had  consulted  were  the  most 
unfortunately  compiled  books  it  had  ever  been  his  mis- 
fortune to  read. 

Mr.  Walter  Reid  (who  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr. 


Hehner  as  Chairman  of  the  Section)  recognised  the  subject 
as  a  very  thorny  one,  but  could  not  at  all  understand  paraffin- 
wax  and  ceresine  being  classed  as  dangerous,  nor  the  inclu- 
sion of  acetate  of  lime  under  the  same  heading  as  phos- 
phorus. Flour,  too,  could  only  by  a  stretch  be  classed  as 
dangerous  ;  surely  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  have  a  little 
magazine  in  their  households  to  store  it  in.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Brame  thought  the  paper  would  defeat  the  object  it 
had  been  written  for ;  they  should  beware  of  alarming  the 
public.  The  carbide  industry  is  much  hindered  by  the 
restrictions  imposed  on  the  storing  of  calcium  carbide.  He 
did  not  think  calcium  carbide  should  be  classed  with 
dynamite. 

Other  speakers  thought  the  conditions  under  which  some 
of  the  substances  explode  should  be  defined,  and  it  was 
mentioned  that  charcoal,  produced  by  the  action  of  acid  on 
organic  matter,  is  very  liable  to  explode  on  drying. 

Dr.  Dvorkovitch  objected  to  classing  petroleum  oil  as 
dangerous  ;  some  twenty  million  tons  of  the  oil  were  annually 
carried  without  accident.  If  thi  oil  catches  fire  it  burns 
out  quietly.  An  example  was  recently  furnished  by  a  tank 
steamer  in  the  Suez  Canal,  which  was  on  fire  for  ten  days, 
but  caused  no  damage  to  surrounding  steamers  or  property. 

Another  member  said  the  vapour  of  glacial  acetic  acid  is 
not  very  poisonous,  but  is  inflammable  at  high  temperatures. 
He  had  tried  to  get  an  explosion  with  flour,  but  could  only 
get  a  small  flame. 

Mr.  Marshall  said  many  explosions  of  flour  have  occurred. 
He  knew  of  one  resulting  from  the  grinding  of  malt. 

Mr.  Hooper  said  the  conditions  under  which  the  substances 
explode  should  be  stated.  In  the  course  of  his  official 
duties  he  had  examined  a  brown-paper  parcel,  which  had 
caught  fire  in  the  post.  The  parcel  contained  zinc-dust, 
which,  however,  would  be  perfectly  safe  if  sent  in  a  metal 
package. 

Mr.  Jenkins,  as  a  railway  chemist,  said  the  companies 
would  certainly  not  be  alarmed  by  the  paper,  as  they 
depended  on  expert  advice  in  these  matters.  He  knew  of 
an  interesting  explosion  caused  by  dilute  sulphuric  acid  at  a 
station  on  the  Great  Eastern  Railway,  particulars  of  which 
he  would  communicate  to  the  SDCiety. 

Mr.  Guttmann,  who  was  greeted  with  applause,  in  reply, 
said,  after  the  shower  of  abuse,  in  polite  language,  he  was 
surprised  at  such  a  reception.  (Laughter.)  Many  of  the 
speakers  had  misunderstood  the  spirit  in  which  the  paper 
was  written.  All  the  statements  he  bad  made  have  been 
published  and  gone  about  unchallenged.  He  had  known 
aoy  amount  of  flour-mill  explosions,  and  the  explosive 
propei ties  of  carbonaceous  dust  were  well  known.  He 
recalled  explosions  of  benzine  used  in  a  wax-purification 
process  and  in  chemical-cleaning  works,  and  there  is  plenty 
of  proof  that  charcoal,  even  when  old,  is  liable  to  spontaneous 
ignition.  That  there  is  considerable  risk  in  transporting 
petroleum,  the  reports  of  H.M.  explosives  inspectors  amply 
proved.  He  (the  speaker)  would  take  a  dynamite  cartridge, 
light  it,  and  only  put  it  down  when  it  burnt  too  close  to  his 
fingers,  but  that  would  not  justify  him  in  saying  dynamite 
was  not  dangerous.  The  ignition-point  referred  to  the 
temperature  at  which  a  liquid  takes  fire,  whilst  the  flash- 
point had  to  do  with  the  firing  of  the  vapour.  Nitric-acid 
tires  were  of  common  occurrence ;  he  himself  had  had  eighty 
tons  destroyed  at  one  time.  The  paper  was  written  for  the 
purpose  of  discussion,  but  he  thought  they  should  have 
approached  it  from  a  higher  standpoint. 

The  Chairman  summed  up  the  discussion.  He  said  all 
chemical  substances  are  dangerous,  but  the  paper  should 
only  have  included  those  that  are  dangerous  under  ordinary 
commercial  conditions.  If  alcohol  is  dangerous,  surely 
whiskey  is — (laughter) — and  they  had  seen  in  that  room 
that  air,  under  the  influence  of  a  powerful  alternating  current, 
takes  fire,  but  that  would  be  no  reason  for  classing  it  as 
dangerous.  Acetic  acid  is  explosive  when  mixed  with 
chromic  acid,  Mr.  Guttmann  said,  but  why  mix  them  ? 

Votes  of  thanks  to  the  authors  of  the  papers  concluded 
the  meeting.

MORE  ABOUT  ABSENIC. 

Mr.  Wm.  Thomson  read  a  paper  on  his  method  of  deter- 
mining arsenic  in  malt,  beer,  &c  ,  and  on  the  preparation  of 
the  reagents  used  therein.  After  criticising  the  report  of  the 
joint  committee  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  and  the 
Society  of  Analysts  on  this  subject,  he  said  that  he  had 
never  been  able  to  obtain  sulphuric  acid  free  from  arsenic 
nor  hydrochloric  acid  either.  He  had  tried  the  method  of 
purifying  hydrochloric  acid  recommended  by  the  joint  com- 
mittee, but  still  there  was  arsenic  in  it.  His  method  of 
purifying  the  acid  was  to  dilute  the  purest  acid  obtainable 
with  about  one-third  its  volume  of  water,  put  it  into  a  retort, 
add  about  a  gramme  per  litre  of  chromic  acid  to  it,  and  distil. 
It  still,  however,  was  saturated  with  chlorine,  and  to  get  rid 
of  that  he  passed  a  current  of  air  through  the  distillate, 
which  removed  it.  At  that  stage  no  trace  of  arsenic  would 
be  discovered.  To  purify  sulphuric  acid  he  used  chromic 
acid  in  a  non -tabulated  retort.  The  quantity  was  about  a 
gramme  of  chromic  acid  or  of  potassium  permanganate  to  the 
litre;  then  distilled  and  the  distillate  was  free  from  any 
trace  of  arsenic.  Nitric  acid  could  be  obtained  nearly  always 
free  from  arsenic. 

A  discussion  took  place  as  to  what  had  become  of  the 
Manchester  committee  which  was  to  report  on  arsenic-tests. 
Mr.  Carter  Bell  said  the  committee  proposed  to  dissolve,  but 
it  was  eventually  resolved  to  ask  the  committee  to  report. 


Nottingham  Section. 

A  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the  Municipal  Tech- 
nical School,  Leicester,  on  April  30,  Mr.  L.  Archbutt,  F.I.C., 
being  in  the  chair.  The  first  paper  read  was  by  Mr.  S.  R. 
Trotman,  F.I.C.  (city  analyst  of  Nottingham),  and  Mr. 
H.  Peters,  A.I.C.,  on 

the  analysis  of  cod  oil  for  leather-dressing. 

Mr.  Trotman  explained  that  the  ordinary  analytical  con- 
stants do  not  give  much  indication  of  the  likelihood  of  the 
excessive  formation  of  a  resinous  substance  found  to  be 
most  objectionable  when  certain  cod  oils  are  used  in  tanning. 
Since  the  resinous  matter  consists  chiefly  of  oxidised  acids, 
it  occurred  to  the  authors  that  the  measurement  of  the 
power  of  absorbing  oxygen  which  an  oil  possesses  would 
give  a  rough  but  usefal  indication  of  its  value  for  leather- 
dressing.  The  oxidation  is  carried  out  by  means  of  normal 
permanganate-solution.  A  black  precipitate  settles  out. 
The  filtrate  is  titrated  with  a  solution  of  ferrous  sulphate, 
and  at  the  same  time  a  blank  experiment  is  done  in  an 
exactly  similar  way.  The  difference  between  the  two 
titrations  gives  the  amount  used  to  oxidise  the  oil.  The 
constants  of  a  very  good  and  a  very  bad  oil  may  be  given  as 
examples.  These  were  found  to  be  respectively  :  Oxidation- 
value,  101  and  90-9  ;  iodine-value,  130  and  448  ;  saponifica- 
tion-value,  180  2  and  186;  acid-value,  21  and  22  58.  It 
may  thus  be  seen  that  the  range  of  the  oxidation-value  is 
very  great  as  compared  with  that  of  the  other  constants. 

Mr.  Jackson  asked  what  methods  were  used  in  estimating 
the  iodine-values. 

Mr.  Archbutt  said  he  would  like  to  know  whether  these 
analyses  were  made  on  the  filtered  oils,  as  otherwise  there 
might  be  extraneous  organic  matcers  interfering  with  the 
results.  It  seemed  to  him  that  the  oxygen-number  does  not 
give  much  more  information  than  the  iodine-value.  The 
bad  oils  reach  in  most  cases  the  figure  300,  whilst  the  good 
ones  are  well  below  200.  There  is,  therefore,  a  sharp  line 
dividing  the  good  from  the  bad.  He  had  found  the  Wijs 
method  of  determining  the  iodine-value  both  expeditious 
and  accurate,  and  the  test-solution  keeps  its  strength  for 
many  months. 

Mr.  S.  F.  Burford  also  thought  that  the  iodine-value  had 
advantages  over  the  oxidation-value.  He  suegested  that  the 
determination  of  the  refractive  indices  might  also  give 
useful  indications. 

Mr.  T.  F.  Harvey  said  he  had  occasion  to  test  medicinal 
cod-liver  oils,  and  always  employed  the  method  of  Wijs. 
The  acetic  acid  used  should  be  strong— 99  per  cent.  He 
liked  it  very  much  better  than  the  old  method  of  Hiibl,  as  it 
was  not  only  easier,  but  gave  closer  results.  Figures  given 
by  the  old  method  were  138-8  to  159-6.  By  the  Wijs  method 
he  had  obtained  159-72  to  176-9  on  thirteen  samples.  This 
was  practically  167 -the  figure  given  by  Lewkowitsch  in  his 


recent  work,  which  probably  was  an  average.  He  had  found 
his  Wijs  solution  absolutely  unchanged  after  a  period  of 
three  months,  so  that  for  all  practical  purposes  it  is  very 
stable. 

Mr.  H.  Peters,  replying  to  the  discussion,  said  that  they 
had  used  the  old  iodine-method  with  mercuric  chloride  in 
alcoholic  solution.  The  oils  were  filtered  in  each  case. 
The  iodine-value  was,  of  course,  a  measure  of  the  unsaturated 
bodies  ;  but  their  object  had  been  to  determine  the  oxidis- 
able  bodies,  which  could  also  be  effected  in  less  time  than 
was  taken  up  by  an  estimation  of  the  iodine-value  by  the 
old  method.  The  reason  for  filtering  the  black  matter 
obtained  in  their  method  is  because  it  makes  the  end 
reaction  more  sharply  visible. 

Mr.  Trotman  then  read  a  farther  paper,  bv  the  same 
authors,  on  "  The  Determination  of  Nitrates  in  Water  by  the 
Indigo-carmine  Method  " ;  and  Mr  J.  Golding  also  exhibited 
"An  Improved  Modification  of  the  Kjeldahl  Apparatus  for 
Estimating  Nitrogen." 


TRopl  institution. 

THE  Friday  evening  discourse  on  May  2  was  by  Professor 
A.  E.  Tutton,  who  gave  a  resume  of  hi3  experimsnts  on 

the 

Constitution  of  Crystals. 

Sir  William  Crookes  was  in  the  chair.  Processor  Tutton 
said  experimental  work  on  the  constitution  of  crystals  offers 
attractions  of  a  particularly  fascinating  kind — a  crystal 
being  the  most  beautiful  of  inanimate  things  in  nature.  The 
study  of  crystals  involves  also  the  consideration  of  light — 
the  most  beautiful  form  of  energy.  Passing  on  to  consider 
the  external  morphology  of  crystals,  a  large  cluster  of 
diamonds  was  exhibited,  illuminated  both  from  the  back 
and  front,  to  show  that  transparent  crystals  send  out  two 
kinds  of  emanations — reflections  of  white  light  from  the 
exterior  faces,  and  coloured  rays  which  have  penetrated  the 
interior  of  the  crystals  and  been  there  reflected  and 
refracted.  For  the  last  eight  years  Professor  Tutton  has 
been  studying  crystals  to  discover  the  connection  between 
chemical  relationship  and  crystalline  form.  The  result  has 
been  the  propounding  of  a  new  law,  that  in  any  series  of 
salts  the  properties  of  the  crystals  show  progressive  changes 
in  the  order  of  their  atomic  weights.  The  experiments  were 
conducted  with  either  the  single  or  double  sulphates  or 
selenates  of  potassium,  rubidium,  and  ceesium,  and  lantern- 
slides  were  exhibited  to  show  that  the  optical  ellipsoid  not 
only  progressively  changes  its  dimensions,  but  rotates  round 
the  symmetry-axis  of  the  crystals.  The  method  of  measuiing 
the  angles  of  crystals  by  means  of  the  goniometer,  and  a 
series  of  interference-figures,  were  also  shown  on  the  screen, 
the  most  remarkable  of  the  latter  being  those  produced  by 
calcium  sulphate  before  and  after  heating. 

New  Officers. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  was  held  on  May  2, 
when  the  usual  reports  were  received  and  adopted.  The 
Duke  of  Northumberland  was  elected  President,  and  Sir 
Wm.  Crookes  Secretary,  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  amongst 
the  managers  are  Sir  Francis  Laking,  Mr.  George  Matthey, 
Dr.  Ludwig  Mond,  Dr.  Hugo  Mailer,  and  Mr.  James  Wims- 
hurst,  whilst  the  names  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong  and  Dr. 
W.  S.  Squire  are  in  the  list  of  visitors.  Sir  Wm.  Crookes 
has  also  been  elected  a  Vice-President.

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Chemical  trade  Section. 

AFTER  an  interval  of  sixteen  months  this  section  met  at 
Botolph  House  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  6.  Mr.  T. 
Tyrer  presided,  and  the  others  present  were  Messrs.  Thomas 
Bennett  (Vice-Chairman),  S.  B.  Boulton,  Thos.  Chiisty, 
David  Howard,  Peter  MacE«an,  and  Dr.  Messel.  As  this 
■was  the  last  occasion  on  which  Mr.  Tyrer  presided  as  chair- 
man of  the  section,  he  took  the  opportunity  of  giving  the 
members  an  interesting  rteumi  of  the 

Work  dose  by  the  Section 

during  his  period  of  office,  making  his  remarks  retro- 
spective, so  far  as  the  spirit-drawback  question  is  concerned, 
and  leading  up  to  a  query  as  to  whether  the  section  had 
justified  its  existence  or  not ;  ako  whether  now  that  the 
Manufacturers'  Section  has  taken  over  much  of  the  work 
that  the  Chemical  Section  had  previously  done,  there  might 
not  be  a  further  devolution.  SpeakiDg  on  the  spirit  question, 
he  first  touched  upon  the  drawback  on  medicinal  prepara- 
tions, where,  he  said,  the  diplomatic  method  of  dealing  with 
the  authorities  had  proved  infinitely  preferable  to  rushing 
it,  as,  step  by  step,  they  had  succeeded  in  getting  all  they 
•wanted.  No  one  could  deny  that  the  movement  was  un- 
necessary, as  a  large  proportion  of  the  medicinal  preparations 
used  even  by  the  Army  and  Navy  were,  before  the  draw- 
back question  was  started,  manufactured  originally  in 
Germany.  At  the  time  the  first  concession  was  granted 
Mr.  Howard  was  chairman  of  the  section,  and  there 
was  the  most  distinct  evidence  that  the  authorities  did 
not  wish  to  impose,  but  rather  remove,  hindrances. 
In  the  same  way,  when  Mr.  Howard  and  Mr.  White 
approached  them  on  the  question  of  manufacturing  chloro- 
form, ether,  chloral  hydrate,  &c,  in  bond,  they  certainly  did 
not  discourage  the  idea  but  looked  upon  the  suggestion  in  a 
wonderfully  open-minded  way.  From  the  speaker's  own 
knowledge  the  attitude  of  the  Government  authorities  had 
not  decreased,  but  increased,  up  to  a  week  ago.  He  pointed 
out  in  Iregard  to  German  competition,  which  they  felt  at 
home  in  the  cutting  of  prices,  and  in  their  own  and  the 
colonial  markets  being  made  the  dumping-ground  of  German 
goods,  that  over-production  had  something  to  do  with  it. 
Thus  export  druggists  complained  that  certain  brands  of 
British  chloroform  cost  2s.  Id.  per  lb.  in  Australia,  against 
German  at  Is.  \\d. 

No  rebate  which  the  British  Government  could  ever  give 
would,  he  said,  bridge  over  that  difference,  which  was  solely 
due  to  the  very  low  price  at  which  German  alcohol  is  being 
sold  now  owing  to  over-production.  The  interesting  article 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  March  22  proved  that. 
Except  the  cost  of  spirit,  export  druggists  have  in  this 
tincture  matter  little  to  complain  of  now.  Mr.  Tyrer  next 
dealt  with  manufacturing  in  bond  with  duty-free  spirit. 
Here,  he  said,  the  security  of  the  revenue  was  the  first  con- 
sideration, and  some  provincial  men  objected  to  London 
manufacturers  receiving  special  facilities,  which  they  might 
not  be  prepared  to  take.  The  idea  was  not  encouraged  in 
official  quarters.  In  this  matter  the  Section  had  had  the 
co  operation  of  perfumers,  and  Mr.  Gosnell  told  them  all 
about  the  difficulties  of  manufacture  in  bond — they  had  to 
•work  in  official  hours,  9  A.M.  to  3  p.m.,  and  pay  the  Inland 
Eevenue  officer  who  locked  them  in  and  out.  Their 
consideration  then  was  the  facilities  which  German 
manufacturers  enjoy  in  the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol.  As 
to  that,  he  had  described  the  German  regulations  in  his 
address  to  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  1896,  but  since 
then  the  restrictions  to  the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol  had 
been  growing  in  Germany,  and  are  now  quite  stringent, 
owing  to  risks  of  revenue  loss.  These  are  known  to  our 
authorities,  and,  summing  up  the  matter,  he  said  unless  our 
manufacturers  are  prepared  to  submit  to  individual  super- 
vision and  enormously  heavy  bonds,  it  was  hopeless  to  get 
any  facilities  from  in  the  present  state  of  the  British  treasury. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  elect  a  Chairman  and 
Vice-Chairman.  Mr.  F.  Harwood  Lescher  had  sent  a 
letter  nominating  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  and  Mr.  Bennett  was 
also  asked  to  act,  but  ultimately  it  was  agreed  to  draw  upon 


the  younger  members,  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  being  invited  to 
take  the  chairmanship,  with  Mr.  D.  Lloyd  Howard  as  vice- 
chairman. 
The  meeting  next  considered  the 

Patent  Law  Amendment  Bill, 

and  after  an  explanation  from  Mr.  Boulton  about  what  the= 
General  Purposes  Committee  and  the  Manufacturers  Section, 
bad  done,  Mr.  David  Howard  urged  the  Section  to  support 
the  measure,  and  a  resolution  to  ihat  effect  was  passed.

(Vienna) ;  Robert  Edward  Franklyn  Pearse,  M  R.C.S.„ 
formerly  at  Jagersfontein,  O.R.C. 

The  Cattle  Disease. — Latest  reports  from  Rhodesia 
state  that  the  epidemic  of  redwater  among  the  cattle  is 
spreading  with  unabated  virulencp,  and  only  the  stock  of  a 
few  farmers  and  transport  riders  has  escaped  the  infection. 
At  Umtali  not  a  single  span  of  oxen  is  available  for  transport 
purposes.  The  singular  rapidity  with  which  the  animals- 
sicken  and  die  is  only  equalled  by  the  extraordinary 
infectiousness  of  the  disease,  which  attacks  a  whole  herd  of 
cattle  simultaneously. 

Natal  Notes. — The  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the- 
Natal  Pharmacy  Board  took  place  on  April  10,  when  all  were 
present  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Marchant,  M.L  A., 
who  had  to  attend  to  his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly. — Mr.  Edward  Tracey  Chamberlain,  chemist, 
who  was  a  Town  Councillor  of  Newcastle  (Natal),  died 
suddenly  on  April  11.  He  had  baen  in  delicate  health  for 
some  time.  Mr.  Chamberlain  was  highly  esteemed  in  busi- 
ness and  in  all  other  capacities,  and  his  death  is  greatly 
regretted. 

— Trench's  Remedies  (Limited),  of  33  South 
Frederick  Street,  Dublin,  have  applied  in  Maritzburg,  Natal, 
for  registration  of  the  trade-mark  "  Trench's  Remedy  "  and 
two  T's  crossed  in  a  circle,  in  class  3,  in  respect  of  medicinal 
compounds  for  human  use. — Application  has  been  made  to 
the  authorities  in  Bloemfontein,  O.R.C,  for  the  registration 
of  trade-marks  by  Ashton  &  Parsons  (Limited),  17  Farring- 
don  Road,  London,  EC,  manufacturing  chemists,  "  Phos- 
ferine,"  Class  No.  3,  in  respect  of  chemical  substances  for 
use  in  medicine  and  pharmacy,  and  by  Foster-McClellan 
Company,  trading  as  Doan's  Backache  Kidney  Pills  Company, 
8  Wells  Street,  Oxford  Street,  London,  for  Doan's  "  Back- 
ache Kidney  Pills,"  Class  3,  in  respect  of  pills  for  human  use. 

Gate  Trade  in  1901. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Cape  Town  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  April  7,  the  President 
(Mr.  J.  W.  Jagger)  delivered  his  annual  address,  in  the  course 
of  which  he  said  that  the  trade  of  South  Africa  during  1901 
had  been  a  record.  With  the  conclusion  of  the  war,  he 
was  afraid  that  the  trade  of  Cape  Town  would  have  to  face 
a  set-back,  although  the  trade  of  Port  Elizabeth  and  East 
London  must  go  ahead,  seeing  that  a  large  part  of  their 
business  is  with  the  Transvaal  and  the  Orange  River  Colony. 
The  President  dealt  in  detail  with  the  imports  and  exports 
of  Cape  Colony,  the  figures  relating  to  which  have  already 
been  published  in  the  C.  $  D.  Other  topics  alluded  to 
in  the  address  included  the  war  at  the  docks,  railway 
statistics, colonial  agriculture,  gold-mining,  and  new  markets 

Cape  Exhibition.  —The  arrangements  for  the  forthcoming 
exhibition  to  be  held  in  Cape  Town  in  1903-4  are  progress- 
ing, we  are  assured  by  the  organiser,  Mr.  A.  P.  Baker,  who 
has  returned  to  England  to  complete  the  arrangements  on 
this  side.  It  is  questionable  whether  Cape  Town  is  the  best 
place  to  hold  the  exhibition.  Some  think  that  Johannesburg 
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would  be  the  best  place,  and  even  Bloemfontein  would 
have  been  more  central  than  either.  However,  it  has  now 
been  decided  to  pitch  the  exhibition  on  the  shores  of  Table 
Bay  in  the  South  African  metropolis.  Mr.  Baker  has  got  all 
the  capital  necessary  at  his  disposal.  The  Cape  Town 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  not  gone  out  of  its  way  to  further 
the  scheme,  bearing  in  mind,  without  doubt,  the  Kirnberley 
fiascj,  and  the  mare  recent  exhibition  at  Grahirn sfcqwa. 

Cape  Town  Prices  Adjustment. — The  Committee  on 
this  matter  has  issued  a  retail  price  list  for  Cape  Town  and 
vicinity,  and  will  ask  the  trade  to  confirm  it  at  a  general 
meeting  to  be  held  in  the  course  of  a  few  days— writes  our 
correspondent  on  April  16.  It  is  not  based  on  getting  a 
certain  profit  on  every  article  sold,  or  even  on  such  lines  as 
are  in  the  chemist's  hands  solely,  but  on  what  "  can  be  got," 
so  no  great  disturbance  in  over-counter  figures  is  anticipated 
or  meant.  As  the  list  stands  at  present  there  are  a  few 
impossible  prices  in  it,  but  these  will  doubtless  be  straightened 
out  at  the  meeting.  The  gentlemen  comprising  the  Com- 
mittee have  put  a  great  deal  of  work  into  the  arrangements, 
and  with  a  few  alterations  their  labors  should  be  rewarded 
with  success.  The  representative  of  a  foreign  house  doing 
a  large  export  business  with  South  Africa,  in  course  of 
conversation  with  our  correspondent,  said:  "It  is  my 
people's  wish  that  the  retail  trade  should  have  a  living  profit 
on  our  goods,  and  we  will  do  our  best  to  see  that  they  get  it. 
The  local  wholesalers  make  absolutely  nothing  on  some  of 
the  patents  they  handle,  but  they  make  it  up  on  others,  and 
thereby  do  considerable  injustice  to  the  ratailer  purchasing 
the  'others'  locally,  who  is  unable  to  get  his  share  of  the 
profit  supposed  to  be  shared  between  the  wholesaler  and 
retailer." 

Port  Elizabeth  Notes.— Under  the  latest  Martial  Law 
Kegulation  no  "aboriginal  native "  is  permitted  to  possess 
intoxicating  liquors.  By  order  of  the  commandant  two  of 
the  locations  were  searched,  and  large  quantities  of  l:  Kaffir 
beer  "  and  other  liquors  were  found.  The  occupiers  of  huts 
where  liquor  was  found  w£re  arrested,  and  tried  before 
the  Resident  Magistrate.  The  accused  received  sentences 
varying  from  fourteen  days'  to  three  months',  with  hard 
labour.  One  of  the  cases  was  of  interest  to  chemists.  The 
"native"  said  the  brandy  found  in  his  possession  was 
obtained  from  a  chemist.  The  case  was  adjourned  for 
investigation.  It  again  came  before  the  Court  on  April  9, 
when  Mr.  R.  Jackson  said  he  was  the  manager  of  the  Princes 
Street  branch  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  J.  A.  Willet  &  Co.  He 
recognised  the  accused,  and  remembered  him  coming,  on 
April  1,  with  a  prescription  from  Dr.  Wright,  also  aa  order 
for  10  oz.  of  brandy.  The  order  was  produced.  He  supplied 
only  8  oz.  of  brandy.  Mr.  Brown,  for  the  accused,  contended 
that  the  brandy  in  the  gill-bottle  was  taken  from  the  8  oz. 
bottle,  and  diluted  with  water.  On  that  contention  be  asked 
that  the  case  might  be  dismissed.  The  prosecution,  how- 
ever, emphasised  the  evidence  of  witnesses  who  found  the 
liquor,  and  swore  the  8-oz.  bottle  was  full  when  found.  The 
native  was  prosecuted,  not  for  what  the  chemist  supplied, 
but  for  the  other  bottle  of  liquor.  The  "  boy  "  got  fourteen 
days'  imprisonment,  with  hard  labour. — The  building  of  the 
new  premises  for  the  National  Bank  having  exceeded  the 
anticipated  period,  Messrs.  Gardner  &  Co.  have  been  unable 
to  obtain  possession  of  the  present  bank  premises  for  their 
new  branch,  but  hope  to  get  it  soon. — Merchants  are  still 
greatly  inconvenienced  by  the  delays  in  the  disembarkation 
of  goods,  due  to  congestion  of  traffij  arising  out  of  the 
"  military  exigencies." — A  chemist  in  one  of  the  lower 
quarters  of  the  town  is  advertising  as  follows  : — 

Every  purchaser  will  be  presented  with  tickets,  representing 
value  of  goods  bought.  By  returning  same  to  value  of  40s.  a 
discount  of  Is.  will  be  granted,  together  with  a  bicycle  ticket.  The 
party  possessing  the  greatest  number  of  cycle  tickets  at  the  end 
of  the  year  will  be  presented  with  a  bicycle. 

The  insanitary  form  of  swearing  by  kissing  a  book  is  purely 
one  of  custom.  There  is  no  direct  authority  for  it  in  any  Act  of 
Parliament,  or  rule,  or  book  of  practice.  The  date  alsj  of  its 
introduction  is  unknown. 

In  disinfecting  a  steamer  at  Sydney  in  which  a  case  of  plague 
had  occurred  the  ship  was  fumigated  four  times  with  sulphur, 
more  than  three-quarters  of  a  ton  having  been  burnt.  This  was 
in  addition  to  spraying  twice  with  corrosive-sublimate  solution.

STASSFURT  Mines. — It  is  reported  that  the  Virginia 
Carolina  Chemical  Company  is  trying  to  get  the  control  of 
the  German  trade  in  potash  fertilisers 

Business  Change — Messrs  Brammerstaedt  &  Groh  have 
transferred  their  offices  and  warehouses  from  25  rue  de  la 
Senne  to  71-73  rue  du  Canal,  Brussels  (Centre;. 

No  Scarcity. — There  are  now  in  Germany,  according  to 
the  last  census,  about  2  400  pharmaceutical  apprentices ; 
about  750  pass  yearly  their  assistant  examination.  Of  these 
about  one  hundred  disappear  before  the  State  examination, 
leaving,  however,  far  more  than  can  ever  be  independent 
owners  of  pharmacies. 

Russian  Statistics. — According  to  statistics  issued  by 
the  Medical  Bureau  of  Moscow,  the  total  number  of  medical 
practitioners  in  Russia  is  20,092.  Of  these  642  are  women. 
There  are  also  1,824  dentists.  The  number  of  pharmacists  is 
3,781.  The  proportion  of  medical  practitioners  to  population 
is  1  to  6,503,  and  of  pharmacists  1  to  35,000. 

The  Opium-trade  of  India. — The  revenue  from  opium 
brought  2,764,000/.  into  Indian  coffers  in  1900-1901.  "The 
poppy  area  was  in  1897-98  540,003  acres — a  reduction  of 
32,000  acre3  on  1893-97,  anl  an  increase  of  80,000  acres 
on  1839.  In  India  the  poppy  area  is  almost  entirely  con- 
fined to  the  valley  of  the  Ganges  and  to  the  Central 
India  native  States. 

Inspection  to  be  Instituted  — Owing  to  the  want  of 
proper  means,  there  has  been  hitherto  no  revision  of  Italian 
pharmacies.  The  Ministry  has  now,  however,  enjoined  the 
officials  in  charge  of  medical  affairs  to  inspect  pharmacies, 
paying  particular  attention  to  the  validity  of  the  certificate 
of  the  owner,  the  locality,  and  the  storage  and  quality  of 
the  drugs  in  stock. 

The  Pharmacy  Act  in  Turkey.— In  the  vilayet  of  Aidin 
Jines  ranging  from  2,1.  to  6/.  each  have  been  inflicted  upon 
several  persons  who,  without  licences,  have  been  practising 
as  doctors  or  as  chemists  in  that  province.  The  Government 
has  instructed  the  provincial  authorities  to  take  stringent 
measures  against  all  such  unlicensed  practitioners  and  to 
send  them  to  Constantinople  to  be  examined  at  the  Imperial 
School  of  Medicine. 

Keeping  Down  the  Dust.— The  Upper  Bwrmah  Gazette 
of  March  29  contains  an  account  of  experiments  made  in 
Mandalay  by  Major  Strickland  and  Count  Oarldarari,  with 
the  assistance  of  Mr.  King  (of  Messrs.  Curtis  &  Go.),  in 
laying  the  dust  of  the  roads.  The  method  consists  in 
sprinkling  with  earth  oil  or  petroleum  exactly  in  the  same 
manner  as  when  water  is  used.  A  preliminary  experiment 
made  in  front  of  Messrs.  Curtis's  dispensary  by  Mr.  King 
demonstrated  the  immense  advantage  of  the  method,  and 
this  was  extended  to  the  greater  part  of  Merchant  Street. 
The  Gazette,  in  referring  to  the  matter,  says  :  "  The 
thanks  of  the  public  are  due  also  to  Mr.  King,  who  was  able 
to  give  the  Deputy  Commissioner  and  the  Municipal  Secre- 
tary valuable  hints  as  to  how  the  experiment  should  be 
carried  out.  Mr.  King  has  evidently  not  lost  his  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  town  since  he  ceased  being  a  Municipal 
Commissioner." 

Chinese  v.  Persian  Opium  in  Amoy.—  Persian  opium 
has  been  practically  driven  out  of  the  Amoy  market,  the 
importations  have  fallen  from  1,981  chests  in  1897  to  65 
chests  in  1901.  It  has  been  superseded  by  native  opium,  to 
which  it  is  nearly  allied  in  flavour  and  strength.  In  Hong- 
Kong  there  was  a  heavy  stock  of  some  3,000  cases  of  the 
Persian  drug  last  year,  and  there  being  no  demand  prices  fell 
until  merchants  were  eager  to  realise  at  $320  an  actual 
loss  of  $200  per  chest.  The  total  imports  of  opium  into 
Amoy  amounted  to  2,200  chests,  of  which  nearly  2,000  were 
Benares,  which  sold  at  between  $850  and  $950,  leaving 
a  good  profit.  It  appears  that  the  native  growers  have  not 
yet  acquired  the  art  of  making  their  opium  into  hard  balls 
as  is  done  in  India.  When  they  succeed  in  this,  and  in 
improving  to  some  extent  the  quality  and  colour  of  their 
drug,  their  competition  will  probably  make  itself  felt  even 
more  than  at  present.
